ON OCTOBER 24, 25, 1989 


In accordance with the warrant for the Special Town Meeting duly 
published and posted as directed, the Town Meeting Members of the Town 
of Falmouth met at the Lawrence School Auditorium in Falmouth, 
Massachusetts on October 24, 1989 at 7:30 o’clock P.M. to act on the 
Articles contained therein. 


The tellers appointed and sworn to duty were: George Hampson, Richard 
U. Palmer and Elizabeth Buckbee Lindtner. The officer in attendance 
was Cheryl Cunha. Mr. Harvey F. Glennon was sworn as the stenographer 
for the duration of the meeting. 


The meeting was called to order at 7:37 P.M. by the Moderator, George 
H. Lebherz, Jr. 


The Town Meeting Members present were counted with 208 announced as 
present and a quorum declared, the number to constitute a quorum being 
t2) 


The invocation was offered by John Hulsey. The Moderator stated that 
all the Articles in the Warrant would be called and the substance of 
each Article would be stated to the Meeting. 


The Moderator further stated that the Articles were the same as shown 
in the printed report of the Finance Committee, a copy of which was in 
the possession of every Town Meeting Member. 


The Moderator thereupon called all the Articles in their order in the 
Warrant, and stated the substance of each Article and the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee and/or the Planning Board. 


Thereupon the Chairman of the Finance Committee gave notice under the

2.1 Authority 

This bylaw is adopted by the Town of Falmouth under its home rule 
powers, its police powers to protect public health and welfare and its 
specific authorization under G.L.M. Chapter 40, Section 21 and 21D. 

2.2 Purpose 

The purpose of this bylaw is to protect, preserve and maintain the 
public health, safety and welfare whenever there is in force a state of 
water supply emergency by providing for enforcement of any duly imposed 
restrictions, requirements, provisions or conditions imposed by the 
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Town or by the Department of Environmental Protection and included in 
the Town’s plan approved by the Department of Environmental Protection 
to abate the emergency. 

2.3 Definitions 

For the purpose of this bylaw: 

enforcement authority shall mean the Town’s Department of Public Works 
or other department or board having responsibility for the operation 
and maintenance of the water supply, the Board of Health, the Health 
Agent, the Police Department, Department of Natural Resources and the 
Conservation Officer. 

state of water supply emergency shall mean a state of water supply 
emergency declared by the Department of Environmental Protection 
pursuant to G.L.M. Chapter 21G, Section 15, G.L.M. Chapter 111, Section 
160 or by the Governor. 


2.4 Provisions 

The following shall apply to all users of water supplied by the Town: 
Following notification by the Town of the existence of a state of water 
supply emergency, no person shall violate any provision, condition, 
requirement or restriction included in a plan approved by the 
Department of Environmental Protection which has as it purpose the 
abatement of a water supply emergency. 

Notification of any provision, restriction, requirement or condition 
with which users of water supplied by the Town are required to comply 
to abate a situation of water emergency shall be sufficient for 
purposes of this bylaw if it is published in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the Town and posted in Town Hall and/or by such 
other notice as is reasonably calculated to reach and inform all users 
of the Town supply. 

2.5 Penalty 

Any person or entity who violates this bylaw shall be liable to the 
Town in the amount of $50.00 for the first violation and $100.00 for 
each subsequent violation which shall inure to the Town for such uses 
as the Department of Public Works may direct. Fines shall be recovered 
by indictment or on complaint before the District Court or by 
noncriminal disposition in accordance with G.L.M. Chapter 40, Section 
21D. Each separate instance of noncompliance following the issuance of 
any warning or citation pursuant to this section shall constitute a 
separate violation. 

2.6 Right of Entry 

Agents of the enforcement authority may enter any property for the 
purpose of inspecting or investigating any violation of this bylaw or 
enforcing against the same. 

2.7 Severability 

The invalidity of any portion or provision of this bylaw shall not 
invalidate any other portion, provision or section hereof. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Board 
of Public Works.

Section 2: Water Supply Emergency By-Law 
2.1 Authority 


This by-law is adopted by the Town of Falmouth under its home rule 
powers, its police powers to protect public health and welfare and its 
specific authorization under M.G.L., Chapter 40, Section 21 and 21D. 


2.2 Purpose 

The purpose of this by-law is to protect, preserve and maintain the 
public health, safety and welfare whenever there is in force a state of 
water supply emergency by providing for enforcement of any duly imposed 
restrictions, requirements, provisions or conditions imposed by the Town or 
by the Department of Environmental Protection and included in the Town’s 
plan approved by the Department of Environmental Protection to abate the 
emergency. 


2.3 Definitions 

For the purpose of this by-law: 
Enforcement Authority shall mean the Town’s Department of Public Works or 
other department or board having responsibility for the operation and 
maintenance of the water supply, the Board of Health, the Health Agent, 
Department of Natural Resources, the Police Department and the Conservation 
Officer. 
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State of Water Supply Emergency shall mean a state of water supply emergency 
declared by the Department of Environmental Protection pursuant to M.G.L. 


Chapter 21G,Section 15, M.G.L. Chapter 111, Section 160 or by the Governor. 


2.4 Provisions 

The following shall apply to all users of water supplied by the Town: 
The following notification by the Town of the existence of a state of water 
supply emergency, no person shall violate any provision, condition, 
requirement or restriction included in a plan approved by the Department of 
Environmental Protection which has as its purpose the abatement of a water 
supply emergency. 


Notification of any provision, restriction, requirement or condition with 
which users of water supplied by the Town are required to comply to abate a 
Situation of water emergency shall be sufficient for purposes of this by-law 
if it is published in a newspaper of general circulation within the Town and 
posted in Town Hall and/or by such other notice as is reasonable calculated 
to reach and inform all users of the Town supply. 


2.5 Penalty 

Any person or entity who violates this by-law shall be liable to the 
Town in the amount of $50.00 for the first violation and $100.00 for each 
subsequent violation which shall insure to the Town for such uses as the 
Department of Public Works may direct. Fines shall be recovered by 
indictment or on complaint before the District Court or by non-criminal 
disposition in accordance with M.G.L. Chapter 40, Section 21D. Each 
separate instance of non-compliance following the issuance of any warning or 
citation pursuant to this section shall constitute a separate violation. 
2.6 Severability 

The invalidity of any portion or provision of this by-law shall not 
invalidate any other portion, provision or section hereof. Or do or take any 
other action on this matter. On request of the Board of Public Works.

D.5.1 All mooring fees due the Town of Falmouth shall be due and payable on 
or before the 30th day following the mailing of the bills. All docking and 
slip rental fees due the Town of Falmouth are due and payable on a daily 
basis unless the Harbor Master and a vessel owner enter into a written 
agreement requiring payment on a different basis. 
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D.5.2 No vessel shall be secured to a mooring for which the annual fee is 
more than 30 days overdue. No vessel shall occupy dock space of a slip for 
which the docking of slip rental fees are more than 30 days overdue. The 
Harbor Master shall have the authority to remove any mooring tackle and to 
remove or relocate any vessel secured to a mooring or occupying dock space 
of a slip for which the required fees are more than 30 days overdue. Prior 
to removing the mooring tackle or relocating the vessel, the Harbor Master 
shall notify the tackle or vessel owner of the proposed removal or 
relocation by mailing a written notice to the owner’s last known mailing 
address, posting a copy of the written notice in a conspicuous place on the 
tackle or aboard the vessel and, in the case of an unknown owner, by posting 
a copy of the written notice in Town Hall. If the tackle or vessel is not 
moved by the owner after seventy-two (72) hours notice to the owner, the 
Harbor Master shall have authority to remove the tackle or vessel or 
relocate it; and the expense of such removal or relocation shall be charged 
to the vessel and its owner or the owner of the tackle. 


D.5.3 Nothing in the above shall be deemed to prevent emergency action by 
the Harbor Master with or without notice to the owner if, in his judgement, 
such action is necessary. 


D.5.4 The Harbor Master shall have the authority to sell at public auction 
all removed vessels, moorings or other objects. All removed property shall 
be held in custody of the Harbor Master for a period of no less than six (6) 
months after which time it may be auctioned to the highest bidder if in the 
best interest of the Town. The Harbor Master shall have the right to 
establish the minimum acceptable bid. Public notice of the time, place and 
type of items involved shall be made in the local newspaper, one time each 
week for three consecutive weeks prior to the auction. All monies received 
from the auction shall be turned into the Town’s Treasury to satisfy all 
unpaid mooring fees or unpaid docking and slip rental fees, removal and 
storage fees and cost of sale. The surplus, if any, shall be paid over to 
the owner of the property sold. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the Harbor 
Master.

ART: 80 To see if the Town will vote to accept Section 26I of Chapter 148: 
In a city, town or district which accepts the provisions of this section, 
any building hereafter constructed or hereafter substantially rehabilitated 
so as to constitute the equivalent of new construction and occupied in whole 
Or in part for residential purposes and containing not less than four 
dwelling units including, but not limited to, lodging houses, boarding 
houses, fraternity houses, dormitories, apartments, townhouses, 
condominiums, hotels, motels and group residences, shall be equipped with an 
approved system of automatic sprinklers in accordance with the provisions of 
the State Building Code. In the event that adequate water supply is not 
available, the head of the Fire Department shall permit the installation of 
such other fire suppressant systems as are prescribed by the State Building 
Code in lieu of automatic sprinklers. Owners of buildings with approved and 
properly maintained installations may be eligible for a rate reduction on 
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fire insurance.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The dominating issue of Fiscal Year 1990 has been financial in 
nature and it is clear that this will remain so for some time to come. 
This year the difficulties at the State level seriously began to impact 
at the local level and the uncertainties which came along with this made 
the job of planning in an orderly fashion very difficult. In an effort 
to carry forward the budgetary process in a manner better able to respond 
to the times, this Board initiated "The Supplemental Budget". Because of 
this, the fall Town Meeting was able to allocate resources consistent 
with the original budget objectives and constraints, the Board of 
Selectmen became a direct player in the budgeting process, and the 
reserve fund was protected for its original purpose: emergency transfers. 


To respond to the financial squeeze, this Board, working very 
closely with the Finance Committee, the Capital Program Committee and the 
School Department presented the Annual Town Meeting with a series of 
Articles and Budget Line Items to be combined as an override question on 
the Ballot. With one minor exception, Town Meeting concurred with the 
proposal and a Ballot question of some 1.7 million dollars was presented 
to the voters. In order to throw our full effort into the support of the 
override we found ourselves not able to stand behind the land acquisition 
question on the same ballot. In any event the questions lost and 
Falmouth has had to face the prospect that no major maintenance will be 
done in Fiscal Year’91. This will result in greater maintenance expense 
in the future. Because the problems will simply not go away, it is our 
hope that we can once again move towards an override next spring. 


Two major changes came to Cape Cod this year, one affecting the 
county at large and the other the structure of government in Falmouth. 
Barnstable County ratified the Cape Cod Commission Act on March 27th and 
as a result the way Cape Cod thinks about and plans for its future will 
never be the same again. This Board supported the Cape Cod Commission 
from the beginning and has worked very hard to assist in its 
implementation. 


The second major change took place with the passage of the Charter 
in May, leading to a Town Administrator and five-member part-time Board. 
The Selectmen began the transition process with efforts focused on 
understanding the legal and logistical implications of the Charter, and 
on preparing all the information and processes necessay for hiring the 
new Town Administrator. It was expected that all would be ready for the 
two "New" Selectmen to begin the actual hiring when elected in September. 


Another important change was the creation of an independent Board 
of Health. Citizens of Falmouth responded to this need and presented us 
with an incredible pool of talent from which to form this Board. The 
unique challenge of creating a Board from "scratch:, although not 
lessening the difficulties in making the choices, did allow us to put 
forward a balanced, comprehensive and incredibly diverse new Board. 


Amidst all the pressures of the financial situation and the changes 
of the Charter, the business of the Town went forward. Again three Town 
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Meetings were held. As a continuation of the Annual Town Meeting held in 
the spring, the usual Fall Town Meeting was held on October 24, 1989 with 
81 Articles on the Warrant. The Annual Meeting for the coming Fiscal 
Year was held in April with 123 Articles on the Warrant plus 16 Articles 
in the Special within the Annual. This gave us a total of 220 Articles, 7 
less than the year before. 


Besides representing the Town at a host of Civic and Social 
Functions, we continued our responsibilities aS members on some 17 
committees and commissions both for Falmouth itself and at the County. 
The continued monitoring of the plumes from Otis was a major priority as 
was seeing the Trash Transfer Station through its first year. Further 
progress in the development of Technology Park, particularly in light of 
the economic down turn, became a top priority and has gone forward and 
promises new jobs and futures for our residents. Dialogue continues with 
the Steamship Authority to solve traffic and parking issues with a number 
of our citizens being involved in committees and elsewhere assisting in 
seeking the much needed solutions. 


It has been a pleasure to serve our Town of Falmouth and without 
the cooperation and great dedications of the many, many citizens of 
Falmouth who become involved in government we would not have been able to 
carry forward with the tasks at hand. A hearty thanks goes out to our 
Town Employees, all of whom have made special efforts in these times of 
uncertainties and financial difficulties. Falmouth is indeed a very 
special place.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
JULY 1, 1989 to JUNE 30, 1990 


The Falmouth Fire Department, under the direction of the 
Forest Warden, responded to seventy-seven (77) grass or brush fire 
incidents. Sixty-two (62) were for actual grass or brush fires, 
nine (9) were burning without a permit and six (6) were controlled 
burning. 


A wet spring and a conscious effort by residents to follow the 
regulations given to them under the new permit system contributed 
to a 58% reduction in the number of incidents. The new system 
also resulted in faster handling of the daily phone calls 
requesting permission to burn.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


During the last Fiscal Year the Falmouth Fire Department responded 
to three thousand, one hundred, sixty-five (3,165) incidents. 
This represents a 4% drop over FY 1989. 


There has been significant drop in the number of fire incidents. 
This can be attributed to an active public information program by 
the Fire Prevention Bureau and complete and thorough investigation 
of all fires. Historically, the incident of fires increase as the 
economy decreases, this has not been the case in Falmouth. 


Two (2) permanent fire fighters were appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. They are: Lawrence M. DeMello and Heather Heath Both 
members have completed and passed the Massachusetts Fire Fighting 
Academy Recruit Program. Firefighter Kenneth Marshall was retired 
on a disability pension. 


The department has undertaken a program of Protective Equipment 
Replacement to comply with National Fire Fighting Safety 
Standards. Fire fighting is a dangerous occupation and we should 
provide the equipment required to protect our fire fighters. 


I will again remind the residents of Falmouth of the National Fire 
Protection Association slogan of "CHANGE YOUR CLOCK — CHANGE YOUR 
SMOKE DETECTOR BATTERY", this is advice well taken and it could 
save your life.

THE AMBULANCE COMMITTEE 


Rescue response for Fiscal Year 1989-1990, shows an increase 
of 1.28%. This is the smallest increase in recent years. 
When ever possible Falmouth Hospital has utilized a private 
ambulance service for out of Town transfers, which has reduced 
by 1/3 the number of transports we were required to make. 


Paramedic Gary Sabens, was appointed to the position of EMS 
Officer. He replaces Leo Connors, who resigned and returned 
to Paramedic assigned to Station 5. Fire Fighter Mark Albert 
has been certified as a Paramedic, giving the department a 
total of seven (7) Paramedics. 


Rescue personnel have. voiced concern about infectious disease 
and how to protect themselves.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Falmouth Police Department received 19,100 calls for services. 
8,500 calls required police investigations resulting in 5,433 court 
cases. Crime against property continued to be a major concern. The 
cost of the theft and vandalism of personal property was $1,673,000. 
There were were 2,549 reported crimes against property. 282 incidents 
were cleared and resulted in 177 arrests. Crimes against persons 
reported was 190 of which 162 offenses were cleared resulting in 80 
arrests. The majority of these crimes were simple misdemeanors. The 
department’s investigations of crimes against persons and property 
resulted in 605 protective custody detentions. The Falmouth Police 
Department through the Falmouth Police Federation sponsors the D.A.R.E. 
program at the Morse Pond School. Juvenile Officer Cheryl 
Atherton-—Cunha is the instructor for the program. Both Officer 
Atherton-Cunha and the D.A.R.E. program are accepted positively by the 
students which reflects positively on the Falmouth Police Department. 


The Falmouth Police Department through the Falmouth Police Federation 
sponsors the Falmouth Police baseball team in the Babe Ruth League. 
Officers James Shugrue and Paul Robidoux manage the police team, 
developing excellent rapport between the boys and the police officers. 
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The enforcement of narcotic offenses is a top priority. Other crimes 
incidental to drug investigation have led to arrests and prosecution. 
117 persons have been charged with cocaine offenses. 114 persons have 
been charged with marijuana offenses. 109 homes and businesses had 
been placed under surveillance with 12 searches executed with warrants. 


Patrolman Robert Ronayne was appointed Safety Officer replacing Sgt. 
Andras J. Nyari who was advanced to shift commander. Bicycle safety 
classes were given to preschool and school children, safety lectures 
given to many civic groups, participation in the D.A.R.E. program 
presentation at the Falmouth High School Auto Show and demonstrations 
with the breathalyzer machine were conducted. Officer Ronayne is a 
member of the Bikeways Committee of which he attends monthly meetings. 
Officer Geordine Roderick was appointed Detective replacing Daniel 
Cunha who retired. Officers Paul Robidoux and Dana Smith received 
commendations for their life saving efforts in the rescue of Ernest 
Cabral. Officer John Cordeiro received a commendation for alerting a 
family in the early morning hours whose deck in the rear of their home 
was on fire. Officer Cordeiro extinguished the fire with a garden 
hose. Officer Kevin Kinsella was selected Officer of the year based on 
his excellence in job performance. 


The K-9 teams of Murray/Wolfgang and Gonsalves /Sarge have accounted 
for eight arrests, of which five have been felonies. Other arrests 
vary from B&E nightime with burglarious tools, domestic violence, M/V 
violations and A&B with a dangerous weapon on a victim over 65. The 
unit has also been successful in finding evidence or suspects in the 
process of committing crimes. The K-9 Units have responded to mutual 
aid requests from the towns of Bourne and Mashpee. These trackings led 
to three arrests including two within a building resulting in three 
complaints issued. Wolfgang/Murray have applied for the next drug 
academy for K-9'’s and hope to finish drug training in the fall. The K-9 
Units are proving their merit to the Town of Falmouth. 


Sgt. William McManamin, in charge of traffic studies reports that 
twenty surveys have been conducted this year. This includes requests 
for speed signs, stop signs and cautionary signs. The department 
continues periodic surveillances around town and on specific streets 
when requested. In some of the more troubled areas radar is run more 
frequently. Future surveys should progress quicker if the town 
engineers can continue to offertheir professional expertise on a 
regular basis. 


Captain Don L. Price, Training Officer, reports that the recently 
installed L.E.T.N. (Law Enforcement Television Network) program 
transmits the most modern and up to date training using satellite 
television. These programs are transmitted 24 hours a day five days a 
week and are staggered in such a manner as to cover all shifts at 
optimum times. Some of the subjects covered include court tactics, 
public relations, weapons, search & seizure, criminal investigation and 
a multitude of drug related programming. Programs are taped by the 
department and shown to each shift at roll call three days a week. 
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The Police Department recognized that success is a team effort and 
thanks the cooperation of the Board of Selectmen, department heads and 
other concerned citizens who have all contributed to the success of 
another year, I extend my gratitude and appreciation.

PARKING MAGISTRATE 


There was a substantial reduction in both requests for and completed 
hearings. The reduction of hearings appears to be a result of a 
proportional greater reduction in original parking citations being 
issued. 

There is a continued high level of professionalism of our police force. 
The undercurrent of dissatisfaction of Falmouth in general that I have 
cited in past years seems to have lessened. I believe this can be 
attributed to a better total community effort. We must, however, 
continue our efforts to furnish good services and facilities for our 
visitors and residents alike. Additional parking facilities must be 
established and improved traffic flowpatterns continually addressed to 
minimize the problems on our already overcrowded road network. 


I shall continue my efforts through meetings with all groups, 
committees and organizations whose activities compound the problem. I 
would be remiss if I neglected to acknowledge the excellent service 
provided by the Police Department’s Central Records Department.

CAPITAL PROGRAM COMMITTEE 


The Capital Program Committee has two responsibilities: 1) 
recommendations on Capital items requested for the upcoming fiscal year 
and, 2) development of a five-year long-range town-wide capital 
expenditure program. The first undertaking was accomplished in April 
1990 with the publication of the Committee’s Annual Report to Town 
Meeting. Copies of that report are available at the Town Information 
Office in Town Hall. 


The second responsibility was not updated this year for the 
simple reason that we are not keeping pace with our plan. There simply 
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are not enough tax dollars to fund the Town’s basic needs. Therefore, 
the committee worked very closely with the Finance Committee this year 
to craft an override of some $1.7 million for capital projects, half 
School and half Town. Unfortunately, this effort failed this year, but 
the need for an override remains. We will try again. 


We note with gratification that our 1989 Report to Town Meeting 
won first prize in the annual report contest of the Massachusetts 
Association of Finance Committee. That makes it four in a row. Much 
of the credit goes to our former chairman, Redwood Wright, for his 
vision, leadership and organizational skills. 


There were relatively few changes in committee membership 
during the year. Virginia Valiela, Janet Packish and Horace Homer 
continue to represent the Board of Selectmen, Planning Board and the 
Finance Committee; Town Accountant Paul Ullo has served ably as ex 
officio member. Michael Duffany was appointed at-large member to take 
the place of John Vidal, who was elected DPW Commissioner. There is 
presently one vacancy, appointed at-large. 


We thank all the department heads and committee chairs who have 
worked closely with the committee during the year and who have made it 
possible for us to do our job.

BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


The 1989-1990 fiscal year was another busy year for building activity 
in Falmouth with 4,949 permits issued for building, electrical, 
plumbing and gas construction activities. The various inspectors made 
12,324 inspections during the fiscal year. 


Some of the noteworthy non-residential projects that permits were 
issued for: Nine store shopping center on North Falmouth Highway, 
Fiddler’s Cove Dock Facilities, two medical office buildings at 
Bramblebush, four retail buildings on Village Common Drive, Avalino 
Square retail stores, Falmouth Jewish Synagogue, Cape Codder clubhouse 
in Sippewissett, two MBL office and laboratory buildings in Woods Hole, 
professional building on Palmer Avenue, Green Pond Marina building, St. 
Patrick’s rectory, and a pavilion in Goodwill Park. 


Some noteworthy alterations or additions included the Falmouth Mall 
Theatre, Aldephia Cable, Farrell & Duffy’s office in Homeport, Woods 
Hole Library, WHOI Clark Building and McLean laboratory additions, 
Carpet Barn addition, and St. Patrick’s addition. 


The fees collected exceeded the department expenses by $40,717.20. 
Therefore, once again, there was no cost to the taxpayer for zoning 
enforcement since permit fees more than covered expenses related to 
such enforcement activities. With the current staffing level of the 
department, zoning enforcement is problematic and general department 
policy is to act only on formal complaints by aggrieved parties.

The enrollment, as of October 1, 1989, consisted of seventy seven (77) 
students from Bourne, one hundred eleven (111) from Falmouth, nineteen 
(19) from Marion, thirty seven (37) from Sandwich, and one hundred 
ninety seven (197) from Wareham, for a total enrollment of four hundred 
forty one (441) students. An additional eight tuition students also 
attended Upper Cape Cod Regional. 


The driveway entrance to the school has been enhanced by the completion 
of a new school sign through the talents of the Carpentry, Masonry, 
Electrical, and Painting and Decorating Departments. 


The addition of a vehicle storage building on he school property was 
completed, through funding set aside in the School Construction 
Account, utilizing the building trades department; Carpentry, 
Electrical, Plumbing and Heating, Masonry, and Painting and Decorating. 
A second building, smaller in size, is in the planning stages, to house 
boats and marine equipment being repaired by the Marine Services 
Department. This building is expected to be completed by the Spring of 
TIot, 


With partial funding from a Carl Perkins Federal Grant, the Licensed 
Practical Nurse Program has been reinstated. 


A survey of the building in compliance with federal AHERA regulations 
has revealed asbestos in the large corridor areas between supended 
ceilings and roof areas. While this does not present an immediate 
health hazard, plans are underway to begin removal procedures. 


The testing of the 15,000 gallon oil tank was completed and certified 
for continuous use. However, an underground gasoline tank was found to 
be leaking, and remedial action has been taken with approval of DEQE. 


A MASS Save Energy Grant was received to install energy efficient 
lighting and heating fixtures. 
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Kluz, Inc. a building needs consultant from Boston, has been contracted 
to evaluate the physical condition of the building, the roof, boilers, 
windows, wall construction, and prepare an estimate to cost of repair. 


Upper Cape Cod Regional joined ten other Cape and Islands schools to 
utilize the services of Ketron, Inc. of Cambridge, MA to conduct an 
in-depth study and identify the legal and institutional barriers that 
would have to be overcome to create a Capewide school transportation 
system. 


A new NO Smoking Policy , prohibiting smoking at anytime and at any 
location of the school and grounds, encompassing all personnel, was 
adopted by the Regional School District Committee to become effective 
September 1990. 


A two-year evaluation update of Upper Cape Cod Regional was submitted 
and accepted by the New England Association of Schools and Colleges. 


Daniel Dennis & Co. of Boston completed the FY 1989 Audit of the 
financial books finding all practices meet state and federal 
requirements. 


The FY 1991 budget was adopted by the five-town sending district. An 
unused salary amount, due to the non-replacement of an Instructor, in 
the amount of $30,000, was voted to further reduce the budget. A NET 
Operating Budget assessed to the towns of $2,302,623 and a NET Capital 
Budget of $100,000, which was in increase of 5.4% over the previous 
year. 


The Governor’s Alliance Against Drugs Grant provided the school with 
the establishment and training by ROT Associates of a Student 
Assistance Team composed of eleven volunteer teachers and staff. This 
team coordinates services in recognition and assistance of students 
with problems. 


The Regional School Districts Committee extends its appreciation of the 
many advisory boards which assist us in developing and maintaining 
educational program, various town and school officials who support our 
efforts, and the Administration and other school employee who continue 
to contribute to the success of the Upper Cape Cod Regional.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee continues efforts to provide direction for the 
system and to make contributions which will enhance all school 
programs. Regular meetings of the nine member group are usually held on 
the second and fourth Tuesday of each month. During budget time many 
special meetings are held. Each member serves on one or more 
subcommittees set up to work on various issues. 


At the Annual Town Election in May, three incumbents were re-elected: 
Albert P. Roderick, Dorothy Hahn, and Thomas W. Danforth. Officers 
elected for the new term were Douglas S. Souza, Chairman; Albert P. 
Roderick, Vice-Chairman; and Thomas W. Danforth, Secretary. 


The Committee was most gratifyed to see the school building project for 
East and North Falmouth Schools completed. Special thanks are extended 
to the Superintendent and the School Building Committee for their many 
hours of hard work overseeing the project. 


The fiscal constraints placed upon the system continue to be a problem. 
With state and town revenues decreasing and expenses increasing, it is 
getting impossible to provide the degree of services the community 
expects. We will continue to do the best possible in such an 
environment. The budget approved at Town Meeting totalled $18,400,000. 
It did not include any funds for equipment, major maintenance or for 
collective bargaining agreements with the Falmouth Educators’ 
Association. Contract negotiations were not completed prior to Town 
Meeting. 


The 1980’s saw many changes in the school system. After beginning the 
decade with the implementation of Proposition 2 1/2, we began to make 
progress. However, as the 80’s closed, the situation was once again 
fiscally discouraging. Educationally, the schools made exceptional 
growth and are now recognized for their high quality. This is a tribute 
to the staff, students, and parents. 


We are optimistic that the 1990’s will bring more prosperity and 
success to the school system. Your continued support and willingness to 
help are appreciated. We pledge to do our best to fulfill the 
responsibilities of our positions.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


What a monumental year! On June 8. 1990, the rededication of the East 
Falmouth and North Falmouth Elementary Schools took place. Planning for 
the five million dollar construction project began in 1985. The 
existing buildings were renovated and additional space added at each 
school. With the completion of the project, all Falmouth elementary 
schools can now accommodate approximately 500 pupils. The project also 
helped solve overcrowding at Teaticket and Mullen-Hall Schools. For the 
first time in many years, adequate space is now available for all 
elementary programs and classes. No longer do we have classes in the 
hallways, on stages, or in corridors. We thank the entire community for 
support of this project and for providing the children of the town with 
excellent facilities. 


With the completion of the school building project, all elementary 
school attendance districts were adjusted. Work with parents and staff 
began in January and a series of public meetings were held. The goal 
was to make necessary changes in the least disruptive manner. 
Neighborhoods were not going to be split. Parental involvement in the 
process greatly contributed to the success and for the most part, all 
were satisfied with the results. 


Some staff members retired at the end of the school year after many 
years of dedicated service to the town. They included, Lee Davis, 
science teacher at the Lawrence; Queen Ingram, teacher at North 
Falmouth School; Lillian Emerald, cafeteria leader at the North 
Falmouth School; Isabel Rapoza, matron at Falmouth High School; 
Almiranda Roberts, cook at the Lawrence School; and Nancy Wigley, 
secretary at the Lawrence School. 


The process to review and revise report cards started in February, 
1989, with teacher and parent input. Grade level and districtwide 
committees met from March through May, surveying faculty members and 
soliciting parent reaction. These meetings developed a series of 
recommendations for changes, particularly in the 1-3 and 4-6 report 
cards. A summer writing committee developed drafts of revised report 
cards for further staff and parent reaction in early fall. 


1989-1990 was the second year in which half-day inservice release time 
was provided in the school district schedule. In 1989-90, K-4 teachers 
participated in one of six course options related to district 
curriculum development; Morse Pond teachers focused attention on 
curriculum and on team processes; Lawrence teachers used the time for 
programs on adolescent behavior and also on the first year of their 
teaming; and the Falmouth High School faculty focused energies on a 
school-based management process and the instructional priorities to be 
pursued. 


Each school in the community continues to strengthen their educational 
programs to provide the maximum benefit to students. The staff works 
hard to meet the individual needs of all students. Highlights of each 
school’s activities follow.

FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL 


The school year proved to be a very successful one. The school was 
evaluated in November by the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges and received a very favorable report. The high school earned a 
full accreditation from the Association. 


A major undertaking at the high school this year was the implementation 
of a School Based Management approach to decision-making. An elected 
group of teachers worked with the principal to plan inservice programs, 
instructional improvement strategies and developed a 
parent/teacher/student survey. 


The graduating class of 1990 fared well, as the following statistics 
reveal: 

National Merit Finalists 3 

SAT Average Verbal Score 436 

Sat Average Math Score 459 


One Falmouth High School student was named a Presidential Scholar, the 
nation’s highest academic honor. Only one male and one female are 
selected from each state across the country. Of the total 273 
graduates, 82% plan on continuing their education after high school. 


LAWRENCE SCHOOL 

After an intensive two-year study involving all staff, a structure and 
schedule to accommodate teacher/student teams was developed for 
implementation in September, 1989. This effort placed students on 
academic teams for subjects in English, mathematics, social studies, 
and science and grouped teachers in the same areas. The teaming 
approach and planning time provided for increased communication with 
parents about students, a smaller school environment for a large part 
of the school day, and a significant increase in cooperative planning 
for teaching activities. 


MORSE POND SCHOOL 

The second year of team teaching at the Morse Pond School has now been 
completed. The students, teachers, and parents are not only enthused 
about the philosophy of team teaching, but we are excited about 
refining and perfecting it to best meet the individual needs of the 
young students entrusted to us. 


Parent involvement has greatly increased over the last year. Parents 
have worked with children in classrooms, have given of their time in 
the library and computer room, have attended monthly parent/teacher 
meetings, have planned and organized activities such as the first 
annual Spaghetti Dinner, holiday and Election Day bake sales, and the 
end of the year socials for both grades. 


MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL 

In the fall, the school participated in the on-site visit by the NEASC 
School Accreditation Team which brought to a close the two year self 
study and resulted in the school being accredited by the NEASC in 
February. This was followed by increased efforts by the Mullen-Hall 
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educational community to develop a long term plan that addresses the 
issues raised by the self study primarilyregarding the physical 
facilities. 


The educational program at Mullen-Hall focused upon ongoing efforts to 
infuse into the daily classroom instruction the various aspects of the 
Renzulli Triad Model of instruction for gifted and talented children, 
which recognized the fact that all children in a classroom can benefit 
from this form of education, while leaving the door open for advanced 
work by the truly interested learner. This was accomplished through a 
variety of experiences for the children which included classroom 
speakers, field trips, presentations by visiting artists, planned 
creative and critical thinking projects, including the introduction of 
"Odyssey of the Mind" as an afterschool program, and the use of central 
themes into which the everyday curriculum was woven. The themes 
included "From Furs to Fibers," "The 100th Day," "Earth Day," and the 
highlight of the year - —-"Truck and Transportation Day." 


TEATICKET SCHOOL 

Highlighting the year for the staff and parents was the successful 
conclusion of a year of total school self study; a visit from an 
evaluation team from the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges in November, and notification of accreditation by that same 
association in May 1990. 


Receiving a state grant to foster future Community Math Nights, in all 
Falmouth schools and throughout the state; a second successful year of 
our Books and Beyond Program, and more parental involvement in school 
functions were all contribution to a meaningful year. 


EAST FALMOUTH 

The school year began with many people working very hard to prepare for 
the opening of school amidst the construction and ended with 
rededication ceremonies for the beautiful new facilities. 


We continued the popular Books and Beyond and RIF programs. Employees 
of the Bank of Boston joined us in a partnership in support of Books 
and Beyond. Very successful Family Math Nights were held for second and 
fourth graders and their parents/guardians. In addition, the All Kids 
Craft Fair, celebration of the 100th Day of School, and participation 
in the Continental Math League encouraged the development of math 
skills. 


The whole school was involved in the Nutrition Fair, visit of the 
Beachcomber trailer, and the Halloween parade. We were fortunate to 
have a volunteer involve several classes in a cross—age science program 
with students from Lawrence School. 


We successfully completed our NEASC self evaluation and continued to 
use the results as we strive to become the best school possible. 


NORTH FALMOUTH SCHOOL 


In the midst of the $3.5 million expansion project of the North 
Falmouth Elementary School, the New England Association of Schools and 
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Colleges’ visiting team spent several days during November talking with 
teachers, parents and students. Their report recommending our 
accreditation recognized the friendly and respectful atmosphere at the 
North Falmouth School. 


In February, we began moving in to new facilities. The addition of 
classrooms, a music room, an art room, a gym and an expanded library 
provides us with a wonderful school plant. 


During the 1989-1990 school year, the PTO was a tremendous support to 
our school. The new "Big Toy" on the primary playground is just one 

example of their generosity and support. They also did an outstanding 
job of bringing successful parenting programs to our school community. 


Our special thanks to the entire community for the past support and we 


look forward to the 1990’s as a time for education to be a top priority 
for all students.

OFFICIAL ENROLLMENT USED FOR OCTOBER 1 REPORT 


Barnstable County Assembly of Delegates 


The most significant feature of the Barnstable County Home Rule Charter 
as adopted by the County's voters at the State election on November 8, 
1988, is it‘s creation of the Assembly of Delegates as the first 
county legislative body in the History of Massachusetts. 


At the same election, 15 Delegates (one from each of the County's 
towns) were elected to serve for two year terms. Delegates‘ votes are 
weighted in proportion to their town's populations. 


At the Assembly‘s organizational meeting on January 3, 1989, it elected 
a Speaker (William G. Litchfield, Delegate from Chatham), a Deputy 
Speaker (Marie J. Oliva, Delegate from Bourne) and a Clerk (David B,H. 
Martin of Barnstable). 


The Assembly adopted a Manual of Governance and Procedures at a special 
meeting on January 18, 1989. At that same meeting, the Assembly 
established the following committees: an Ad Hoc Committee on an 
Administrative Code; a Standing Committee on Human Services; a Standing 
Committee on Natural Resources; and a Standing Committee on Public 
Safety, Public Works and Utilities. 


On August 16,1989, by Resolution 89-12, a Standing Committee on Finance 
was established. Among other ad hoc committees created to address 
particular work of the Assembly is one on Local Service Functions which 
has been charged to identify ways in which the County government can 
more effectively serve the towns in the County. On February 1, 1989, 
the Assembly adopted its first law, Barnstable County Ordinance 89-1, 
providing for regular meetings of the Assembly to be held at 4:00 
o‘clock P.M. on the first and third Wednesday of each month. All but 
one of the Assembly‘s meetings were held in Rooms 11 & 12 on the first 
floor of the Barnstable County Superior Courthouse. 


Most of the Assembly‘s lawmaking -- seven of the enacted County 
Ordinances related to the County‘s fiscal operations. Two authorized 
borrowing by the County in anticipation of revenues. One imposed a 
County excise tax on real-estate conveyances to raise County revenues. 
Four dealt with appropriations for the County’s operating budget for 
the fiscal year ending June 30,1990, as more fully explained below. 


As required by the County Charter, a public hearing was held on every 
proposed County ordinance after notice published in the Cape Cod Times 
and posted by each Town Clerk in the County, with copies of all such 
ordinances available from the Town Clerks as well as from the 
Assembly‘s Clerk. Proposed ordinances are "enacted" through adoption by 
the Assembly of Delegates and approval by the Board of County 
Commissioners and the County Clerk. 


The County‘s operating budget for Fiscal year 1990 as first 


appropriated in May totaled a bit more than $16 million. In October, 
because of a sharp decline in anticipated revenues, the budget had to 
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be cut by about 10% with the result that about 20 County workers were 
dismissed. Acting under State legislation designed to help counties 
meet needs of their jails, houses of correction and other public safety 
functions, with revenues from a boost in the State's deeds-excise tax, 
the Assembly in November made supplemental appropriations of more than 
$750,000 to the County's FY 1990 operating budget for those purposes. 


An ordinance with great potential significance for the County's future 
(89-6) permits the Board of County Commissioners to lease and sell 
County real estate in Pocasset, including all or part of the existing 
County Hospital, to a non-profit corporation for the purpose of a new 
special-care and rehabilitation hospital facility. The plan for the new 
facility was developed through consulting arrangements, for which the 
Assembly appropriated funds, between the County Commissioners and the 
Spaulding Rehabilitation Hospital in Boston. 


The Assembly in 1989 adopted a total of 19 resolutions Eight were 
designed to influence the conduct of the State government. Six 
contained expressions of the Assembly‘s views to the County's six 
member delegation to the General Court so as to affect the content of 
proposed State legislation. Two of these were designed to support 
enactment of a bill to create a Cape Cod Commission as a regional, 
land-use planning and regulatory agency for the County and to assure 
that the proposed agency would be fully integrated into the County 
government as 

established by the Barnstable County Home Rule Charter. Two advocated 
desired changes in State law regarding the State‘s deeds-excise tax. 


One Assembly resolution aimed to affect the content of regulations 
proposed by the Massachusetts Department of Food and Agriculture 
relative to vegetation management in public utility rights of way. 
Another called for improvement of the safety of the single barrel 
portion of Route 6 running from Dennis to Eastham. Six Assembly 
resolutions dealt with operations of the Assembly itself; four related 
to County-government operations; and two expressed Assembly sentiments 
on other matters of general public interest. 


At its last meeting of the year, on December 20, 1989, the Assembly 
voted that the County should not exercise its option under State law to 
transfer to the Commonwealth the County's two District Courthouses (in 
Orleans and Barnstable Village, respectively) as a means of reducing 
the County's fiscal burdens arising from its providing and maintaining 
facilities for Commonwealth's judicial branch of government. The 
Assembly decided it would be preferable for the County to retain these 
courthouses and find ways to assure that their full operating and 
capital costs will be borne by the Commonwealth as required by State 
law.

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AFFIRMATIVE ACTION OFFICE 


Fiscal 1990 was again a challenging year where the diligent work 
towards reaching parity was successful. For the second straight year 
we have reached and surpassed the 6% parity goal. Our present figure 
remained above 8%. 


The Affirmative Action Committee’s first Certificate of Merit Award was 
presented to Thomas Forcella, principal of Falmouth HighSchool, and 
George Spivey, Director of Alternative Education. The award is 
presented in appreciation and admiration for standing up for the rights 
of their fellow citizens. 


The Affirmative Action Officer presented seminars at the Carriage 
House, in schools, and also presented a seminar on sexual harrassment 
to our firefighters. 


The Fair Housing Committee was awarded $4,000.00 from the Amvets 
Sinking Fund Bond to educate citizens on all housing issues. Articles 
on fair housing appeared monthly in the Falmouth Enterprise, and radio 
spots on fair housing were announced on WFAL. 


The office handled over 20 housing complaints/inquires in this past 
fiscal year. Fair Housing Committee members visited several real 
estate agencies to ensure M.C.A.D. Fair Housing Law Posters were 
prominently displayed. 


Carlo Pena Sr. the Contract Compliance Officer continued to assist the 
Affirmitive Action Officer in monitoring the Towns construction 
projects. The two major projects of this fiscal year were the 
improvements to the Falmouth Inner Harbor, and the John Parker Road 
Project. The monitoring consists of assuring that all contractors 
submit weekly and quarterly reports indicating what percentage of thier 
workforce are minorities and women, and how many of them are in skilled 
positions. 


SUBSTANCE ABUSE COMMISSION 


With the support of donations and in-kind services to supplement 
the Commission’s level-—funded budget of $10,000, the following 
activities were initiated by Commission members to help reduce the 
alcohol misuse and other drug abuse among our youth and adult citizens: 
Promotion of a Tenants’ Assistance Program for the elderly and disabled 
residents in the Falmouth Housing Authority units; Promotion of a new 
broad based Employee Assistance Program for town employees including 
our teachers; In-Service Training and Planning session for the Falmouth 
Clergy Association and for the Volunteers in Public Schools. 


The Substance Abuse Commissioners also sponsored "Parenting with 
Humor" presented by Loretta LaRoach to a packed Morse Pond School 
parents’ audience; "The Nature of Co-dependency" by Karen Cassidy to 
sixty high school parents and "The Emergency Adolescents of the '90’s" 
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presented by Creative Drug Education, Inc. to one hundred Falmouth 
parents. In conjunction with the latter program, a pre-prom assembly 
was also presented to our high school students. A special anti-drug 
slogan poster contest for students was sponsored jointly by the 
Commission and the Falmouth Artist Guild; seventeen students were 
awarded prizes for their creativity in promoting a no drug message to 
their peers. 


The Commission also purchased pertinent books for the Parents’ 
Resource Room an the High School and updated and republished two 
pamphlets: "You Don’t Have to Face Alcohol and Other Drug Problem 
Alone" and the perspective for parents on teenage parting called " The 
Party Alert". 


New members were appointed by the Selectmen to fill unexpired or 
new terms of the Commission. A training session conducted by Corrine 
DeRosa of Gosnold was held in January at the Swope Building on the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic’s Quissett campus. Members renewed their 
commitment to the work of the Commission and set their objectives for 
the ensuing year. 


The Commission continued its support of the growing effort for 
communities to collaborate on a regional alcohol and other drug 
reduction plan by designating a member to be the liaison to the Cape 
and Islands Partnership to Reduce Substance Abuse. 


The Commission concluded the fiscal year by joining with the Cape 
Cod Aids Council and the Falmouth Housing Trust to present a 
fundraising folk concert. Judy Laster volunteered her time and effort 
to coordinated the Cape Cod Cares Concert which featured Arlo Guthrie 
and David Bromberg at the Falmouth Community Center. Over twelve 
hundred people supported this project. 


In concluding my three year term on the Commission and as the 
out-going chairman, I do wish to thank all the former and current 
Commission members who were so supportive of and dedicated to achieving 
a reduction of substance abuse in our town. Along with other efforts, 
I hope ours has enhanced the quality of life in Falmouth and that the 
Town Officials and the citizens will continue their support of the 
Commission’s task.

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ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


By statute, the Board of Appeals is empowered to do the following: 

1.Hear and decide appeals from orders or decisions of the 
Building Commissioner or any other administrative official; 

2.Hear and decide applications for special permits under the 
zoning by-law; and 

3.Hear and decide petitions for variances. 
In the first type of case, the Board of Appeals acts as a 
quasi-judicial body and determines whether the decision or order of the 
administrative official is legally correct. In the case of an 
application for a special permit, a limited amount of discretion may be 
exercised by the Board with standards set in the by-law or judicial 
decisions. In the case of a petition for a variance, the authority of 
the Board of Appeals is limited to cases where the Board finds that 
Owing to circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape, or 
topography of the land or structures and especially affecting such land 
or structures but not affecting generally the zoning district in which 
it is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the by-law 
would involve substantial hardship, and that desirable relief may be 
granted without substantial detriment to the public good and without 
nullifying or substantial detriment to the public good and without 
nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of 
the by-law. 


During the fiscal year of 1990, the Board of Appeals met forty times 
and had a total of 94 cases. Of the 94 cases, 64 were special permit 
requests, 12 were variance requests, and 18 were appeals from decisions 
or orders of the Building Commissioner. The Board had one case under 
Chapter 40B, a Comprehensive Permit from Falmouth Housing Trust, Inc. 
which the Board granted permission to construct a total of 24 
affordable housing units. There was a tremendous amount of support 
throughout the community for this project. 


The Board of Appeals would like to express its appreciation to Frank K. 
Duffy, Town Counsel, for his advice to the Board of Appeals on its many 
complex cases. Five of the 94 decisions made by the Board of Appeals 
were appealed to Superior Court and three of the decisions were 
appealed to Land Court. The Board would also like to thank the many 
Town Boards, Agents, and Departments for their continued advice and 
input. 


John P. Taylor, after being reappointed for another three year term, 
was elected Chairman of the Board. Robert Sayers was elected 
Vice-Chairman and Chairman for the past two years Martin Cohen was 
elected clerk. Priscilla Roslansky was appointed as an alternate member 
after Victoria Lowell resigned due to demands of her position as County 
Commissioner and her recent appointment to the Cape Cod Commission. We 
would like to commend regular members Martin Cohen and Robert Sayers 
for their outstanding attendance and continued dedication to the Board 
of Appeals. We would also like to thank alternate Board Members 
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Herbert Tokla.(also with an exceptional attendance record ), Diane 
Thompson, Victoria Lowell, and Robert Pena for time and dedication to 
the Board.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Health Department performed inspections of all year-round, 
seasonal and temporary food service establishments, including mobile 
food vendors and the concessions at the Barnstable County Fair. The 
Barnstable County Health and Environmental Department provided the 
services of one part-time inspector to the Health Department during the 
summer season. This assistance was provided in addition to the usual 
technical assistance given by the County throughout the year. 


The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the 
control of communicable diseases. These biological materials are 
supplied to the Town by the State Department of Public Health at no 
cost and are dispensed, on request, to local physicians, the Falmouth 
Hospital, the Falmouth School Department nursing staff and the nursing 
services under contract to the Board of Health. 


The State provided 100% of the vaccine required at the 1989 
flu clinic conducted for the Town by the Visiting Nursing Association. 
A total of 1,437 immunizations were administered at the clinics in 
1988. The Health Department has budgeted additional funds for the 
purchase of vaccines and syringes to complement the State allotment in 
the event of a shortfall.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS & MEASURES 


In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth, testing and 
sealing of weighing and measuring devices were conducted in the Town of 
Falmouth. The State’s Division of Standards provided assistance and 
equipment for the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck 
meters. 


A total of 507 weighing and measuring devices were tested for 
accuracy and condition. Those devices that met the prescribed 
standards were sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some were 
condemned. 


The sum of $4,965. was collected in fees as of June 30, 1990 
and deposited with the Town Treasurer. 


The State prohibits the sale of advertising of wood by the 
cord. Wood will be advertised and sold by the cubic foot, also a bill 
of sale must be presented to the consurmer by the seller with the 
buyer’s name and address, plus amount of wood in cubic feet and total 
price. For the comsumer’s protection when wood is delivered we suggest 
measuring the wood before it is accepted and paid for.

QUAHAUG TRANSPLANT 


From August 9th through September 13th, 1989, 1,000 bushels of 
quahaugs were purchased from New Bedford Harbor and relayed into a 
section of Bourne’s Pond for propagation and natural depuration. From 
June 18th through August 20th, 1990, 1,500 bushels of quahaugs were 
purchased from New Bedford Harbor and 1,000 bushels were relayed into a 
section of green Pond and 500 bushels were relayed into a section of 
Great Pond for propagation and natural depuration. 


OYSTER TRANSPLANT 


From June 26th through July 5th, 1990, 301 bushels of oysters 
were dug from the Agawan River in Wareham and relayed into a section of 
Bourne’s Pond for propagation and natural depuration. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 


Assistance and attention were given to our herring’ runs 
throughout the Town. The restoration of a section of the Coonamessett 
River herring run was completed by clearing and had digging by me in 
order for the herring to pass freely. We had a good run of fish 
returning to spawn this year. 


Wetland projects ere reviewed by me in order to protect our 
resources and to try to minimize adverse effects on the marine fisheries 
and land containing shellfish. 


On April 3rd, 1989, the Massachusetts Division of Marine 
Fisheries requested information and assistance to do a_ shellfish 


Sanitary shoreline survey in the Town of Falmouth. The project is 
currently being carried out in order to have our shellfish growing areas 
classified "Approved". Along with the approved areas came the 


unapproved areas listed by the Division of Marine Fisheries which area 
as follows: section of Moonakis River, section of Green Pond, Little 
Pond, Salt and Oyster Ponds, section of Quissett Harbor, the 
Sippewissett marshes, the Herring River, Fiddler’s Cove, Rand’s Canal, 
and also a section of West Falmouth Harbor. All of the above areas 
remain closed until further notice due to unacceptable water quality. 
In September 1989, I received a letter from the Secretary of 
Environmental Affairs, John DeVillars, thanking me and Ann Gibbons, from 
our Health Department, for our efforts and assistance in surveying and 
monitoring the shellfish areas. I will continue to work with the 
Division of Marine Fisheries monitoring these areas and they will 
determine when they can be reopened. 


I wish to thank the Falmouth Department of Natural Resources and 
the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for the undertanding and 
cooperation with the emergency shellfish closure during part of 1989 and 
1990.

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BEACH COMMITTEE 


The 1989 summer season will undeniably be remembered for its 
continuous warm breezes and endless sunny days. The gorgeous weather 
was greeted by the Beach Committee and its employees with great 
enthusiasm which shone through in all of their works.

The 1989 Summer Season also saw the end of a "two year" sticker. 
In the course of two (2) seasons, our staff issued over 20,000 
resident/taxpayer stickers. This is yet another sign of the increasing 
population of our town and the ever-growing need for plentiful parking, 
clean facilities and safe and enthralling beaches. 


1989 marked the first year ever the Beach Committee opened up a 
portion of a public beach to boardsailing. Chapoquoit Beach was chosen 
as the designated "boardsailing beach". 


Once again the Falmouth Beach Committee opened up the beaches to 
special events. In May, a boardsailing event was held at Old Silver 
Beach. In August, a volleyball tournament was held at the Heights 
Beach. 


Annual Swim Meet was held at the Massachusetts Academy pool and 
was once again a great success. The event was held before a standing 
room only crowd of anxiety ridden youths, proud and beaming parents, and 
excited teachers and friends. As always, each beach was well 
represented by team members, but of course, only one team could be the 
champions. This years winners were from Falmouth Heights Beach and MBL 
Beach. 


In closing, I would like to take the opportunity to thank a number 
of individuals and departments that have provided us with an incredible 
amount of assistance and guidance. Our thanks to the Finance Committee 
for their understanding, the Board of Selectmen for their continued 
cooperation, the Department of Public Works for their patience and 
technical input, the Conservation Commission with whom we share beaches, 
and to our entire staff who have worked countless hours to assure that 
each visitor had the opportunity to enjoy themselves on our beaches.

HAZARDOUS MATERIALS COORDINATOR 


The Coordinator presented a set of Toxic and Hazardous Materials 
Regulations for acceptance by the Board of Health. As a result of the 
requirements set down for storage, special hearings were held for 
vendors of motor oil to explain the town’s requirements and to point 
out vendor’s responsibilities under state law for the takeback of 
used oil. A significant portion of the Coordinator’s time has been 
spent in enforcing these regulations, particularly as they pertain to 
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oil vendors. 


In addition the Coordinator has served as an advisor to various 
town departments (DPW, School, for example) with regard to storage 
and/or handling of hazardous materials. She served in a similar 
Capacity for the MBL who has graciously cooperated on several occasions 
to dispose of small amounts of discarded chemicals from the high school 
laboratories. 


As an ex-officio member of the Solid Waste Advisory Committee and a 
member of its Hazardous Materials subcommittee, she provided background 
information and recommendations for future town action with regard to 
facilities for disposal of household hazardous waste. Hundreds of phone 
calls from town citizens concerned with disposal of waste reflect the 
growing concern to protect the Town’s fragile aquifer from further 
pollution. The vast majority of these calls involved paint and paint 
solvents or used motor oil. Article 112 of the April town meeting 
warrant was a request for funds to conduct one or more household 
hazardous waste collections. While the article was approved 
unanimously by Town Meeting members, it was included in the override 
which failed to pass. A Household Hazardous Waste survey sheet was 
distributed at town meeting and sent home through the elementary 
schools to assist households in determining what they have stored and 
how some of the hazardous materials might be recycled safely. These 
ssurveys continue to be available at Town Hall. Nearly 5000 have been 
given out to date. 


The Coordinator has also cooperated with the Fire, Health and Natural 
Resources Departments in responding to hazardous materials spills and 
ank removals. In addition she has made presentations to schools and 
outside organizations explaining the nature of hazardous chemicals. 

She has also participated in a variety of workshops related to spill 
response, household hazardous materials and toxic waste management. 
The fund voted in the 1989 April town meeting has been used for 
reimbursement of car and home phone use, conference expense, setting up 
office paper recycling in Town Hall, printing of the household waste 
survey and the purchase of computer programs to provide Material Safety 
Data Sheets for the chemicals stored at the Junior High and High 
Schools.

EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 


Emergency Preparedness is the updated name for Civil Defense, 
reflecting the change in focus of the organization from the limited 
wartime purposes to presently responding to all emergencies including 
natural disasters. The organization depends entirely on volunteers who 
participate in planning for evacuation, sheltering and other activities 
necessary to protect the populace during an emergency. 


In addition, a van that can serve as a moveable communications 


center and canteen has been used to provide assistance at the Falmouth 
Road Race and the merchants’ Christmas parade, as well as at Memorial 
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Day and Veterans’ Day exercises. This van also provides hot drinks and 
food to firemen during local and mutual aid fires, thanks to members, 
George Hinckley and Wayne Dudley. Food for this purpose is provided 
by the Salvation Army, paid for by funds from public contributions. 


A necessary component of the membership is FARA which stands for 
Falmouth Amateur Radio Association. Without the cooperation and 
dedication of this group there would not be an effective emergency 
response possible. Many FARA members are also members of the Emergency 
Preparedness organization. 


The organization was without a director from April to November, 
1990, when the present director was appointed. Her priorities for the 
remainder of the year were: 
(1) to update the equipment inventory and replace worn out 
equipment that must be available for emergency response 
(2) Correct safety problems related to propane use in the van. 
(3) Bring the Comprehensive Emergency Management Plan 
up-to-date 
(4) Provide a variety of management training opportunities 
(5) Actively recruit new members in view of the expanded role of 
the organization 
(6) Bring about closer cooperation between the local Emergency 
Preparedness organization and the Cape chapter of the 
American Red Cross. 


Emergency Preparedness members have participated in a variety of 
workshops related to shelter management, hurricane response and haz—mat 
spill response. Fortunately, despite a scare related to Hurrican Hugo, 
there have been no emergencies for which the organization needed to 
respond in this fiscal year and hence no need to open shelters as has 
occurred in past years.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


During the period of this report, the Council of Aging has provided 
programs and services to a significant number of Falmouth Senior 
Citizens. 20,001 persons took part in Center activities. 5,372 
persons were provided free transportation by the Council on Aging 
Mini-Bus Service. 301 persons were issued Senior Citizen 
Identification cards, and 27,000 copies of the Council newsletter were 
mailed to the approximately 4,500 individuals registered at the Center. 


The 1990 census figures indicate that 7,279 Falmouth residents were 
670 years or older. This represents 26% of the total population of 
Falmouth. 


The Council on Aging Out Reach worker has continued to contact 
Senior residents through door to door visitations and telephone 
interviews. 1,253 individuals were contacted during this period. 144 
individuals were referred to other agencies for follow up services and 
208 home visits were conducted. This program is made possible by a 
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grant in the amount of $10,519 received from the Executive Office of 
Elder Affairs which is used to conduct a Support Group program for 
isolated and homebound individuals 


The Council of Aging is coordination with other agencies provides 
the following services and programs at the Senior Center which has been 
established as the focal point in the community for these services: 
Health Screening and Blood Pressure Monitoring; Medicare, Medex Blue 
Cross Blue Shield, Legal and Financial Counseling; Certified Health 
Benefits Counseling (SHINE PROGRAM) and assistance with health 
insurance claims forms; Income Tax assistance, tax seminars; Meals on 
Wheels, Friendly Visitors, Arts & Crafts, Annual Picnic, monthly 
parties, exercise classes, walking groups, social events, Bazaars and 
White Elephant Sales, Fuel Assistance, Mini Bus Service, 
Intergenerational Spelling Bees, tours and trips, volunteer 
opportunities, and Out Reach. The Council also participates in the RSVP 
program, the Elder Service Corp, and the Senior Aide program. 


A volunteer recognition ceremony acknowledging the dedicated 
volunteer service of 85 individuals was held. Each received a letter 
of appreciation from our State Representatives and the Board of 
Selectmen. The monetary value of their volunteer hours amounted to 
diet fs 


In addition, the Council received donations totaling $4,020 for the 
Mini-Bus Fund and $642. for the Postage Fund. These funds, deposited 
with the Town Treasurer, will help defray the cost of the programs for 
which they were designated. 


The Council wishes to express its appreciation to the many 
individuals for their monetary contributions and also the many who 
devote their time and talent in support of the Council’s objective. 
This volunteer effort represents a substantial savings to the taxpayers 
of Falmouth. The Council also wishes to express its appreciation to 
the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee for their support and 
leadership during the past year. 


STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


This is my final report as the Falmouth member of Woods Hole, 
Martha’s Vineyard and Nantucket Steamship Authority. 


It has been my privilege to serve people of Falmouth who have been 
friends and neighbors since the exhilarating days when John F. Kennedy 
was our President. 


We share a tiny corner of Massachusetts and [art of the world that 
has changed so vastly since the years of the early 60’s. It should be 
no surprise that Falmouth is caught up in change. 


I am most proud of two facts: 
First, that since my first year in office there has not been a 
tax assessment on Falmouth homeowners and businesses as a result of 
Steamship Authority operations. 
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Second, that once again the Members have re-established a 
community of neighbors uniting Falmouth, Martha’s Vineyard and 
Nantucket and -—-someday—-the Town of Barnstable. Politically speaking, 
economically speaking, environmentally speaking, our communities have 
strength only through this unity. 


The taxpayers of Falmouth, because of hard work by many loyal 
employees and by prudent policy decisions and a dedicated management, 
have not had to pay a thin dime to subsidize the operation of the 
Steamship Authority since 1962. 


Check out what is paid by the communities served by the MBTA. 
Check out the years of ever-lasting State budgets and State taxes and 
compare that at no time has the Steamship been an element in the tax 
burden. 


It is one of Falmouth’s major assets contributing to Falmouth 
employment and local businesses. Factor in the value of tourism and 
the benefits to Falmouth and to working men’s families make for a 
better life. 


This year is no exception and despite a miserable State and 
national economy 1990 will pass without a tex assessment.

Falmouth Recycling Committee 


This has been a year of promise - new companies have been getting 
into recycling, and older companies are looking for business. The 
Falmouth Solid Waste Advisory Committee and Barnstable County Recycling 
Advisory Committee - on both of which we are represented - are working 
to make recycling a stronger option in the future. 


A number of factors have contributed to increased interest in 
recycling in Falmouth. This has lead to a nearly 60% increase in the 
amount of glass recycled. A stronger market has meant an increase of 
853 in the income from glass. Aluminum was stockpiled at the usual 
rate. For the first time in several years, the Recycling Committee had 
a net income : $731.59. 


An exciting development this year has been inception of office 
paper recycling. The Recycling Committee sponsored a meeting in Woods 
Hole which introduced representatives of the scientific institutions and 
several businesses to the concept and to the head of a paper recycling 
company. Only a small amount of this paper is actually being handled by 
the Committee (2.75 tons this year), because the recycling company 
collects directly from the participants on a regular schedule. Large 
amounts of paper are being diverted from the waste stream - over a ton a 
month by the Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution alone. 


Another example of greater community involvement has been the 
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third monthly depot, set up by Falmouth Academy. This has been a 
service to the people in downtown Falmouth and has been a catalyst for 
getting Academy families more involved in recycling.

DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


From July 1, 1989 to July 1, 1990 the Department of Natural 
Resources responded to approximately eight hundred complaints concerning 


violations of environmental low. Partially in response to these 
complaints fifteen court cases were initiated and twenty-five citations 
were issued. Of the fifteen court cases, twelve resulted in 


convictions. In addition to this the Department made 1,380 field 
inspections of hunters, 1,559 field inspections of shellfishermen, and 
1,078 field inspections of fishermen. The Department of Natural 
Resources has also continued with its propagation program. In FY 90 
four one acre plots were planted with feed plants for wildlife, as will 
as a one and a half strip of powerline. Also, two more osprey nest were 
erected along Falmouth’s coast. 


The latter part of FY 90 was an eventful period of time for our 
Animal Control Division. Thanks to the civic minded efforts of Marylyn 
McKinstry, Madeline McKenna and Edith Rose, a volunteer organization was 
set up to assist at the Falmouth Dog Pound. Many other hard working 
people have since joined them and due to their collective enterprise the 
Friends of the Falmouth Pound was formed. The Friends of the Falmouth 
Pound have helped us immeasurably in the placement of abandoned dogs, in 
addition their work at the pound has radically improved the living 
conditions of the confined dogs. Prior to their involvement twenty-one 
dogs had to be put down. Since the Friends of the Falmouth Pound has 
come into existence there has been no need for euthanasia. 


FALMOUTH FINANCE COMMITTEE 


During Fiscal Year 1990, the Finance Committee was faced with an awesome 
task of making recommendations to the Town Meeting on all questions and 
the budget for Fiscal year 1991. 


The Selectmen, the Clerk/Treasurer, the Town Accountant and the Finance 
Committee were in agreement that a conservative figure had to be used in 
calculating the estimated State Aid for the next fiscal year given the 
uncertainty of the financial condition of the state. The final figure of 
2.2 million dollars was the lowest figure possible to balance the 
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proposed budget. It must be noted, however, that no_ contract 
negotiations were included in the budget. There are 13 union contracts 
that have not be settled as this report is written. 


The budget process was a long and difficult one for the Finance 
Committee with requests in the amount of $46,246,745. and available 
funds in the amount of $43,943,561. Most budgets were cut back to less 
than the Fiscal Year 1989 levels. Department administrators were asked 
to make impossible cuts in the budget process and it was only with their 
full cooperation that the budget was balanced. Many items were left 
unfunded and the Finance Committee is not unmindful of the burden placed 
on many departments. It is our intention to restore monies to these 
budgets when possible. 


All reclassification articles were approved by the Finance Committee. 
There has been no direction from the Selectmen to cut services by the 
Town and the responsibilities of the employees continue to increase. 

No new positions have been approved at this time. 


In accordance with the 1989 Annual Town Meeting resolution, an override 
ballot question was developed by a joint effort of the Capital Program 
Committee, the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee. The items 
included for consideration in the override were deemed to be beneficial 
to the entire Town. The override would have made possible capital 
outlay and major maintenance expenditures. The replacement of equipment 
and the maintenance of our buildings are necessary even during this 
current crisis to prevent complete deterioration. All capital outlay 
items were replacement items and did not necessitate additional 
personnel. It was believed by the committees that the passage of this 
override was absolutely necessary for the operation of the Town in the 
coming fiscal year. This override was defeated in the Town election. 


One goal of the Finance Committee was to prepare a budget that did not 
necessitate any layoffs and this was accomplished. However, budget cuts 
can no longer be made without the loss of personnel and the possibility 
of a wage and hiring freeze must be considered at sometime. The 
potential impact on the Town’ budget for Unemployment Compensation must 
also be considered. 


It is with deep concern that we face the next year. The Finance 
Committee is in the unenviable position of being very cautious in 
expending any funds until the tax roll back question is decided by 
referendum vote in the November election. 


The Charter was passed in the May Town election and the Finance 
Committee is ready to cooperate to insure a smooth transition. 


I wish to convey my personal thanks to each Finance Committee member for 
the long hours, patience and perserverance through this most difficult 
of years.

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FALMOUTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 
TRUSTEES’ REPORT 


The first waves of budget cutbacks and consequent personnel 
shortages were most visible with the Saturday afternoon closings 
in the summer of 1989. Next were the daily partial closings 
starting in January 1990 in order to accomplish necessary 
preparations for automation. As we enter the next fiscal year, 
the picture is even more grim: a 34% reduction in hours at the 
main library, hours trimmed at the branches, a fourth-year 
level-—funded regional library budget with an anticipated 4.7% 
further cut. Cooperative efforts of all types have been explored 
and implemented to provide services. Even so, basic repairs, 
equipment replacements and adequate staffing are a priority. The 
library can no longer absorb an increasing clientele without 
further staffing. 


The trustees continued to fund tickets to museums in Boston 
and to Heritage Plantation, children’s programs and hospitality, 
and awards of excellence to eight area graduating seniors. 


An advisory committee was formed for selection and acquisition 
of sculpture to be incorporated into the long-range plan of the 
Reading/Sculpture garden at the Main library.

WOODS HOLE LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library was involved with a major reconstruction 
program during 1989-90. In the fall of 1989 the J.K. Scanlan Co. of 
West Bridgewater was hired to carry out the project. The architect 
chosen was Gordon Tully of Tully & Ingersoll, Architects. The library 
was completely vacated in October, with a portion of the library’s 
collection of books and materials moving to the second floor of the 
Woods Hole School for the winter. Library programs of all kinds were 
conducted from the school, including service to children’s groups at 
Headstart and Woods Hole Child Center. Delivery services to the 
homebound continued and a film program was held at the old firehouse. 


The reconstruction of the library building, including a new 
addition, continued through the spring, and the building was ready to 
move back into in June. The moves out of and into the building were 
done with volunteers from the community and with help from the Woods 
Hole scientific institutions, which also provided storage for books and 
furniture during the winter. 
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The cost to the building project, which was’ approximately 
$600,000, was raised through donations from many individuals in the 
community and grants from private foundations. 


Circulation of books and materials was 14,007 items, a decrease 
because of being in a different location. Books added to the 
collection totaled 758. Of these new acquisitions 498 were purchased 
with library funds, and 269 were gifts or purchased with gift money. 


The library had three benefit chamber music concerts which were 
held at the home of Frederick and Marguerite Smith. The annual spring 
plant sale was held on the Bradley House Museum lawn. Book sales were 
held at the library in the summer and fall and the Bradley House in the 
spring. 


By late June the library had unpacked all of its books, and was 
ready to reopen its doors to the public on July 2.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During the period June 1989-1990, the circulation of books at the 
West Falmouth Library totaled 9310, an increase of 818 over last year. 
During the year 458 volumes were added and 283 were withdrawn. 110 
books were added to the juvenile collection. 14 travel videos along 
with travel magazines and books were purchased through a generous 
donation to the library. 


At the present time there are 412 registered members of the library 
and the library is opened 21 hours a week throughout the year. 


The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award which is 
administered by the library was presented to John McGuire who is 
attending Yale University. 


The library continues to be a center of activity for the West 
Falmouth community. There is a story/craft hour for young children, a 
book discussion group that meets once a month and a weekly bridge 
group. In addition, the library also sponsors a speaker’s program, 
the Annual Art Show, the Annual Book Sale and the Holiday house tour. 
The West Falmouth Pre-School continues to use the downstairs 
classroom. 


In April, Shirley Harrison retired after many years as the 
Librarian of the West Falmouth Library. Her former assistant, Ann 
Ellis, is the new Librarian. Roseleen Egan is now the Assistant 
Librarian. 


The dedication of our volunteers, the Trustees and the Librarians 
help to make the Library a very important part of the West Falmouth 
community.

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HUMAN SERVICES 


INFORMATION AND REFERRAL 1753 requests for services were taken by the 
department. 


COUNSELING 171 households received counseling and casework services: 
97 new clients; 16 re-opened cases; 41 cases carried over from FY’89; 
and 17 group support. 


FRIENDLY VISITORS 65 elderly/disabled visited weekly by same number 
of volunteers. For the third year a grant of $7000 obtained from 
Elder Services of Cape Cod, funded the program director position. 


FEDERAL SURPLUS FOODS An average 296 households received dairy and 
grain products quarterly. Commodities were valued at $7000. 


EARLY CHILDBEARING PROGRAM 83 Falmouth residents served in this 
program for pregnant and parenting teens co-sponsored by Healthcare of 
Southeastern Massachusetts, Inc. Mary Gwynn, M.A., was hired as social 
worker to replace Mary Lou Holland, M.A. 


AFFORDABLE HOUSING The department administered a $30,000 state grant 
for the local housing partnership, the Falmouth Housing Trust (FHT). 
A $10,000 anonymous donation to establish a revolving loan fund to 
assist first time homebuyers with downpayments was received from a 
Falmouth resident. $74,000 was appropriated in an Article at Annual 
Town Meeting for scattered site acquisitions, the loan fund, and 
staffing. 


COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION "Preventing Teen Pregnancy in Falmouth", 
"Community Opportunities for the Deaf", "Volunteer Fair","State Human 
Services Cuts", and the "Long Term Care Forum", were open community 
meetings sponsored by the department. 


CONTRACTS Nine non-profit agencies provided over 6000 hours of 
service to Falmouth residents: INDEPENDENCE HOUSE(battered women’s 
programs); HOUSING ASSISTANCE CORPORATION (family shelter); NAUSET 
WORKSHOP (work training for disabled); CAPE COD COUNCIL ON ALCOHOLISM, 
INC.(substance abuse); THE THORNE CLINIC INC. (family services); 
CENTER FOR INDIVIDUAL AND FAMILY SERVICES, INC. (substance abuse 
counseling); CAPE COD CHILD DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM, INC. (day care and 
Head Start); LEGAL SERVICES OF CAPE COD & ISLANDS, INC. (Elder Law 
Project); CAPE & ISLANDS SELF-RELIANCE CORP.(energy and food 
self-sufficiency). All contractor service reports are on file at the 
department’s offices. 


ADMINISTRATION/BUDGET The members of the Human Services Committee 
were reappointed by the Town Moderator. Mr. Paul Olenick and Ms. 
Jeanne Goldman were re-elected Chairperson and Vice Chairperson. 
Grant applications to the Massachusetts Small Cities Program (federal 
funds) for a multi-agency human services center and a housing 
authority social worker were unsuccessful. An afternoon secretary 
funded by the Elder Services Senior Aide program was unable to be 
filled due to the low salary. Annual Town Meeting approved a budget 
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for FY1991 for. $216,649.P 

PERSONNEL Nancy Gregorio, North Falmouth and Ann McNaughton, 
Centerville, served the department as social work interns from the 
Boston University School of Social Work and the Salem State College 
School of Social Work this past year. 


OTHER Level town funding, reduced state and federal resources,and an 
economy in decline will mean some reduction in services for the coming 
year. The Human Services Committee and department staff are committed 
to readjusting resources to provide services to those with the 
greatest need. The Committee and staff continue to appreciate the 
support that has been provided by residents of Falmouth and their 
elected town meeting representatives.

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


The Falmouth Bikeways Committee has been very active in 1990 with a 
variety of projects. Our primary goal has been to extend the Shining 
Sea Bikeway from Lust Street to Old Palmer Avenue. Much work has been 
done to solve the engineering, land acquisition, and financing 
problems with the extension project. Hopefully, a formal proposal for 
the extension will be ready for 1991 Annual Town Meeting. 


The Bikeway Committee established and posted Rules and Regulations 
for use of the Shining Sea Bikepath. The rules were needed to inform 
all users of how to safely use the bikepath without endangering other 
users. 


Bike Route signs have been put upon all the established Bike Routes 
in the Town in 1990. The Committee has also researched and 
established additional Bike Routes across Northern Falmouth, through 
Falmouth Center, to Mashpee, and another route to Woods Hole. Signs 
will be erected on these routes when money becomes available in the 
Sign budget. The Bike Routes have been established for experienced 
riders who know how to ride with traffic. The Shinng Sea Bikepath is 
the recreational path suitable for use by children and less 
experienced riders. 


The Committee worked with the Steamship Authority, who holds a 
lease with the Town for parking at Woods Hole to ensure the bikepath 
through the parking lot had appropriate speed limits, signs, and 
traffic markings for safe use by bicycles, pedestrians and cars. The 
Steamship Authority was very cooperative and they assisted us greatly. 


1990 Annual Town Meeting increased the number of members on the 
Committee from 7 to 9. One standing member of the Committee will be 
the Police Department Safety Officer. 


In 1990, the Shining Sea Bikepath bridge over Fay Road deteriorated 


to the point that it was a safety hazard, and the DPW immediately made 
a major repair. The Committee, with the assistance of the High School 
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National Honor Society, conducted a Spring cleanup of the Bikepath. 
The Falmouth Girl Scouts have adopted the Bikepath as a cleanup 
project, and they pick up trash along the bikepath throughout the 
year. The volunteer work of the Honor Society and Girl Scouts is much 
appreciated.

SOLID WASTE ADVIORY COMMITTEE 


The Solid Waste Advisory Committee appointed by the 1989 Annual 
Town Meeting presented a written report to the Annual Town Meeting in 
1990, which described the current operation and costs of solid waste 
disposal in Falmouth, including operation of the Otis Transfer 
Station, curbside collection, Disposal Area, handling of hazardous 
household waste and recycling and presented estimated costs for 
capping the present landfill site and opening a new facility. 


The Committee recommended that all operations pertaining to solid 
waste from curbside collection to disposal or recycling be under one 
management within the Department of Public Works: that a new division 
of solid waste be created within the Department of Public Works, and 
that a solid waste manager be hired to run it. A job description is 
being written and will be submitted to the Personnel Board. 


The Committee continues to monitor solid waste developments in 
Falmouth pending the establishment and staffing of the recommended 
solid waste division.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority was formed in 1948 to support local 
affordable housing initiatives to assist in providing needed rental 
housing opportunities with the support of the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of Communities 
and Development (EOCD). The policy of the Falmouth Housing Authority is 
to operate a low rent Elderly and Family Housing, to determine and 
establish eligibility and rent requirements and to provide decent, safe 
and sanitary housing. To accomplish this task, the Authority employs 16 
personnel (13 permanent and 3 temporary). 


The Board of Commissioners consist of five members, one appointed 
by the Governor and four elected. They are required by law to make 
policy decisions on current and future programs, to determine how they 
are to be administered and to obtain and protect monies needed to keep 
them operating. The Authority is a public corporation on which 
commissioners serve as governing directors.

On June 15, 1988 Ms. Amy Anthony, Secretary of the Executive Office 
of Communities and Development informed the Housing Authority that a 
planning grant was authorized to identify 12 condominiums or sites for 
at least 12 units of family housing under Chapter 705 Program and 30 
elderly units under Chapter 667 Program and an 8-person residence for 
the mentally ill under the Chapter689 Program. On August 7, 1989 due to 
a shortage of Public Housing production funds, the Chapter 667 and 
Chapter 705 grants were temporarily suspended until funds become 
available. The Chapter 689 has received EOCD approval of architectural 
designs and will go to bid for a general contractor on or about March 
1991. 


Twenty-five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by the 
Authority for family housing. All homes are occupied. Rental payments 
are 17% of gross income after deductions. 


The Authority is authorized to subsidize 552 private dwellings for 
very low income families in Falmouth; 265 are state funded; 287 
federally funded. Dwellings must meet the State Sanitary Code 
requirements and the monthly rental must be within the established fair 
market rent. 


Families are responsible for locating the dwelling and leases are 
executed between the family and owner. The family’s rental contribution 
is 25% of net income for state subsidized dwellings after deductions and 
30% of gross income for federally subsidized units. The Authority 
executes a subsidy contract with the owners for the difference between 
the family’s contribution and the full contract rent. Residents have 
priority on the State waiting list.

RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Gus Canty Community Center continues to be one of the busiest 
buildings on Cape Cod. Towns people commented that it was "too big". 
Now, however, on any given evening the staff has to turn people away as 
the meeting rooms are full and the gymnasium is bustling with activity. 
The Recreation Committee would like to thank the people of Falmouth for 
treating the Gus Canty Community Center with respect all through its 
first year of life. 
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The Recreation Department’s main focus over the last year has been 
providing strong youth programs. We ran a successful and affordable 
summer playground program accommodating 300 children. We offered 
programs in sailing, tennis, archery, golf, lacrosse, gymnastics, arts 
and crafts, tae kwon do, and youth running. Also, camp programs in 
baseball, basketball and soccer. We completed a successful counselor in 
training program for 13 and 14 year olds. Our Fall season boasted a 
youth soccer program with over 400 children participating. During the 
winter the youth basketball program had over 400 children participate as 
well as a series of drama classes, gymnastics, arts and crafts, pingpong 
and dance. The youth indoor soccer league kept the community center and 
its staff busy throughout the winter. The Spring arrived and boys and 
girls turned to baseball and softball. These programs involved the 
greatest numbers of children ranging from age 6 to 18. 


The Recreation Department also offers a large number of adult 
programs each year, including aerobics, dance programs, a newly formed 
indoor tennis program, volleyball, adult walking, a mens 30 plus 
basketball league, a ladies night, adult golf, square dance, a bridge 
club, an inter-generational program with the new J.M.L. Health Care 
Center that produced Falmouth’s largest bannana split, at 250 feet. We 
also provided a wide variety of programs offered at the center through 
the Falmouth Community Schools. 


The Recreation Department has pre-scheduled activities each year, 
and we have only begun to tap the waters of special events the building 
can put on. Over the last year the Town’s Democrat and Republican 
Committees, as well as, the League of Women Voters had appearances at 
the center by George Keverian, Evelyn Murphy and Dave Cowens. The Cape 
Cod Aids Council with Falmouth Housing Trust put on a successful benefit 
concert which involved over 1,500 people. The center had bridal fairs, 
home and flower shows, baseball and hockey exhibits, auctions and of 
course the Falmouth Road Race, who’s major sponsor, Pilgrim Health Care, 
put on a wonderful health clinic before the road race. 


In summary, the recreation department looks forward to meeting the 


needs of the Town’s people in the 1990's. We intend to provide 
recreation for the entire community, for people of all ages, abilities 
and interest. We encourage everyone to spend a portion of their 


recreational time at the Community Center.

Data Processing Department 


During Fiscal 1990 the computer conversion from a DEC PDP 11-44 to a DEC

The volley was 
fired by the 685th Military Police Btn., Massachusetts Army National 
Guard Unit; Taps were rendered by Lawrence Palmer, a high school student;

DEPARTMENT OF VETERAN’S SERVICE 


From July 1, 1989 through June 30, 1990, Veterans, their widows, 
dependent children ands parents of World War I and II, the Korean 
Conflict and Vietnam were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


One World Was I, twenty-four World War II, eight Korean and three Vietnam 
Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Twenty-one of these veterans 
were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The widows and 
dependent parents were assisted in preparing the necessary forms for 
pensions, burial allowance, Social Security claims and grave markers. 


Twelve markers have been applied for, all have been received and 
implanted. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans interred in local 
cemeteries, have been taken care of and two indigent burials. 


Eligibility verification reports from the Veterans Administration Office 
are now being sent to Massachusetts veterans on a rotating basis and not 
all on November 1, making it much easier to handle with the adddition of 
DIC recipients receiving the EVR’S, it accounted for approximately 
eighty-five income statements being filed by this office. 


This office has processed one Vietnam Veteran’s application for 
Massachusetts Bonus, and aided approximately six hundred and fifty 
Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the job 
training, pensions, home loans, tax abatements and many other benefits 
during the year. 
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Merchant Seamen can still apply for Veteran status. All applications 
handled by this office have received their discharge papers. 


I wish to thank the members of the American Legion, Amvets, Disabled 
American Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign Wars for their assistance 
in decorating veterans graves for Memorial Day, and the Veterans Council 
Committee for all their help.

Income from all facilities under the Committee total $266,038.21 
for the year ending June 30, 1990. 


The Waterways Committee once again thanks the other Departments 
for their assistance throughout the year.

HARBOR MASTER DEPARTMENT 


The new Aids to Navigation and the Oil Spill Response Equipment 
acquired this year have been on great help to the Town and this 
Department. 


The Department has been working on tightening up mooring areas in 
our fourteen harbors to insure public safety. We have been able to place 
several moorings in harbors with waiting lists. 


Once again we have been doing all our maintenance in-house on 
boats, aids to navigation and signage. 


Chuck Burridge has joined the Department in January 1990 as 
Deputy Harbor Master bringing vital talents such as knowledge of first 
aid, experience in the maintenance field, and background in law 
enforcement; which will all be used in assisting this Department and the 
Waterways Committee.

PLANNING BOARD 


The trend over the last two years of declining requests 
for plan approvals appears to have bottomed out in Fiscal Year 
1990. Over the course of that year, the Planning Board met 43 
times; its subcommittees having met 104 times. The board 
approved 8 Preliminary Plans and 12 Definitive Plans creating 61 
lots, and endorsed 54 plans as not requiring Planning Board 
approval creating 68 lots, for a total of 129 new house lots. In 
addition, the board approved 16 Special Permits and 1 Site Plan 
Review under the new bylaw. 


The most significant bylaw changes recommended by the 
Planning Board at Town Meeting created the Multiple Review 
process, which appears to be working better than the previous 
process by which various departments seemed to compete for power. 
Another important bylaw now requires stormwater management to 
protect water resources in the Town. | 


This fiscal year, the Planning Board has been busy 
evaluating its role in the context of a new charter and the Cape 
Cod Commission. The presentation draft of the Coastal Zone 
Action Plan is scheduled for completion in December 1990, and 
work is progressing well. The Growth Management component of the 
Master Plan is over half way to completion and work on a Housing 
component has begun. Results of a study concerning business and 
industrially zoned land in North and West Falmouth should be. 
complete in time to introduce Articles for April 1991. 


The personnel situation in the Planning Office seems to 
have finally settled down as Brian A. Currie, lately of Weymouth, 
has been on the job as Town Planner since October. Mr. Currie 
brings the wealth of nine years experience to the Town. His MCP 
degree is from Boston University. In addition, Louise 
Broulliard, a Master’s student in Planning, was hired as an 
intern for the summer. On the board, Alexandra Witten chose not 
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to run for election and was replaced by Richaed K. Latimer, an 
attorney. The Planning Board welcomes Mr. Latimer and extends 
best wishes for success to Mrs. Witten. 


Raymond Tavares was reelected to chair the Planning Board and 
Janet S. Packish was reelected as Clerk/Secretary. We thank 
those who have committed so much time to help in the effort to 
better plan our town. 


PERSONNEL BOARD 
Due to fiscal constraints, for the second year no new 


positions were approved by Town Meeting. Seven existing 
positions were reclassified due to increased job 
responsibilities. 


Members of the AFSCME bargaining unit received a five 
percent increase for Fiscal 90. All other contracts were settled 
previously. 


The Staff Development program continued for the third 
year. Fifty-four supervisors and managers participated in the 
training session on performance appraisals. This program was 
over-subscribed which underscores the enthusiasm for continuing 
education among Town employees. 


The employment function of the department was active 
resulting in 30 new employees being hired, 39 promotions earned, 
31 seasonal employees hired and 294 step increases approved. 


Five hundred and fifty five subscribers are enrolled in 
the Town’s health and hospital insurance plan (Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield). This figure includes Town employees and both Town and 
School Department retirees. 95 subscribers’ pensions are not 
adequate to cover the cost of the insurance premium. These 
retirees are billed by and pay directly the Personnel Department. 
During fiscal '90, $124,046.14 was collected. 


The Personnel Board received funding for an analysis of 
fire Department service demands and operations. The MMA 
Consulting Group was awarded the contract. We look forward to 
receiving the final report in early Fiscal 91. 


Board member Anna Dean’ resigned due to _ personal 
obligations. We are pleased the Town Moderator selected Galen M. 
Robbins of Precinct 6 as her replacement. Mr. Robbins is a Loan 
Officer at Cape Cod Bank & Trust Company. 


At this juncture, the Personnel Board is uncertain of its 
status under the Charter revision. The Board endorses the spirit 
of the Charter and stands by to assist in the transitional 
process in whatever manner is appropriate.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


Following is the 30th Annual Report of the Falmouth 
Department of Public Works covering operations of the 
Department for the period July 1, 1989 through June 30, 1990. 
The Commissioners serving for this period were Mr. John 
Vidal, Mr. James McDonough, and Mr. John S. Elliott. Mr Vidal 
was elected Chairman of the Board in May 1990. 


ROADS 

The road bond program continued with work completed on Oyster 
Pond Road, Nobska Road, and Church Street in the fall of 
1989. The Spring of 1990 saw major work completed on Surf 
Drive and Sandwich Road between Boxberry Hill Road and Route 
28. The above work consists of 7.3 miles of major 
reconstruction with the Department serving as general 
contractor for this work. 


In addition to the above, paving of local roads was done on 
Glendon Road, James Street, Sumner Street, Leslie Street, 
Hilton Avenue, Fern Lane, Highland Avenue, Lowry Road, Swing 
Lane, and Thomas B. Landers Road between Sandwich Road and 
Turner Road, comprising some 1.5 miles. 


Major reconstruction on 2,100 feet of the northern end of 
John Parker Road was completed in June 1990 by George 
Botelho, Inc. using State Aid funds with the Town 
contributing 25%. 


Replacement of the old collapsed drainage system on Cricket 

Lane was completed by the Highway division in 1989. Drainage 
facilities were also updated and installed on all major road 
reconstruction and paving projects. 


BRIDGES 

An ammendment for engineering services was executed with the 
Town’s consultant for the Nashawena Street Bridge requiring 
further engineering to conform to State and Federal 
standards. Construction of this bridge will be funded using 
Federal Aid Off-System funds. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Works is continuing 
with engineering for the Green Pond Bridge and the two 
railroad bridges on Palmer Avenue. 


SOLID WASTE 

The Department of Public Works took over full operation of 
the Disposal Area on July 1, 1989 and a great improvement of 
this area was made. It had been previously contracted out at 
a cost of $175,000 per year. A Caterpillar Steel Wheel 
Compactor was purchased under a five year lease purchase 
plan, thus providing greater density of compacted refuse. 
Metal and Tires are now being recycled out giving the Town 
more useable landfill space. Brush is no longer acceptable 
yielding us even more space. User fees were added in October 
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1989 for white goods and tires. Total Disposal Area revenue 
for fiscal year 1990 was $194,665. 


On September 11, 1989 the DEP approved the Department’s plans 
for a leaf composting facility at the Disposal Area site. The 
operation is run jointly by the Highway Division and Parks 
Division. Some 3,000 cubic yards of leaves and yard wastes 
were processed. This end product will be used by the Park 
Division. 


The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station completed its first 
full year of operations, with wastes being shippped by rail 
to the SEMASS facility. The Department of Public Works 
oversees this four user facility. A total of 36,940 tons of 
refuse passed through the facility at Otis, with Falmouth 
contributing 19,647 tons or about fifty-three percent. 


It is anticipated the solid waste field will be expanded in 
the next few years with a greater emphasis being placed on 
recycling. 


EQUIPMENT 

Due to the tight fiscal conditions facing the Town, no new 
equipment or truck purchases were made this fiscal year. The 
Department has rolling stock with a replacement value well in 
excess of one million dollars, and it is important this be 
replaced on a scheduled basis in accordance with the five 
year capital equipment program. 


ENGINEERING 

The Survey Section continued work on Road Bond projects with 
the crew consisting of Dennis Cuny and Robert Williams doing 
the field work. Projects surveyed were Oyster Pond Road, Surf 
Drive, Scranton Avenue, Sandwich Road, and Clinton Avenue. 
The cross-section of the Landfill was completed showing a 
volume of 50,000 cubic yards of municipal solid waste (only) 
was deposited in calendar year 1990. The survey crew received 
training in a Pavement Management System which provides the 
Public Works Department with a valid inventory and condition 
of the Town’s Public Roads. The system is on-line and is used 
to determine by condition code the annual road repair 
program. In January 1990 we were fortunate to be able to 
procure an electronic Total Station with accessories. We 
thank the Town people for voting for this item during the 
October 24, 1989 Special Town Meeting. This produces the 
capability for faster and more accurate recording of field 
data into a computer system which through Auto Cad and DCA 
software provides us drawings via a plotter. This system’s 
first use is on the design of road repairs to Seacoast Shores 
Boulevard. 


This year also brought a change to our assessor maps. The 
maps were updated with the added feature of having 
incorporated house numbers. The clarity of the maps needed 
improvement and this will be done in FY1990. A special thank 
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you goes to the Assessor’s office for aiding us in this task. 


Plan reviews, designs and field inspections were performed to 
Support the Water, Park and Highway Divisions, as well as the 
Conservation Board of Appeals, School Superintendent and the 
Selectmen. 


As in the past, a substantial amount of technical support was 
provided to the general public during the course of the year. 
Additionally, information requests from visitors to the 
Engineering Division were handled by our principal Office 
Assistant, JoAnn Bonfiglio, as were requests from many more 
people who telephoned the Division. 


Substantial progress was made in the in-house design of 
projects. Saeed Kashi, our Assistant Town Engineer, completed 
the following: 


: ia Curb and sidewalk installations at various locations 
including County Road and Clinton Avenue. 

2'. John Parker Road reconstruction. 

Bt Intersection widening at Maravista Avenue and Randolph 
Street.

Traffic related problems received a great deal of attention 
during the year and an even greater level of effort will be 
required during 1990.

It was an active time as to personnel changes, in September

bringing with him many years of practical experience and 
knowledge of our Town. 
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TREE WARDEN, PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 

GOODWILL PARK 

December and January were planning months for the notice of 
intent to reconstruct the beach area at the Park. The Beach 
Committee funded Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000) for a beach 
enlargement project that doubled the size of the existing 
beach. The asphalt ramp leading to the beach area was 
removed. loamed and seeded and leaching basins were 
installed. 


New signs were hand routed by the Park Division and installed 
in the late winter. 


Close to the beach area and parking lot a Park Pavillion was 
erected. Department of Public Works crews did the site 
preparation and the Falmouth Rotary Club provided the Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000) for the materials. The Upper Cape 
Regional Vocational School did the construction in May and 
the dedication was in June. 


SCHOOL GROUNDS 

Eighteen inches of snow did not deter the annual 
Falmouth/Barnstable football game at Fuller Field. The 
Division worked twenty-four (24) hours to prepare the field 
which was bare ground by kickoff time and with no damage to 
the field! 


Construction of two parking lots was completed at the high 
school. The Soccer/Lacrosse field was cleared and stripped to 
provide safe parking away from Brick Kiln Road. Our Division 
also assisted in the change-over of the electrical service at 
the Lawrence School at the end of the school year. 


TREE PLANTING/ARBOR DAY 

April 25th and 26th were days that we celebrated Arbor Day. 
An Arbor Day committee was formed with members from the 
Falmouth Beautification Council, Falmouth Garden Club and the 
Allenby Tree Company. School children read their poems about 
trees and Commissioner Richard Kendall, of the Department of 
Environmental Management, State Representatives Thomas Cahir 
and Eric Turkington and the Selectmen lectured about the 
importance of trees. The Allenby Tree Company transplanted a 
6" London Plane Tree at the Main Library and also pruned some 
Elm Trees along with the Paul Sellers Tree Company as part of 
the celebration. 


TREE DIVISION 

The Tree Division, along with their other duties, provided 
all the clearing work along the roads that were improved and 
paved. Substantial amounts of money were saved on roads such 
as Sandwich Road, Oyster Pond Road and Old Barnstable Road. 
Dutch Elm Disease hit hard in May in Woods Hole. A total of 
thirteen (13) trees were removed in the months of May and 
June. 
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Cankerworm was on the decline but was still significant 
enought to defoliate some areas one hundred percent (100%). 
Areas most affected once again were West Falmouth and the 
Wishing Moon Hill area of Town. 


WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 
FALMOUTH WATER SYSTEM 


During 1989 the Falmouth water system continued expansion with 
6.95 miles of new water mains, 67 new fire hydrants and 255 new 
water service connections added to the system. 


Implementation of the "Safe Drinking Water Act Amendments of 
1986" is underway with special concern for the Surface Water 
Treatment Rule (SWTR) that may result in the requirement that 
the Town construct a water filtration plant for the Long Pond 
Reservoir. 


Compliance with other provisions of the Safe Drinking Water Act 
will result in substantial expenditures for additional 
personnel and operating expenses. 


The Coonamessett Well was placed in operation early in 1989 and 
construction of the Mares Pond Well will take place during 1990 
with completion scheduled for the summer of 1991. 


FALMOUTH SEWER SYSTEM 


During 1989 we continued to have operational problems with the 
Falmouth Wastewater Treatment Facility. The principal problems 
are with the aeration system and the infiltration basins. 


Wright-Pierce Engineers have been retained by the Town to 
investigate the problems and assist the Town with claims 
against the contractor and design engineer. This litigation is 
currently in progress.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission continued to function with a heavy workload for 
1990. This Commission is the second busiest Conservation Commission in t 
Commonwealth, surpassed only by Town of Barnstable with number of projects. 


In 48 weekly meetings, the Commission heard and acted on 156 Requests f 
Determination of Applicability, 124 Notices of Intent, 50 Amended Orders 
Conditions, and 112 Certificates of Compliance. This represents slightly le 
overall than FY 1989, but no less workload. 


There have been major changes this year in both administration of and personn 
on the Commission. Jennifer Graf departed in August, 1989, and Pame 
Truesdale was hired as the new administrator in September, 1989. Stuart 

Jones, Jr., Chairman, resigned in May, 1990, and was replaced by Leslie Fiel 
the same month. Cameron E. Gifford was elected the new Chairman at that time 


Tom Abbott retired after seven years of dedicated service in June, 1990. Jam 
Vieira waS appointed to replace him. Richard Latimer also resigned in Jun 
1990, after election to the Planning Board. Charles LoGiudice was appointed 
his replacement. Judith Stetson and Roger Augusta were elected Vice-Chairman 


The Commission continued to work on the management of town—owned propertie 
One of the most signifigant is the town-owned bogs, operated by Handy Cranber 
Trust. A recent report from the Wareham Experimental Station, which review 
the management practices of the bogs, indicates that the bogs are in extreme 
good condition and are managed with modern, integrated pest manageme 
techniques. The town share of the cranberry harvest for 1989 was 5551 barrel 
with a revenue of $55,510.00. 


Preliminary work was begun on land management projects for three town-own 
parcels of conservation land - the Coonamessett property in Hatchville, t 
Ransom Road property in Sippewissett, and the Sea Farms property on Bourn 
Pond. Many thanks and much credit goes to the 300 Committee, the land stewa 
program and Natural Resources Department towards the progress on the 
projects. Their assistance has been invaluable. 


The need to preserve open space and conservation land and protection of wat 
supply are high priorities of this Commission. We continue to work towar 
further management of properties, and better public access to existi 
town-owned lands. This does not diminish the need to acquire and prote 
critical parcels for the future good of Falmouth.

FALMOUTH COUNCIL FOR THE ARTS 


During the 1989/90 Fy, the Falmouth Council for the Arts made 17 
Arts Lottery Grants, amounting to $8,184. Grants under the Performing 
Arts Student Series (PASS) amounted to $2,400. The Arts Lottery Grants 
included individual artists, music groups, drama groups, etc. The PASS 
series enabled 1,080 school children to attend theatre performances 
outside of the school setting. 


The Arts Council ran a competition for a Logo, which aroused 
considerable interest. The winner, Monica Martick, is a Falmouth High 
School student. She received a prize of $100. 


After 3 years of work, the monument for Town Hall Square was 
completed by Sculptor Susan Burnette, and dedicated at a small ceremony 
on June 5, 1990. The Arts Council was a major contributor and supporter 
of this project for the Town. 


Since the state permits a maximum of six years tenure on the Arts 


Lottery Councils, there was a considerable turn over of membership this 
year. 
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Lastly, the Arts Council updated the brochure entitled "Falmouth: A 
Guide To The Arts", issued a new printing and distributed it to motels, 
hotels, Bed and Breakfasts and the Chamber of Commerce.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The major project of the Historical Commission for the year 
1989-90 has been the completion of our town-wide house survey. We 
received a grant from the Massachusetts Historical Commission for 
$7,500 which we matched with an equal amount from our profits on the 
sale of The Book of Falmouth, published by the Commission in 1986. We 
hired Candace Jenkins, an architectural historian, to complete the 
survey which had been started by volunteers some years ago and 
continued by two part-time consultants, Bonnie Hamilton and Ann Spears. 
With this survey completed we will be much more capable of preserving 
and protecting the distinctive historical properties of Falmouth. 


We have cooperated with the Steamship Authority and a Woods Hole 
planning committee to create a small park on property which was once 
the site of Sam Cahoon’s fish market. The lighting, the planting and 
the granite wall for seating have improved this area within the 
historical district which is much used by visitors going to and from 
the ferry terminal. 


We have worked with the town planner and the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission to protect the ancient way in West Falmouth which 
leads to the 1685 Quaker Burial Ground and the site of the original 
Friends Meeting House of 1720. This historic area is threatened by 
development plans. 


Finally, we regret the loss of Bruce Chalmers, a devoted and 
dedicated member of the Falmouth Historical Commission, who died on May 
26, 1990.

on the Articles contained therein.

VOTED: Indefinite postponement passed on Tuesday, October 2, 1990, a 
unanimous vote, a quorum being present. 


ART. 3 To see if the Town will vote to delete Section 6400 of the 
Zoning Bylaw, EARTHMOVING REGULATIONS, in its entirety and insert in 
its place the following: 


"6400 EARTHMOVING REGULATIONS 


6401.0 APPLICABILITY. For all land not subject to the Wetland 
(Section 4300) and/or Flood Plain (Section 4400) regulations of the 
zoning bylaw and not in public use, except where such activity is 
clearly incidental to the development of a site for a building or 
street or active cranberry bog, no earth shall be moved from any 
area where the amount of earth moved is one thousand (1,000) cubic 
yards or more within any three (3) year period unless authorized by a 
special permit by the Board. 


In no case shall the Board issue a special permit for moving a 
greater amount oof earth than the Board deems necessary for the 
purpose stated in the special permit application. 


6401.1 DEFINITIONS: 


Pr "Earth" shall include but not be limited to soil, sand, 
clay, gravel and rock. 


2. "Board" shall mean the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


3. "Earthmoving" shall mean mining, stripping, quarrying, filling, 
digging or blasting of earth and its transportation on or off the site. 


6402.0 PROCEDURES . Each application for a special permit for 
earthmoving shall be subject to the procedures as outlined in Sections 
7330, 7340, 7350, 7356, 7360 and 7370 of Falmouth’s Zoning Bylaw as 
amended from time to time. 

6402.1 Each application for a special permit for earthmoving 
shall be accompanied by a plan drawn to a 20 foot or 40 foot scale, 
showing the premises in sufficient detail to describe the proposed 
operation and including the following: 


6402.2 Property and street lines, names and addresses of applicants, 
property owners and abutters and, if less than all of the applicant’s 


vag 


land is shown, then the entire parcel shall be shown as an inset 
drawn to the 200 foot scale. 


6402.3 Existing topography of the site in two (2) foot contours 
showing all man-made features, property lines, vegetative cover and 
the topography by five (5) foot contours one hundred (100) feet 
beyond the limits of the property where the excavation is to take 
place. 


6402.4 Proposed topography of the site in two (2) foot contours. 
6402.5 Elevation of the seasonal high ground water table. 


6402.6 Location and manner in which all cover material is to be 
stored. 


6402.7 Estimated quantity of material to be removed and topsoil to 
be replaced and the method to be used, verified by a registered 
Massachusetts land surveyor or professional civil engineer. 


6402.7.1 Reclamation plan. Showing the following information: 
6402.7.1.1 Final grades and elevations. 


6402 778g Location, types, and amounts of vegetation to _ be 
planted. 


6402.7.1.3 Drainage plans, swales and berms as may be applicable. 
6402.7.1.4 Location of any structures that are to remain. 


6402 2:1.0.5 The form of Performance Guarantee to be used and the name 
and address of the Guarantor. 


6402.8 Specific details as to where debris, including but not 
limited to tree stumps, shall be disposed of. 


6402.9 A road map shall be provided indicating the routes to be used 
to transport the earth removed, including any driveways to and from 
the subject property. Not more than one entrance and one exit froma 
way, public or private, shall be provided to any area of operation. 
Access points shall be located in such a way so as to avoid routing of 
vehicles over developed residential streets. 


6402.10 A compliance plan for those items found in Section 6412.0 
REGULATIONS of this Bylaw. 


6411.0 PERMIT LIMITATIONS. No special permit for  earthmoving 
shall be issued for a period of more than three (3) years, although 
such a special permit may be renewed for additional periods in the same 
manner. Where the request covers a sizeable parcel, a special permit 
may be granted for a specific part of the whole, not to exceed five 
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(5) contiguous acres. Approval of additional areas shall be 
contingent upon the satisfactory completion and reclamation of each 
previous section except on such abutting portions as the _ Board 
deems necessary for continuity of said earthmoving 
operation. Work of any sort connected with earthmoving shall 
not be performed on more than one phase area at a time. 


6412.0 REGULATIONS. Each special permit shall be subject to, but 
not limited to, the following restrictions where applicable. 


6412.1 All vegetation and soil suitable for cover material shall be 
stockpiled or windrowed and retained for future use in the reclamation 
of the affected area. 


6412.2 For earthmoving operations, border buffer strips in which 
natural vegetation and soil are undisturbed shall be left for a width 
of at least one hundred (100) feet from the side line of any road open 
to public use, except for designated access to the earthmoving 
operation and for a width of at least two hundred (200) feet from 
all abutting property lines unless written consent of the abutting 
property owner has been received by the Board. Each special permit 
application shall also be subject to Section 4600, WILDLIFE CORRIDOR, 
of Falmouth’s Zoning Bylaw as amended from time to time when 
applicable. 


6412.3 The preservation of trees, bushes, and other vegetation and 
the erecting of a six foot high landscaped berm or fencing may be 
required within two hundred (200) feet of a property line to muffle 
objectionable noise or vibration and to act as a visual screen from 
adjacent properties or ways. 


6412.4 The depth of any excavation shall be limited to a plane 
that is at least ten (10) feet above the seasonal high ground water 
level for that location, unless the purpose is to create a pond or 
active cranberry bog. 


6412.5 Provisions shall be maintained during operations for the 
control of noise, dust and/or erosion caused by wind or water which 
would affect the adjacent properties or traffic along a roadway. 


6412.6 No processing of loam, and no operation involving’ earth 
materials other than the special permitted removal shall _ take 
place on the subject premises during the period of time of the 
special permit unless specifically special permitted by law. 


6412.7 No earth or other materials foreign to the subject premises, 
including but not limited to boulders, asphalt, cement, road 
construction debris, demolition debris, and tree stumps shall be 
brought onto and deposited on the subject premises during the period of 
the special permit except topsoil and living plant material for 
reclamation use, unless specifically special permitted. 
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6412.8 The special permit grantee shall, to the satisfaction of the 
Board, stake or mark all phase areas where work and _ restoration have 
been completed, the phase area currently being worked, and any phase 
areas for which subsequent work is planned. These boundary markers 
shall be maintained at all times during the time period of original and 
any renewed special permits. 


6412.9 Records showing the amount of earth removed shall be provided 
to the Board on each [one (1) year] anniversary date of the granting 
of the special permit by a registered MA. professional engineer or 
civil engineer on a certified as-built plan. 


6412.10 No earthmoving or related operations which might disturb 
Falmouth residents shall take place except between seven (7) AM and 
five (5) P.M. Monday through Friday and eight (8) AM and twelve (12) 
noon on Saturdays and in no case on a_ legal Federal holiday or 
Sunday. Included among related operations are the starting of 
engines either for vehicles or machinery, loading and unloading of 
trucks, and preparations for commencing work which are plainly 
audible at a distance of one hundred fifty (150) feet from the 
property from which the noise originates. 


6412.11 The subject property shall be kept free of any debris 
including tree stumps. No debris generated on site shall be buried or 
otherwise disposed of without the prior written consent of the Board 
of Health or its agent. In this connection, debris is not included 
in the definition of "earth" above. 


6412.12 The applicant and property owner agrees by acceptance of the 
special permit to allow the Board or its representative(s) free access 
to the site to conduct inspections to determine compliance with the 
conditions of the special permit at any time without prior notice. 


6412.13 The special permittee shall reimburse the Town of 
Falmouth for actual costs incurred in evaluation services, in advance, 
to monitor operations on site should these services become necessary as 
determined by the Board. 


6412.14 The Board must be notified of any transfer of ownership or 
legal interest or change in contractual interest in the subject 
property, including the earthmoving operator deriving income 
resulting from such work on said property, within ten (10) days of 
such transfer or change. Failure to do so will render the special 
permit null and void. 


6412.15 The Reclamation Plan of the altered land shall be performed 
in the following manner: 


6412.16 The slope of the finished banks shall not exceed one (1) foot 
in depth for every three (3) feet of horizontal distance. 
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6412.17 At least four (4) inches of topsoil shall be placed or 
remain over the subsoil. 


6412.18 The area shall be graded and seeded or planted to prevent 
erosion and to conceal the scars of earth removal. Seeding, planting, 
fertilizing, and watering shall be done to the best professional 
standards. 


6412.19 The Board may allow a portion of a specific phase to be 
reclaimed at a later specific date for purposes of starting work in an 
adjacent phase or for purposes of interior roadways. However, these 
areas must be shown on the submitted site plans. 


6413.0 SECURITY. To ensure compliance with the conditions of the 
special permit the applicant shall be required to post a cash deposit 
or surety bond, in form acceptable to the Town Treasurer, in amount 
sufficient to meet one hundred fifteen (115) percent of the estimated 
cost of the required reclamation work. Within six (6) months of the 
completion of the operation, or following the expiration or withdrawal 
of the special permit, the land shall be reclaimed in accordance with 
the conditions of the special permit. Failure to comply with this 
section and the conditions of the special permit shall result in 
forfeiture of the security to the Town of Falmouth. Said deposit or 
bond shall not be released until all conditions of the special permit 
and ground cover vegetation is established in the opinion of the Board. 


6414.0 RENEWAL. Any special permit issued may be renewed 
thereafter with a public hearing legally advertised in accordance with 
PROCEDURES (Section 3.2) as noted above.

1) No one structure is to exceed 3,000 square feet. 

2) No exterior display or storage of merchandise is allowed. No 
display may occur in delineated parking space, traffic lanes, cross 
walks, sidewalks and front yards. 

h. Scientific research provided that is shall not involve genetic 
engineering and that the applicant for a building or occupancy permit 
demonstrate to the Building Commissioner and Board of Health on a 
annual basis that all Federal, State and Town of Falmouth licenses, 
permits and standards for the handling, use, storage and disposal of 
any regulated materials have been obtained or met. Said research shall 
not produce toxic or hazardous wastes as a by-product. There may be 
accessory to said scientific research the production of related 
materials for the furtherance of such research. Such production shall 
be clearly accessory to the primary scientific research activity; shall 
not involve the outside storage of materials; and shall not produce any 
noxious odors or excessive noise, such as to be detectable on abutting 
properties. 

i. Conversion of a building of up to 4000 square feet, in existence 
on the lot at the time of adoption of this by-law, into professional 
offices, antique store, business office, small retail shop, medical 
clinic, computer center, art studio, gallery. 

j. Accessory uses as are customarily incidental to any of the above 
uses. 


3369. Allowed on Special Permit from the Board of Appeals 

In addition to the criteria in Section 7300, the following 
determinations shall be made: the compatibility of the design with the 
surrounding neighborhood, the harmony of the building materials with 
the Cape Cod environment and the adequacy of the landscaping to provide 
visual buffers between properties. 

a. Structures for allowed uses that are between 3,000 and 5,000 
square feet of gross floor area.

1.3 To discourage excessive visual competition in signage and ensure 
that signs aid orientation and adequately identify uses and activities 
to the public; and, 

1.4 To preserve or enhance town character by requiring new and 
replacement signage which is: 
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creative and distinctive; 

compatible with the surroundings; 

appropriate to the type of activity to which it pertains; 

expressive of the identity of individual proprietors or of the 
community as a whole; and 

* appropriately sized in its context, so as to be easily readable. 

1.5 This by-law is adopted pursuant to Article 89 of the Constitution 

of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and Chapter 40, Section 1 (1) of 

the Massachusetts General Laws.

2. Definitions 

Words and phrases used in this by-law shall have the meanings set forth 
in this section. Words and phrases not defined in this section but 
defined in the zoning by-law of the Town of Falmouth shall be given the 
meanings set forth in such by-law. All other words and phrases shall 
be given their common, ordinary meaning, unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise. Section headings or captions are for reference 
purposes only and shall not be used in the interpretation of this 


by-law. 


Sign: Any display of lettering, logos, colors, lights, flags, banners, 
pennants, ribbons, spinners (or similar devices), or illuminated neon 
tubes visible to the public from outside of a building or from a 
travelled way, which either conveys a message to the public, or intends 
to advertise, direct, invite, announce, or draw attention to, directly 
or indirectly, a use conducted, goods, products, services or facilities 
available, either on the lot or on any other premises. This shall not 
include vending machine signage. 


Billboard: A free-standing sign larger than forty (40) square feet in 
gross area, or a wall sign covering more than ten percent (10/%) of the 
area to which it is affixed. Exception: Shopping mall sign. 


Community Services: Churches, schools, public libraries, public 
museums, parish houses, hospitals, sanitoria, educational, research and 
philanthropic institutions, cemeteries. Parks, playgrounds, fire and 
police stations, armories, beaches, town forests, water shed, water 
towers and reservoirs, and recreation buildings. Passenger stations, 
town wharves and landings. 


Facade: The exterior surface of a building. 


Flashing Sign: A sign whose illumination is not kept constant in 
intensity at all times when in use, and which exhibits changes in 
light, color, direction, or animation. Illuminated signs which 
indicate the date, time, and temperature will not be considered 
flashing signs. 


Free-Standing Sign: A_ self-supporting sign not attached to any 
building, wall, or fence, but in a fixed location. This does not 
include movable, portable, mobile or trailer type signs. 


Home Occupation: Any activity customarily carried on by the occupants 
of a dwelling unit, as defined and allowed by Falmouth’s Zoning By-law. 


Industrial Building: A building occupied and used primarily for the 
purpose of manufacturing or warehousing and which may also include a 
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limited amount of office space used in conjunction with the industrial 
operations. 


Illuminated Sign: Any sign lit by electrical bulbs, florescent lights, 
or neon tubes. Neon tubes used as abstract, graphic, decorative, or 
architectural elements shall be considered to constitute an illuminated 
sign. Christmas lighting shall not be deemed to be illuminated signs. 


Landmark Sign: An older sign of artistic or historic merit, uniqueness, 
or extraordinary significance to the town as identified by the Falmouth 
Historical District Commission. 


Lintel: The horizontal support member across the head of a door or 
window. 


Movable, Portable or Mobile Sign: A sign capable of being readily moved 
or relocated, including portable signs mounted on, attached to, or 
painted on a chassis and wheels, a truck, trailer, or other vehicle if 
placed at a location especially prepared for display through special 
lighting or elevation, or in the case of commercial vehicles having 
lettering, logos, or similar devices, if such vehicles are placed at a 
location more prominent than a feasible alternative on the site, or any 
sign supported by legs. Also signs converted to A-or T-frames; menu 
and sandwich board signs; balloons used as signs; and umbrellas used 
for advertising. 


Multiple or Ladder Signs: A free-standing sign with a _ vertical 
support(s), with two or more horizontal crosspiece signs, or two or 
more hanging horizontal signs, serving as individual signs for 
identification or advertising purposes. 


Off—premises Sign: Any sign which is not on the premises of the 
business, including a billboard or movable sign. 


On-premises Sign: Any sign that advertises, calls attention to or 
identifies the occupant of the premises on which the sign is 
maintained, or the business transacted thereon, or advertises the 
property itself or any part thereof as for sale or rent. 


Political Sign: A sign designated to influence the action of voters for 
the passage or defeat of a measure, or the election of a candidate to a 
public office at a national, state, or other election. 


Public Service Sign: A sign located for the purpose of public 
information, providing directions towards or indication of use not 
readily visible from the street (e.g. restrooms, telephone, etc.). 
Signs prohibiting trespass, hunting, and the like, and signs warning of 
danger, such as "High Voltage". Street name signs, and signs erected 
by the Town, County, or Commonwealth for the direction and control of 
traffic. 


Projecting Sign: A sign which is affixed to a building, tree, pole, or 
other structure and which extends more than six (6) inches beyond the 
surface to which it is affixed. 


Roof Sign: A sign which is located above, or projects above, the lowest 
point of the eaves or the top of a parapet wall of any building, or 
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which is painted on or fastened to a roof. 


Shopping Center: A group of three (3) or more separate business 
buildings or five (5) or more stores, shops, and/or service centers, 
built as a plaza, village or office complex, located on one lot. 


Shopping Mall: A roofed-over common pedestrian area serving more than 
one (1) tenant located within a covered mall building. It consists of 
a pedestrian walk between two facing strips of stores, with anchor 
tenants placed at either end (or, if there are more than two, spotted 
throughout the mall). Consumer traffic is generated back and forth 
along the walk. 


Store: A commercial establishment for the sale of goods and 
merchandise. 


Temporary Sign: A sign intended to be used for a period of no more than 
thirty (30) days. 


Wall Area: The sum of the gross vertical area, in square feet, of the 
pertinent wall measured from the exterior faces of the wall which shall 
include doors and windows therein. A parapet [that part of a wall that 
extends above the roof level] shall not be included in the calculations 
for wall area. 


Wall Sign: Any sign which is painted on, incorporated into, or affixed 
parallel to the wall of a building, and which extends not more than six 
(6) inches from the surface of that building. 


Window Sign: A sign affixed to the surface of a window (inside or 
outside) or displayed behind a window so as to attract attention from 
the outside. A sign shall be deemed a window sign if it is within the 
display, or show case of the window, or within four (4) feet of the 
inside surface of a window through which it is intended to be viewed. 


3. General 
3.1 Permitted Signs 


Only signs which refer to a permitted use, or an approved conditional 
use, as set forth in Falmouth’s Zoning by-law are permitted, provided 
such signs conform to the provisions of this Chapter. 


3.2D Prohibited Signs 


(a) Billboards, streamers, pennants, ribbons or other similar devices 
shall not be constructed, posted or erected in any zoning district. 
Exceptions include flags, as allowed under Section 5.10.1, and buntings 
exhibited to commemorate national patriotic holidays, and temporary 
banner(s) announcing charitable or civic events events as allowed under 
Section 5.10.2, which shall be defined as temporary signs. 


(b) Flashing signs, roof signs, signs containing moving parts, and 
parts containing reflective elements which sparkle or twinkle in the 
sunlight are not permitted. Barber poles and signs indicating the 
current time and/or temperature are permitted provided they meet all 
other provisions of this (Chapter) by-law. 
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(c) Any sign advertising or identifying a business or organization 
which is either defunct or no longer located on the premises is not 
permitted. Exceptions are granted to Landmark Signs which may be 
preserved and maintained even if they no longer pertain to the present 
use of the premises. 


(d) No sign shall be larger than forty (40) square feet, except for a 
mall sign, which shall be no larger than one hundred thirty-two (132) 
square feet. 


(e) No sign, except for a traffic, regulatory, or informational sign, 
shall use the words "stop", "caution", or "danger", or shall 
incorporate red, amber, or green lights resembling traffic signals, or 
shall resemble "stop" or "yield" signs in shape and color. 


3.3 Illumination Standards 


(a) No person may erect a sign which flashes, rotates, or has 
motorized moving parts except for rotating barber poles. 


(b) No person may erect a sign with exposed electrical wires. 


(c) No person may erect a sign that constitutes a hazard to pedestrian 
or vehicular traffic because of intensity or direction of illumination. 


3.4 Placement Standards 


(a) No person may erect a sign which is affixed to a fence, utility 
pole, or tree. 


(b) Signs shall not be mounted above the roof ridge line unless 
mounted on a parapet wall which extends above the roof line, in which 
case the sign may not extend above the top of said parapet. 


(c) No projecting sign shall extend into a vehicular public or private 
way, Or be less than ten (10) feet above a pedestrian way. 


(d) No free-standing sign together with any supporting framework shall 
extend to a height above eighteen (18) feet from the level of the 
centerline of the street which is closest to the sign. 


(e) Signs shall not cover architectural details such as, but not 
limited to, arches, sills, moulding, cornices, and transom windows. 


3.5 Safety Standards 


No person may erect a sign which: 

(a) is structurally unsafe; 

(b) constitutes a hazard to public safety and health by reason of 
inadequate maintenance, dilapidation or abandonment; 

(c) obstructs free entrance or exit from a required door, window, or 
fire escape; 

(d) obstructs light or air or interferes with proper functioning of 
the building; or 

(e) is capable of causing electrical shock. 
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3.6 Exceptions 

For the purposes of this Section, the term "sign" shall not include: 
(a) signs erected or posted and maintained for public safety and 
welfare or pursuant to any governmental function, law, by-law, or other 
regulation. 

(b) a bulletin board or similar sign not exceeding ten (10) square 
feet in display area, in connection with any church, museum, library, 
school, or similar public or semi-public structure, provided that the 
top of such sign shall not be more than eight (8) feet above ground 
level, and provided that it does not possess any of the characteristics 
listed in Section 3.2 above. 

(c) directional signs solely indicating ingress and egress placed at 
driveway locations, containing no advertising material, and where 
display area does not exceed three (3) square feet or extend higher 
than four (4) feet above ground level. Such sign shall conform in all 
respects with the requirements of this code; and 

(d) Signs relating to trespassing and hunting, warning of danger such 
as "High Voltage", etc. not exceeding two (2) square feet in area. 


3.7 Sign Content 


Standard displays. Standard brand names, logos, symbols, or slogans of 
advertised products or services shall be displayed only if that brand 
comprises more than twenty-five (25) percent of the dollar value of 
sales on the premises, as declared by affidavit by the business owner 
Or manager. 


3.8 Non-Conforming Signs* 


Legally non-conforming signs and their supporting structures may remain 
except as qualified below: 


(a) Other than sign maintenance, no non-conforming sign and supporting 
structures shall be reconstructed, remodeled, relocated, or changed in 
size, or content to show a new trade name, different words, letters or 
numbers, new design, or different logo, unless such action will make 
the sign conforming in all respects to this (Chapter) by-law. Any 
change in ownership of the property or of the business shall require 
that the sign will conform in all respects to this (Chapter) by-law 
within forty-five (45) days of such property or business transfer for 
Single-business signs. Multiple- business or ladder signs must conform 
within forty-five (45) days of change of ownership of entire 
building(s), or prior to May 1, 1996, whichever is first. 


(b) Nothing in this Section shall be deemed to prevent keeping in good 
repair a non-conforming sign, including sign maintenance, repainting, 
and replacement of broken or deteriorated parts of the sign itself. 
Supporting structures for non-conforming signs may be replaced, except 
that the sign height must be brought into compliance with this by-law, 
without having such replacement make the sign and sign structure 
conforming in all respects. 


(c) A non-conforming sign and/or its supporting structures which is 
destroyed or damaged by any casualty may be restored within six (6) 
months after such destruction or damage only after the owner has shown 
that the damage did not exceed fifty percent (50%) of the appraised 
value (replacement value less depreciation) of the sign. If such sign 
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or sign structure is destroyed or damaged to an extent exceeding fifty 
percent (50%), it shall be removed and shall not be reconstructed or 
replaced unless. such action makes the sign and sign structure 
conforming in all respects. 


(d) A non-conforming sign or sign structure shall be removed within 
thirty (30) days if the building containing the use to which the sign 
is accessory is demolished or destroyed to an extent exceeding fifty 
percent (50%) of the building’s appraised value (not including land). 


(e) Each non-conforming sign not removed when required above shall be 
deemed a public nuisance, and the Town may proceed to obtain a court 
order compelling its removal. Costs of said removal shall be borne by 
the sign owner and/or property owner and may be recovered by the Town, 
if necessary, in an action of contract in a court of competent 
jurisdiction, in accordance with the appropriate state law. 


(£) Removed Signs to be Stored: A sign or sign structure removed by 
the Town shall be held not less than thirty (30) days by the town 
during which period it may be recovered by the owner upon paying the 
Town for the cost of removal and storage, and upon payment of any 
imposed fine. If not recovered within the thirty (30) day period, the 
sign or sign structure is hereby declared abandoned and title thereto 
shall be vested in the Town of Falmouth for disposal in any manner 
permitted by law. 


* Note: Falmouth first adopted sign regulations on March 7, 1966 (ATM 
Article 42) as part of the zoning by-law. 


4. Administration 

4.1 Design Review Committee 

4.1.1 Purpose. One of the purposes of the Design Review Committee 
will be to provide advisory recommendation to the Building Commissioner 
and the Board of Selectmen on their respective decisions to grant 
permits to certain business signs; and 


To periodically review the existing sign by-law and advise the Planning 
Board as to desirable modifications. 


4.1.2 Membership. The Design Review Committee shall be the same as in 
Section 7165 of Falmouth Zoning By-law. 


4.1.3 Schedule for Recommendations. Within twenty-one (21) days of 
receipt of the application to the Building Commissioner for a sign 
permit, the Committee shall submit its majority recommendation to the 
Building Commissioner and the Board of Selectmen if a license is 
required from the Selectmen. 


4.1.4 Criteria for Recommendations. In making recommendations, the 
Design Review Committee will consider whether the size, location, 
design, texture, lighting and materials of signs, as well as any 
landscaping surrounding the signs, are in harmony with the significant 
architectural features of existing and proposed buildings and 
compatible with surrounding signs and architecture. 


4.2 Permits 
4.2.2 No sign shall be erected, displayed, altered, or enlarged until 
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an application has been filed, and until a permit for such action has 
been issued. Applications shall be on forms prescribed by the Building 
Commissioner. At a minimum, all applications shall include a scale 
drawing specifying dimensions, materials, illumination, letter sizes, 
colors, support systems, and location on land or buildings, with all 
relevant measurements. 


4.2.3 The Building Commissioner shall act within thirty (30) days of 
receipt of such application together with the required fee. A written 
appeal of the Building Commissioner’s action can be made within twenty 
(20) days of the Building Commissioner’s action, to the Board of 
Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen shall hold a public hearing within 
forty-five (45) days of receipt of the written appeal. They shall make 
a decision within ten (10) days of the close of the hearing. Their 
majority decision shall be final. 


4.2.4 A Sign Permit application for signs over eight (8) square feet, 
and for all signs in any Historic District zone, shall be referred to 
the Design Review Committee, which shall make recommendations to the 
Building Commissioner. If the Design Review Committee holds a public 
meeting, the Building Commissioner’s decision may be delayed until 
forty-five (45) days after receipt of the completed application. 
Comment: All signs in Historic Districts must also receive approval 
from the Historic District Commission. aa 


4.2.5 The following types of signs shall be authorized by right, 
without the necessity of a permit: 


(a)Address signs per Section 5.1. 

(b)For sale, rent, or lease signs per Section 5.4. 
(c)Political signs per Section 5.14. 

(d)Flags per Section 5.10.1. 

(e)Public service signs per Sections 5.12 (a) and 5.16. 
(£)Window signs per Section 5.18. 

(g)O££f-premise directional signs per Section 5.12 (d). 


4.3 Fees 

A schedule of fees for such permits may be established and amended from 
time to time by the Board of Selectmen. However, fees shall be waived 
for signs for governmental, religious and non-profit civic organization 
uses. 


4.4 Enforcement 

The Building Commissioner is hereby designated as the Sign Code 
Enforcement Officer and is hereby authorized to enforce this (Chapter) 
by- law. The Building Commissioner is authorized to order the repair 
or removal of any sign and its supporting structure which is judged 
dangerous, or in disrepair, or which is erected or maintained contrary 
to this (Chapter) by-law. 


4.5 Removal of Signs 

Any sign which has been ordered removed by the Building Commissioner, 
or his/her agent, or is abandoned or discontinued, shall be removed by 
the person, firm, trust, realty trust or corporation responsible for 
the sign within thirty (30) days of written notice to remove. 
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In the event the business occupant ceases operation and fails to remove 
the sign within sixty (60) days, the Building Commissioner shall find 
the sign has been abandoned and shall order the property owner to 
remove the sign. — 


Illegal signs shall be subject to the removal provisions of Section 
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4.6 Penalties 

Violation of any provision of this (Chapter) by-law or any lawful order 
of the Building Commissioner or his/her agent shall be subject to a 
fine of not more than $300.00 per offense. Each day that such 
violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. Enforcement 
shall be in accordance with Chapter XVI and Chapter XVII of Falmouth’s 
General By-laws. The Building Commissioner or his/her agent is 
authorized to use the non-criminal disposition method which shall carry 
the same fines as set forth for violations of the zoning by-law in 
Section 1 of Chapter XVI. 


4.7 Measurement of Sign Area 

(a) Sign area shall be the entire area of the sign, bounded by a 
single continuous line that encloses the extreme limits of the sign 
surface. 


(b) For a sign applied to a building, the area shall be considered to 
include all lettering, wording and accompanying designs or symbols, 
together with any background of a different color than the natural 
color, or finish material of the building. 


(c) For a sign consisting of individual letters or symbols attached to 
or painted on a surface, building, wall, or window, the area shall be 
considered to be that of the smallest square, circle, rectangle, 
triangle or other shape which encompasses all of the letters and 


symbols. 


(d) The area of supporting framework (for example: brackets, posts, 
etc.) shall not be included in the sign area measurement if such 
framework is incidental to the display. The area of the supporting 
framework shall be considered incidental if the total area is 20% or 
less than the sign (area) which is supported. 


(e) When a sign has two (2) or more faces, the area of all faces shall 
be included in determining the area, except where two (2) faces are 
placed back to back and are at no point more than two (2) feet from 
each other. In this case, the sign shall be taken as the area of 
either face, and if the faces are unequal, the larger shall determine 
the area. 


4.8 Measurement of Height 

The height of any sign shall be measured from the surface of the road 
up to the highest point of the sign. In situations where a Sign is 
intended to be visible from two roads of different elevations, 
measurement shall be from the surface of the lower roadway. 


4.9 Variances for Signs 
In those rare and particular instances where the strict application of 
this (Chapter) by-law would be impractical, impossible or create undue 
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hardship, a majority of the Board of Selectmen may permit variances 
from this by-law. Such variances shall only be permitted when it is 
determined that the architecture of the building(s), the location of 
the building(s) with reference to a street, or the nature of the use 
being made of the building(s), is such that a variance would be in the 
public interest. In granting such variance, the Board of Selectmen 
shall specify the size and location of the sign(s) and impose such 
other terms and restrictions as deemed to be in the public interest. 


Applicants seeking a variance from these regulations shall provide the 
Board of Selectmen with information in the form of perspectives, 
renderings, photographs, models or other representations sufficient to 
show the nature of the proposed sign and its effect on the immediate 
surroundings in addition to the material specified for application 
under Section 4.2. 


The Board of Selectmen shall hold a public hearing within thirty (30) 
days of receipt of the written variance request. They shall make a 
written decision within thirty (30) days of the close of the hearing 
and file said decision with the Town Clerk. Any person aggrieved by a 
decision of the Board of Selectmen, whether or not previously a party 
to the proceeding, may appeal to a court of competent jurisdiction 
within twenty-one (21) days after the entry of the decision with the 
Town Clerk. 


5. General Standards for Specific Types of Signs 
5.1 Address 


One sign displaying the street number or name of the occupant of the 
premises, or both. 


(a) Such sign may include identification of an on-premise customary 
home occupation. 


(b) Such sign may be attached to the building or may be on a post not 
more than four (4) feet high, and setback behind the property line. 


(c) Such sign may not exceed two (2) square feet in area. 
5.2 Awning 


A sign painted on or attached to the cover of a movable metallic frame, 
of the hinged, roll, or folding type of awning. 


(a) Such sign must be painted on or attached flat against the surface 
of the awning, but not extend beyond the valance or be attached to the 
underside. 


(b) Letters shall not exceed ten (10) inches in height. 


(c) A minimum of eight (8) feet above sidewalk level must be allowed 
for pedestrian clearance. 


(d) The awning sign area shall be calculated in the total allowable 
sign area for wall signs. 
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5.3 Construction 

An on-premise sign identifying the contractor, architect, landscape 
architect, and/or engineer’s name, address, and other pertinent 
information. : 


(a) Such signs shall not exceed twelve (12) square feet, and shall be 
set back behind the property line. 


(b) Such a sign may be maintained on the building or property for the 
interim of construction, and not more than thirty (30) days following 
the issuance of a use and occupancy certificate or completion of said 
construction. 


5.4 For Sale/Rent/Lease 
An on-premise sign advertising the property being sold, leased, or 
rented. 


(a) Such sign shall not exceed six (6) square feet. 

(b) Such signs shall advertise only the property on which the sign is 
located, except as provided for in Section 5.12 (d). 

(c) A maximum of two (2) such signs may be maintained on any property 
being sold, leased, or rented, and they shall be removed by the owner 
or agent within thirty (30) days of sale, lease, or rent. 


5.5 Free-Standing 

A self-supporting sign not attached to any building, wall, or fence, 
but in a fixed location. This does not include movable, portable, or 
mobile type signs. Dimensional standards for free-standing signs in 
different zoning districts, according to use, are specified in Table 
5.5.1 below.

* Note: In all other districts, each premises, on which there exists or 
is permitted any business activity, including agriculture, horti- 
culture and floriculture, (other than home occupation) duly authorized 
by special permit, variance, or exception under the zoning by-law shall 
be allowed to use the business and industrial use column of this Table, 
however:

**x Exception: The sign may be constructed with less than the minimum 
ground clearance if there is adequate visibility for vehicles and 
adequate protection for pedestrian safety. 


5.5.2 Attachments, number of sides, more than one sign, directory and 
gas-price signs 


(a) Free-standing signs and/or their supports shall not have any 
attachments of additional signs or banners (i.e.: credit card, auto 
clubs, open, rates, pool, air conditioned, TV, menus, _ live 
entertainment, special events, temporary promotions, etc.). Such 
information shall be incorporated within the main sign itself. 
However, this shall not prohibit multiple or ladder signs as permitted 
in Section 5.11. 


Exception: Commercial accommodations may have one (no) vacancy sign 
attached (to the free-standing sign) with a maximum of two (2) square 
feet in area. 


(b) Free-standing signs over six (6) feet high may have no more than 
two (2) sides; those less than six (6) feet high may have three (3) or 
four (4) sides. 


(c) Only one free-standing sign is allowed per parcel of land upon 
which there exists a permitted business(es), except that a lot with 
frontage on two (2) streets, having three hundred (300) feet, or more, 
of total street frontage, may have two (2) free-standing signs, one for 
each street, not less than one hundred seventy-five (175) feet apart. 
A lot with frontage on more than one street, which is not continuous 
frontage, may have one additional sign for each driveway entrance. 
However, only one sign may exceed 16 square feet in total area, if 
allowed. 


(d) In addition to the above, free-standing directory signs for 
properties containing nine (9) or more businesses may be erected in 
accordance with Sections 5.11 (d) and 4.2.4. 


(e) In addition to the above, retail businesses selling automotive 
fuel may have one additional free-standing sign which only indicates 
the price of motor fuel only. The maximum size shall be twelve (12) 
square feet with no additional advertising on the same sign or 
supports. 


5.6 Illuminated Signs 


(a) Signs shall be illuminated only with steady, stationary, shielded 
light sources directed solely onto the sign without causing glare. 


(b) Internal illumination is permitted for up to forty (40) square 
feet of area for any sign except for residential and/or home occupation 
signs and for all signs in the Historic Districts other than time and 
temperature signs, Residential Districts, and Agricultural Districts, 
regardless of the use of the property. In no case shall internally 
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illuminated signs cause a glare. 
(c) Neon window signs may be permitted as in Section 5.18. 


(d) Gas-filled light tubes shall be allowed for indirect illumination 
and when placed in such a manner that the tubes are not exposed to view 
from any point along the public roadway or sidewalk. 


5.7 Individual Letters or Symbols 


These may be attached to an awning, marquee, building surface, wall, or 
signboard. 


(a) Letters or symbols shall not project more than twelve (12) inches 
from the building surface. 


(b) Letters or symbols shall have an aggregate area (per Section 4.7) 
not exceeding 1.5 square feet for each foot of building face parallel 
to a street line, or ten percent (10%) of the wall area to which they 
are affixed, whichever is less. When a lot fronts on more than one 
street, the aggregate sign area facing each street frontage shall be 
calculated separately. [See Section 5.17 (d).] 


(c) See also Section 5.14 "Wall Signs". 

5.8 Landmark Signs 

An older sign of artistic or historic merit, uniqueness or 
extraordinary significance to the town as identified by the Falmouth 
Historical District Commission. The character of such signs warrants 
their preservation in original condition, or their restoration. 

5.9 Marquee Signs 

A sign painted on, attached to, or consisting of interchangeable copy, 
on a permanent overhanging shelter which projects from the face of a 
building. 

(a) Such signs may be painted on or attached flat against the surface 
of, but not extended beyond or attached to the underside of the 
overhang. 


(b) Letters or symbols shall not exceed twelve (12) inches high. 


(c) A minimum clearance of ten (10) feet above the sidewalk level must 
be allowed for pedestrian clearance. 


5.10 Movable, Portable or Mobile Signs 


Movable, portable or mobile signs are not permitted in any district 
except as follows: 


5.10.1 Flags 


Except during national holidays, a maximum of two (2) governmental 
flags are permitted and one additional non-governmental flag with a 
maximum size of fifteen (15) square feet (i.e.: 3’ X 5’) is permitted 
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for each business. 
Nautical signal flags attached to a yard arm from a single flag pole 
are exempt. 


5.10.2 Pennants 


Exception for pennants and similar devices intended for charitable or 
Civic event purposes, only. 


5.10.3 Special Events or Promotions 


A business or community service may have one movable, portable or 
mobile sign on its premises, not to exceed sixteen (16) square feet, 
not more than two (2) times, nor more than a total of thirty (30) days 
per calendar year, in addition to other permitted signs. Such signs 
shall be required to have permits but permit fees shall be waived. 


5.11 Multiple and Ladder Signs 


A multiple or ladder sign may be erected to advertise several occupants 
of the same building or building complex. 


(a) The display board shall be of an integrated and uniform design and 
colors. 


(b) The maximum allowable dimensions permitted for a sign that is 
located within the minimum building setbacks allowed under the zoning 
by-law shall be in accordance with Table 5.5.1. The sign with the name 
of the building or office park and all horizontal crosspiece signs 
shall be included within the maximum allowable sign dimensions. 


(c) One sign, allowable under 5.11 (b), is permitted for each street 
frontage in lieu of the free-standing sign allowed under Section 5.5. 


(d) Signs located beyond the minimum building setbacks are permitted 
in addition to the signs permitted above in (a) and (b) for properties 
containing nine (9) or more businesses, however the maximum sign area 
permitted is eight (8) square feet for the sign bearing the name of the 
building or office park, and two (2) square feet for the name of each 
business or office located there. There shall be no limit on the 
number of such signs erected since they are primarily for informational 
and directional purposes. 


5.12 Off-—Premise Signs 


(a) Informational and directional signs containing no advertising are 
permitted to direct traffic flow, indicate parking space, identify 
points of interest, or provide other essential information to guide 
vehicular or pedestrian traffic flow, and may be erected by the Town of 
Falmouth Department of Public Works as a matter of right or by others 
with a license from the Board of Selectmen. 


(b) Off-premise signs as permitted above in (a) shall not be larger 
than two (2) square feet in area and must be free standing. 


(c) Off-premise directory boards and/or informational and directional 
signs, for the purpose of locating businesses, may contain 
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identification signs not larger than two (2) square feet for each 
business and may be permitted along public ways if a license is granted 
by the Board of -Selectmen after complying with Section 4.1. The 
identification signs may be erected below one sign that may not exceed 
eight (8) square feet. 


(d) Off-premise directional signs that do not restrict visibility, not 
larger than six (6) square feet, may be displayed on a public or 
private way for a maximum of eighteen (18) hours for such one-day 
events as yard sales, open houses, road races, etc. These signs may be 
erected as a matter of right without the necessity of a license or a 


sign permit. 


5.13 Painted Wall and Roof Signs 
Painted wall signs are not permitted. 
No sign shall be painted on any roof surface. 


5.14 Political Signs 


A sign designated to influence the action of voters for the passage or 
defeat of a measure, or the election of a candidate to a public office 
at a national, state, or other local election. 


(a) Such signs are permitted on private property if they are 
stationary, unlighted, and temporary. 


(b) Such signs shall be displayed no earlier than thirty (30) days 
prior to a voting day, and shall be removed within five (5) days after 
a voting day. 


(c) Such signs may not exceed six (6) square feet. 
(d) A maximum of two (2) signs per lot is allowed. 


5.15 Projecting Signs 

A sign which is affixed to a building, pole, or other structure and 
which extends more than six (6) inches beyond the surface to which it 
is affixed. 


Projecting signs are not permitted. 
5.16 Public Service Signs 


A sign located for the purpose of public information, providing 
directions towards or indication of use not readily visible from the 
street (e.g. restrooms, telephone, gas station pump heads, etc.). 
Signs prohibiting trespass, hunting, and the like, and signs warning of 
danger, such as "High Voltage". Street name signs, and signs erected 
by the Town, County, or Commonwealth for the direction and control of 
Crartic: 


(a) Such signs necessary for public safety and and convenience shall 
not exceed two (2) square feet except for vehicular traffic control. 


(b) Such signs shall bear no advertising. 
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(c) Such signs are not included in computing total sign area allowed 
by any part of this (Chapter) by-law. 


5.17 Wall and Roof Signs 
Roof and wall signs are defined in Section two (2). 


(a) No part of a wall or roof sign, including the display surface, 
shall project more than fifteen (15) inches from the surface of a 
building at which point the sign is attached. 


(b) Such sign shall not obscure architectural features of the 
building, not limited to features such as arches, sills, mouldings, 
cornices, and transoms. 


(c) Such sign shall not extend above the highest point of the roof, or 
parapet if one exists, nor beyond the ends of the wall to which it is 
attached. 


(d) Such signs shall have an total area not exceeding 1.5 square feet 
for each horizontal foot of building face parallel to a street line, or 
ten (10) percent of the wall area to which it is attached, whichever is 
less. Where a lot fronts on more than one street, and/or parking lots 
for the business, or water for marine service businesses, signs may be 
erected to face the respective streets, parking lots or water, and the 
aggregate sign area facing each street frontage, parking lot or water 
shall be calculated separately. The area of window signs shall be 
deducted per Section 5.18 (b). 


(e) A roof sign may be used in place of a wall sign. 


(£) Where two (2) or more wall or roof signs are affixed to one wall 
or roof, the gross sign area shall be the sum total area of all signs. 


(g) Wall or roof signs shall not extend higher than the highest point 
of the roof or top of the parapet wall of the principal building. 


5.18 Window and Neon Signs 

(See definition of window sign in Section 2.) 

(a) Window signs shall not exceed more than twenty-five (25) percent 
of the total window area of the wall of each business facing each 
street or parking lot in which they are displayed. 

(b) The area of such sign(s) in excess of two (2) square feet in area 


shall be deducted from the total area allowed for wall signs in Section 
Balls 


(c) A maximum of two (2) (window) neon signs may be permitted per 
business. 


6. Districts 
Districts shall mean zoning districts as set forth in Falmouth’s Zoning 
By-law. Allowable uses shall mean as allowed in the respective zoning 


district by the Falmouth zoning by-law. 
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7. Maintenance 

A sign shall be maintained in a secure and safe condition. If the 
Building Commissioner or his/her agent believes that a sign is not 
secure, safe, or ina good state of repair, written notice of this fact 
with a specified time for correction of the violation shall be given to 
the person responsible for the maintenance of the sign. If the defect 
in the sign is not corrected within the time specified, the Building 
Commissioner may revoke the sign permit and require the owner to remove 
the sign at his expense. Failure to comply will render the sign 
subject to the removal provisions of Section 3.8 and/or the sign owner 
may be found in violation of the sign by-law and be liable for 
penalties as specified in Section 4.6 


8. Severability 

The provisions of this chapter are severable from each other and the 
invalidity of any provision or section shall not invalidate any other 
provision or section thereof. 

Or do or take any other action in this matter. On request of the 
Planning Board. 


AMENDED To see if the Town will vote to amend Falmouth’s General 
By-laws by ADDING Chapter XVIII, SIGN BY-LAW.I 


1. PURPOSE 


1.1 To promote the safety, comfort, and well-being of the users of the 
streets, roads, and highways in the town of Falmouth; 


1.2 To reduce distractions and obstructions from signs which would 
adversely affect traffic safety, and to alleviate hazards caused by 
signs projecting over or encroaching upon public ways: 


1.3 To discourage excessive visual competition in signage and ensure 
that signs aid orientation and adequately identify uses and activities 
to the public; and, 


A To preserve or enhance town character by requiring new and 
replacement signage which is: 

* creative and distinctive; 

* compatible with the surroundings; 

* appropriate to the type of activity to which it pertains; 

* expressive of the identity of individual proprietors or of the 
community as a whole; and 

* appropriately sized in its context, so as to be easily readable. 


1.5 This by-law is adopted pursuant to Article 89 of the Constitution 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and Chapter 40, Section 1 (1) of 
the Massachusetts General Laws. 


2. DEFINITIONS 


Words and phrases used in this by-law shall have the meanings set forth 
in this section. Words and phrases not defined in this section but 
defined in the zoning by-law of the Town of Falmouth shall be given the 
meanings set forth in such by-law. All other words and phrases shall 
be given their common, ordinary meaning, unless the context clearly 
requires otherwise. Section headings or captions are for reference 
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purposes only and shall not be used in the interpretation of this 


by-law. 


Sign: Any display of lettering, logos, colors, lights, flags, banners, 
pennants, ribbons, spinners (or similar devices), or illuminated neon 
tubes visible to the public from outside of a building or from a 
travelled way, which either conveys a message to the public, or intends 
to advertise, direct, invite, announce, or draw attention to, directly 
or indirectly, a use conducted, goods, products, services or facilities 
available, either on the lot or on any other premises. This shall not 
include vending machine signage. 


Billboard: A free-standing sign larger than forty (40) square feet in 
gross area, or a wall sign covering more than ten percent (10/%) of the 
area to which it is affixed. Exception: Shopping mall sign. 


Comminity Services: Churches, schools, public libraries, public 
museums, parish houses, hospitals, sanitoria, educational, research and 
philanthropic institutions, cemeteries. Parks, playgrounds, fire and 
police stations, armories, beaches, town forests, water shed, water 
towers and reservoirs, and recreation buildings. Passenger stations, 
town wharves and landings. 


Facade: The exterior surface of a building. 


Flashing Sign: A sign whose illumination is not kept constant in 
intensity at all times when in use, and which exhibits changes in 
light, color, direction, or animation. A sign whose illumination 
changes to indicate the date, time, and temperature will not be 
considered a flashing sign. 


Free-Standing Sign: A self-supporting sign not attached to any 
building, wall, or fence, but in a fixed location. This does not 
include movable, portable, mobile or trailer type signs. 


Home Occupation: Any activity customarily carried on by the occupants 
of a dwelling unit, as defined and allowed by Falmouth’s Zoning By-law. 


Industrial Building: A building occupied and used primarily for the 
purpose of manufacturing or warehousing and which may also include a 
limited amount of office space used in conjunction with the industrial 
operations. 


Illuminated Sign: Any sign lit by electrical bulbs, florescent lights, 
or neon tubes. Neon tubes used as abstract, graphic, decorative, or 
architectural elements shall be considered to constitute an illuminated 
sign. Christmas lighting shall not be deemed to be illuminated signs. 


Landmark Sign: An older sign of artistic or historic merit, 
uniqueness, or extraordinary significance to the town as identified by 
the Falmouth Historical District Commission. 


Lintel: The horizontal support member across the head of a door or 
window. 


Movable, Portable or Mobile Sign: A sign capable of being readily 
moved or relocated, including portable signs mounted on, attached to, 
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or painted on a chassis and wheels, a truck, trailer, or other vehicle 
if placed at a location especially prepared for display through special 
lighting or elevation, or in the case of commercial vehicles having 
lettering, logos, or similar devices, if such vehicles are placed at a 
location more prominent than a feasible alternative on the site, or any 
sign supported by legs. Also signs converted to A-or T-frames; menu 
and sandwich board signs; balloons used as signs; and umbrellas used 
for advertising. 


Multiple or Ladder Signs: A free-standing sign with a vertical 
support(s), with two or more horizontal crosspiece signs, or two or 
more hanging horizontal signs, serving as_ individual signs. for 
identification or advertising purposes. 


Off-premises Sign: Any sign which is not on the premises of the 
business, including a billboard or movable sign. 


On-premises Sign: Any sign that advertises, calls attention to or 
identifies the occupant of the premises on which the sign is 
maintained, or the business transacted thereon, or advertises the 
property itself or any part thereof as for sale or rent. 


Political Sign: A sign designated to influence the action of voters 
for the passage or defeat of a measure, or the election of a candidate 
to a public office at a national, state, or other election. 


Public Service Sign: A sign located for the purpose of public 
information, providing directions towards or indication of use not 
readily visible from the street (e.g. restrooms, telephone, etc.). 
Signs prohibiting trespass, hunting, and the like, and signs warning of 
danger, such as "High Voltage". Street name signs, and signs erected 
by the Town, County, or Commonwealth for the direction and control of 
traffic. 


Projecting Sign: A sign which is affixed to a building, tree, pole, or 
other structure and which extends more than six (6) inches beyond the 
surface to which it is affixed. 


Roof Sign: A sign which is located above, or projects above, the 
lowest point of the eaves or the top of a parapet wall of any building, 
or which is painted on or fastened to a roof. 


Shopping Center: A group of three (3) or more separate business 
buildings or five (5) or more stores, shops, and/or service centers, 
built as a plaza, village or office complex, located on one lot. 


Shopping Mall: A roofed-over common pedestrian area serving more than 
one (1) tenant located within a covered mall building. It consists of 
a pedestrian walk between two facing strips of stores, with anchor 
tenants placed at either end (or, if there are more than two, spotted 
throughout the mall). Consumer traffic is generated back and forth 
along the walk. 


Store: A commercial establishment for the sale of goods and 
merchandise. 
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Temporary Sign: A sign intended to be used for a period of no more 
than thirty (30) days. 


Wall Area: The sum of the gross vertical area, in square feet, of the 
pertinent wall measured from the exterior faces of the wall which shall 
include doors and windows therein. A parapet [that part of a wall that 
extends above the roof level] shall not be included in the calculations 
for wall area. 


Wall Sign: Any sign which is painted on, incorporated into, or affixed 
parallel to the wall of a building, and which extends not more than six 
(6) inches from the surface of that building. 


Window Sign: A sign affixed to the surface of a window (inside or 
outside) or displayed behind a window so as to attract attention from 
the outside. A sign shall be deemed a window sign if it is within the 
display, or show case of the window, or within four (4) feet of the 
inside surface of a window through which it is intended to be viewed. 


3. GENERAL 


3.1 Permitted Signs 

Only signs which refer to a permitted use, or an approved conditional 
use, as set forth in Falmouth’s Zoning by-law are permitted, provided 
such signs conform to the provisions of this Chapter. 


3.2 Prohibited Signs 

(a) Billboards, streamers, pennants, ribbons or other similar devices 
shall not be constructed, posted or erected in any zoning district. 
Exceptions include flags, as allowed under Section 5.10.1, and buntings 
exhibited to commemorate national patriotic holidays, and temporary 
banner(s) announcing charitable or civic events events as allowed under 
Section 5.10.2, which shall be defined as temporary signs. 

(b) Flashing signs, roof signs, signs containing moving parts, and 
parts containing reflective elements which sparkle or twinkle in the 
sunlight are not permitted. Barber poles and signs indicating the 
current time and/or temperature are permitted provided they meet all 
other provisions of this (Chapter) by-law. 

(c) Any sign advertising or identifying a business or organization 
which is either defunct or no longer located on the premises is not 
permitted. Exceptions are granted to Landmark Signs which may be 
preserved and maintained even if they no longer pertain to the present 
use of the premises. 

(d) No sign shall be larger than forty (40) square feet, except for a 
mall sign, which shall be no larger than one hundred thirty-two (132) 
square feet. 

(e) No sign, except for a traffic, regulatory, or informational sign, 
shall use the words "stop", "caution", or "danger", or _ shall 
incorporate red, amber, or green lights resembling traffic signals, or 
shall resemble "stop" or "yield" signs in shape and color. 


3.3 Illumination Standards 

(a) No person may erect a sign which flashes, rotates, or has 
motorized moving parts except for rotating barber poles. 

(b) No person may erect a sign with exposed electrical wires. 

(c) No person may erect a sign that constitutes a hazard to pedestrian 
or vehicular traffic because of intensity or direction of illumination. 
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3.4 Placement Standards 

(a) No person may erect a sign which is affixed to a fence, utility 
pole, or tree. 

(b) Signs shall‘ not be mounted above the roof ridge line unless 
mounted on a parapet wall which extends above the roof line, in which 
case the sign may not extend above the top of said parapet. 

(c) No projecting sign shall extend into a vehicular public or private 
way, or be less than ten (10) feet above a pedestrian way. 

(d) No free-standing sign together with any supporting framework shall 
extend to a height above eighteen (18) feet from the level of the 
centerline of the street which is closest to the sign. 

(e) Signs shall not cover architectural details such as, but not 
limited to, arches, sills, moulding, cornices, and transom windows. 


3.5 Safety Standards 

No person may erect a sign which: 

(a) is structurally unsafe; 

(b) constitutes a hazard to public safety and health by reason of 

inadequate maintenance, dilapidation or abandonment; 

(c) obstructs free entrance or exit from a required door, window, or 
fire escape; 

(d) obstructs light or air or interferes with proper functioning of 

the building; or 

(e) is capable of causing electrical shock. 


3.6 Exceptions 
For the purposes of this Section, the term "sign" shall not include: 


(a) signs erected or posted and maintained for public safety and 
welfare or pursuant to any governmental function, law, by-law, or other 
regulation. 


(b) a bulletin board or similar sign not exceeding ten (10) square 
feet in display area, in connection with any church, museum, library, 
school, or similar public or semi-public structure, provided that the 
top of such sign shall not be more than eight (8) feet above ground 
level, and provided that it does not possess any of the characteristics 
listed in Section 3.2 above. 

(c) directional signs solely indicating ingress and egress placed at 
driveway locations, containing no advertising material, and where 
display area does not exceed three (3) square feet or extend higher 
than four (4) feet above ground level. Such sign shall conform in all 
respects with the requirements of this code; and 

(d) Signs relating to trespassing and hunting, warning of danger such 
as "High Voltage", etc. not exceeding two (2) square feet in area. 


3.7 Sign Content 

Standard displays. Standard brand names, logos, symbols, or slogans of 
advertised products or services shall be displayed only if that brand 
comprises more than twenty-five (25) percent of the dollar value of 
sales on the premises, as declared by affidavit by the business owner 
or manager. 


3.8 Non-—Conforming Signs* 
Legally non-conforming signs and their supporting structures may remain 
except as qualified below: 


(a) Other than sign maintenance, no non-conforming sign and supporting 
structures shall be reconstructed, remodeled, relocated, or changed in 
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the sign conforming in all respects to this (Chapter) by-law. Any 
change in ownership of the property or of the business shall require 
that the sign will conform in all respects to this (Chapter) by-law 
within forty-five (45) days of such property or business transfer for 
single-business signs. Multiple- business or ladder signs must conform 
within forty-five (45) days of change of ownership of entire 
building(s), or prior to May 1, 1996, whichever is first. 

(b) Nothing in this Section shall be deemed to prevent keeping in good 
repair a non-conforming sign, including sign maintenance, repainting, 
and replacement of broken or deteriorated parts of the sign itself. 
Supporting structures for non-conforming signs may be replaced, except 
that the sign height must be brought into compliance with this by-law, 
without having such replacement make the sign and sign structure 
conforming in all respects. 

(c) A non-conforming sign and/or its supporting structures which is 
destroyed or damaged by any casualty may be restored within six (6) 
months after such destruction or damage only after the owner has shown 
that the damage did not exceed fifty percent (50%) of the appraised 
value (replacement value less depreciation) of the sign. If such sign 
or sign structure is destroyed or damaged to an extent exceeding fifty 
percent (50%), it shall be removed and shall not be reconstructed or 
replaced unless such action makes the sign and sign structure 
conforming in all respects. 

(d) A non-conforming sign or sign structure shall be removed within 
thirty (30) days if the building containing the use to which the sign 
is accessory is demolished or destroyed to an extent exceeding fifty 
percent (50%) of the building’s appraised value (not including land). 
(e) Each non-conforming sign not removed when required above shall be 
deemed a public nuisance, and the Town may proceed to obtain a court 
order compelling its removal. Costs of said removal shall be borne by 
the sign owner and/or property owner and may be recovered by the Town, 
if necessary, in an action of contract in a court of competent 
jurisdiction, in accordance with the appropriate state law. 

(£) Removed Signs to be Stored: A sign or sign structure removed by 
the Town shall be held not less than thirty (30) days by the town 
during which period it may be recovered by the owner upon paying the 
Town for the cost of removal and storage, and upon payment of any 
imposed fine. If not recovered within the thirty (30) day period, the 
sign or sign structure is hereby declared abandoned and title thereto 
shall be vested in the Town of Falmouth for disposal in any manner 
permitted by law. 


* Note: Falmouth first adopted sign regulations on March 7, 1966 (ATM 
Article 42) as part of the zoning by-law. 


4. ADMINISTRATION 


4.1 Design Review Committee 

4.1.1 Purpose. One of the purposes of the Design Review Committee 
will be to provide advisory recommendation to the Building Commissioner 
and the Board of Selectmen on their respective decisions to grant 
permits to certain business signs and to periodically review the 
existing sign by-law and advise the Planning Board as to desirable 
modifications. 


4.1.2 Membership. The Design Review Committee shall be the same as in 
Section 7165 of Falmouth Zoning By-law. 
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4.1.3 Schedule for Recommendations. Within twenty-one (21) days of 
receipt of the application to the Building Commissioner for a sign 
permit, the Committee shall submit its majority recommendation to the 
Building Commissioner and the Board of Selectmen if a license is 
required from the Selectmen. 


4.1.4 Criteria for Recommendations. In making recommendations, the 
Design Review Committee will consider whether the size, location, 
design, texture, lighting and materials of signs, as well as any 
landscaping surrounding the signs, are in harmony with the significant 
architectural features of existing and proposed buildings and 
compatible with surrounding signs and architecture. 


4.2 Permits 

4.2.2 No sign shall be erected, displayed, altered, or enlarged until 
an application has been filed, and until a permit for such action has 
been issued. Applications shall be on forms prescribed by the Building 
Commissioner. At a minimum, all applications shall include a scale 
drawing specifying dimensions, materials, illumination, letter sizes, 
colors, support systems, and location on land or buildings, with all 
relevant measurements. 


4.2.3 The Building Commissioner shall act within thirty (30) days of 
receipt of such application together with the required fee. A written 
appeal of the Building Commissioner’s action can be made within twenty 
(20) days of the Building Commissioner’s action, to the Board of 
Selectmen. The Board of Selectmen shall hold a public hearing within 
forty-five (45) days of receipt of the written appeal. They shall make 
a decision within ten (10) days of the close of the hearing. Their 
majority decision shall be final. 


4.2.4 A Sign Permit application for signs over eight (8) square feet, 
and for all signs in any Historic District zone, shall be referred to 
the Design Review Committee, which shall make recommendations to the 
Building Commissioner. If the Design Review Committee holds a public 
meeting, the Building Commissioner’s decision may be delayed until 
forty-five (45) days after receipt of the completed application. 
Comment: All signs in Historic Districts must also receive approval 
from the Historic District Commission. 25) 


4.2.5 The following types of signs shall be authorized by right, 
without the necessity of a permit: 

(a) Address signs per Section 5.1. 

(b) For sale, rent, or lease signs per Section 5.4. 

(c) Political signs per Section 5.14. 

(d) Flags per Section 5.10.1. 

(e) Public service signs per Sections 5.12 (a) and 5.16. 

(£) Window signs per Section 5.18. 

(g) Off-premise directional signs per Section 5.12 (d). 


4.3 Fees 

A schedule of fees for such permits may be established and amended from 
time to time by the Board of Selectmen. However, fees shall be waived 
for signs for governmental, religious and non-profit civic organization 
uses.

4.4 Enforcement 

The Building Commissioner is hereby designated as the Sign Code 
Enforcement Officer and is hereby authorized to enforce this (Chapter) 
by- law. The Building Commissioner is authorized to order the repair 
or removal of any sign and its supporting structure which is judged 
dangerous, or in disrepair, or which is erected or maintained contrary 
to this (Chapter) by-law. 


4.5 Removal of Signs 

Any sign which has been ordered removed by the Building Commissioner, 
or his/her agent, or is abandoned or discontinued, shall be removed by 
the person, firm, trust, realty trust or corporation responsible for 
the sign within thirty (30) days of written notice to remove. 


In the event the business occupant ceases operation and fails to remove 
the sign within sixty (60) days, the Building Commissioner shall find 
the sign has been abandoned and shall order the property owner to 
remove the sign. 


Illegal signs shall be subject to the removal provisions of Section 


4.6 Penalties 

Violation of any provision of this (Chapter) by-law or any lawful order 
of the Building Commissioner or his/her agent shall be subject to a 
fine of not more than $300.00 per offense. Each day that such 
violation continues shall constitute a separate offense. Enforcement 
shall be in accordance with Chapter XVI and Chapter XVII of Falmouth’s 
General By-laws. The Building Commissioner or his/her agent is 
authorized to use the non-criminal disposition method which shall carry 
the same fines as set forth for violations of the zoning by-law in 
Section 1 of Chapter XVI. 


4.7 Measurement of Sign Area 

(a) Sign area shall be the entire area of the sign, bounded by a 
single continuous line that encloses the extreme limits of the sign 
surface. 

(b) For a sign applied to a building, the area shall be considered to 
include all lettering, wording and accompanying designs or symbols, 
together with any background of a different color than the natural 
color, or finish material of the building. 

(c) For a sign consisting of individual letters or symbols attached to 
or painted on a surface, building, wall, or window, the area shall be 
considered to be that of the smallest square, circle, rectangle, 
triangle or other shape which encompasses all of the letters and 
symbols. 

(d) The area of supporting framework (for example: brackets, posts, 
etc.) shall not be included in the sign area measurement if such 
framework is incidental to the display. The area of the supporting 
framework shall be considered incidental if the total area is 20% or 
less than the sign (area) which is supported. 

(e) When a sign has two (2) or more faces, the area of all faces shall 
be included in determining the area, except where two (2) faces are 
placed back to back and are at no point more than two (2) feet from 
each other. In this case, the sign shall be taken as the area of 
either face, and if the faces are unequal, the larger shall determine 
the area. 
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4.8 Measurement of Height 

The height of any sign shall be measured from the surface of the road 
up to the highest point of the sign. In situations where a sign is 
intended to be -visible from two roads of different elevations, 
measurement shall be from the surface of the lower roadway. 


4.9 Variances for Signs 

In those rare and particular instances where the strict application of 
this (Chapter) by-law would be impractical, impossible or create undue 
hardship, a majority of the Board of Selectmen may permit variances 
from this by-law. Such variances shall only be permitted when it is 
determined that the architecture of the building(s), the location of 
the building(s) with reference to a street, or the nature of the use 
being made of the building(s), is such that a variance would be in the 
public interest. In granting such variance, the Board of Selectmen 
shall specify the size and location of the sign(s) and impose such 
other terms and restrictions as deemed to be in the public interest. 


Applicants seeking a variance from these regulations shall provide the 
Board of Selectmen with information in the form of perspectives, 
renderings, photographs, models or other representations sufficient to 
show the nature of the proposed sign and its effect on the immediate 
surroundings in addition to the material specified for application 
under Section 4.2. 


The Board of Selectmen shall hold a public hearing within thirty (30) 
days of receipt of the written variance request. They shall make a 
written decision within thirty (30) days of the close of the hearing 
and file said decision with the Town Clerk. Any person aggrieved by a 
decision of the Board of Selectmen, whether or not previously a party 
to the proceeding, may appeal to a court of competent jurisdiction 
within twenty-one (21) days after the entry of the decision with the 
Town Clerk. 


5. GENERAL STANDARDS FOR SPECIFIC TYPES OF SIGNS 


5.1 Address 

One sign displaying the street number or name of the occupant of the 
premises, or both. 

(a) Such sign may include identification of an on-premise customary 
home occupation. 

(b) Such sign may be attached to the building or may be on a post not 
more than four (4) feet high, and setback behind the property line. 

(c) Such sign may not exceed two (2) square feet in area. 


5.2 Awning 

A sign painted on or attached to the cover of a movable metallic frame, 
of the hinged, roll, or folding type of awning. 

(a) Such sign must be painted on or attached flat against the surface 
of the awning, but not extend beyond the valance or be attached to the 
underside. 

(b) Letters shall not exceed ten (10) inches in height. 

(c) A minimum of eight (8) feet above sidewalk level must be allowed 
for pedestrian clearance. 

(d) The awning sign area shall be calculated in the total allowable 
sign area for wall signs. 
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5.3 Construction 

An on-premise sign identifying the contractor, architect, landscape 
architect, and/or engineer’s name, address, and other pertinent 
information. 

(a) Such signs shall not exceed twelve (12) square feet, and shall be 
set back behind the property line. 

(b) Such a sign may be maintained on the building or property for the 
interim of construction, and not more than thirty (30) days following 
the issuance of a use and occupancy certificate or completion of said 
construction. 


5.4 For Sale/Rent/Lease 

An on-premise sign advertising the property being sold, leased, or 
rented. 

(a) Such sign shall not exceed six (6) square feet. 

(b) Such signs shall advertise only the property on which the sign is 
located, except as provided for in Section 5.12 (d). 

(c) A maximum of two (2) such signs may be maintained on any property 
being sold, leased, or rented, and they shall be removed by the owner 
or agent within thirty (30) days of sale, lease, or rent. 


5.5 Free-Standing 

A self-supporting sign not attached to any building, wall, or fence, 
but in a fixed location. This does not include movable, portable, or 
mobile type signs. Dimensional standards for free-standing signs in 
different zoning districts, according to use, are specified in Table 
5.5.1 below.

*Note: In all other districts, each premises, on which there exists or 
is permitted any business activity, including agriculture, horticulture 
and floriculture, (other than home occupation) duly authorized by 
special permit, variance, or exception under the zoning by-law shall be 
allowed to use the business and industrial use column of this Table, 
however: 


Commercial accommodations with sleeping accommodations for five (5) to 
twenty (20) guests may have a maximum sign area of eight (8) square 
feet. 


Commercial accommodations with sleeping accommodations for less than 


five (5) guests shall may have a maximum sign area of four (4) square 
feet. 
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*x*Exception: The sign may be constructed with less than the minimum 
ground clearance if there is adequate visibility for vehicles and 
adequate protection for pedestrian safety. 


5.5.2 Attachments, number of sides, more than one sign, directory and 
gas-price signs 


(a) Free-standing signs and/or their supports shall not have any 
attachments of additional signs or banners (i.e.: credit card, auto 
clubs, open, rates, pool, air conditioned, TV, menus, _ live 
entertainment, special events, temporary promotions, etc.). Such 
information shall be incorporated within the main sign itself. 
However, this shall not prohibit multiple or ladder signs as permitted 
in Section 5.11. 


Exception: Commercial accommodations may have one (no) vacancy sign 
attached (to the free-standing sign) with a maximum of two (2) square 
feet in area. 


(b) Free-standing signs over six (6) feet high may have no more than 
two (2) sides; those less than six (6) feet high may have three (3) or 
four (4) sides. 

(c) Only one free-standing sign is allowed per parcel of land upon 
which there exists a permitted business(es), except that a lot with 
frontage on two (2) streets, having three hundred (300) feet, or more, 
of total street frontage, may have two (2) free-standing signs, one for 
each street, not less than one hundred seventy-five (175) feet apart. 
A lot with frontage on more than one street, which is not continuous 
frontage, may have one additional sign for each driveway entrance. 
However, only one sign may exceed 16 square feet in total area, if 
allowed. 

(d) In addition to the above, free-standing directory signs for 
properties containing nine (9) or more businesses may be erected in 
accordance with Sections 5.11 (d) and 4.2.4. 

(e) In addition to the above, retail businesses selling automotive 
fuel may have one additional free-standing sign which only indicates 
the price of motor fuel only. The maximum size shall be twelve (12) 
square feet with no additional advertising on the same sign or 
supports. 


5.6 Illuminated Signs 

(a) Signs shall be illuminated only with steady, stationary, shielded 
light sources directed solely onto the sign without causing glare. 

(b) Internal illumination is permitted for up to forty (40) square 
feet of area for any sign, except that no internal illumination is 
permitted for residential and/or home occupation signs and for all 
signs in the Historic Districts other than time and temperature signs, 
Residential Districts, and Agricultural Districts, regardless of the 
use of the property. In no case shall internally illuminated signs 
cause a glare. 

(c) Neon window signs may be permitted as in Section 5.18. 

(d) Gas-filled light tubes shall be allowed for indirect illumination 
and when placed in such a manner that the tubes are not exposed to view 
from any point along the public roadway or sidewalk. 


5.7 Individual Letters or Symbols 
These may be attached to an awning, marquee, building surface, wall, or 
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signboard. 

(a) Letters or symbols shall not project more than twelve (12) inches 
from the building surface. 

(b) Letters or symbols shall have an aggregate area (per Section 4.7) 
not exceeding 1.5 square feet for each horizontal foot of building face 
parallel to a street line, or ten percent (10%) of the wall area to 
which they are affixed, whichever is less. When a lot fronts on more 
than one street, the aggregate sign area facing each street frontage 
shall be calculated separately. [See Section 5.17 (d).] 

(c) See also Section 5.14 "Wall Signs". 


5.8 Landmark Signs 

An older sign of artistic or historic merit, uniqueness’ or 
extraordinary significance to the town as identified by the Falmouth 
Historical District Commission. The character of such signs warrants 
their preservation in original condition, or their restoration. 


5.9 Marquee Signs 

A sign painted on, attached to, or consisting of interchangeable copy, 
on a permanent overhanging shelter which projects from the face of a 
building. 

(a) Such signs may be painted on or attached flat against the surface 
of, but not extended beyond or attached to the underside of the 
overhang. 

(b) Letters or symbols shall not exceed twelve (12) inches high. 

(c) A minimum clearance of ten (10) feet above the sidewalk level must 
be allowed for pedestrian clearance. 


5.10 Movable, Portable or Mobile Signs 
Movable, portable or mobile signs are not permitted in any district 
except as follows: 


5.10.1 Flags 

Except during national holidays, a maximum of two (2) governmental 
flags are permitted and one additional non-governmental flag with a 
maximum size of fifteen (15) square feet (i.e.: 3’ X 5’) is permitted 
for each business. 


Nautical signal flags attached to a yard arm from a single flag pole 
are exempt. 


5.10.2 Pennants 
Exception for pennants and similar devices intended for charitable or 
civic event purposes, only. 


5.10.3 Special Events or Promotions 

A business or community service may have one movable, portable or 
mobile sign on its premises, not to exceed sixteen (16) square feet, 
not more than two (2) times, nor more than a total of thirty (30) days 
per calendar year, in addition to other permitted signs. Such signs 
shall be required to have permits but permit fees shall be waived. 


5.11 Multiple and Ladder Signs 
A multiple or ladder sign may be erected to advertise several occupants 
of the same building or building complex. 


(a) The display board shall be of an integrated and uniform design and 
colors. 
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(b) The maximum allowable dimensions permitted for a sign that is 
located within the minimum building setbacks allowed under the zoning 
by-law shall be in accordance with Table 5.5.1. The sign with the name 
of the building or office park and all horizontal crosspiece signs 
shall be included within the maximum allowable sign dimensions. 

(c) One sign, allowable under 5.11 (b), is permitted for each street 
frontage in lieu of the free-standing sign allowed under Section 5.5. 
(d) Signs located beyond the minimum building setbacks are permitted 
in addition to the signs permitted above in (a) and (b) for properties 
containing nine (9) or more businesses, however the maximum sign area 
permitted is eight (8) square feet for the sign bearing the name of the 
building or office park, and two (2) square feet for the name of each 
business or office located there. There shall be no limit on the 
number of such signs erected since they are primarily for informational 
and directional purposes. 


5.12 Off-—Premise Signs 

(a) Informational and directional signs containing no advertising are 
permitted to direct traffic flow, indicate parking space, identify 
points of interest, or provide other essential information to guide 
vehicular or pedestrian traffic flow, and may be erected by the Town of 
Falmouth Department of Public Works as a matter of right or by others 
with a license from the Board of Selectmen. 

(b) Off-premise signs as permitted above in (a) shall not be larger 
than two (2) square feet in area and must be free standing. 

(c) Off-premise directory boards and/or informational and directional 
signs, for the purpose of locating businesses, may contain 
identification signs not larger than two (2) square feet for each 
business and may be permitted along public ways if a license is granted 
by the Board of Selectmen after complying with Section 4.1. The 
identification signs may be erected below one sign that may not exceed 
eight (8) square feet. 

(d) Off-premise directional signs that do not restrict visibility, not 
larger than six (6) square feet, may be displayed on a public or 
private way for a maximum of eighteen (18) hours for such one-day 
events as yard sales, open houses, road races, etc. These signs may be 
erected as a matter of right without the necessity of a license or a 
sign permit. 


5.13 Painted Wall and Roof Signs 
Painted wall signs are not permitted. 
No sign shall be painted on any roof surface. 


5.14 Political Signs 

A sign designated to influence the action of voters for the passage or 
defeat of a measure, or the election of a candidate to a public office 
at a national, state, or other local election. 

(a) Such signs are permitted on private property if they are 
stationary, unlighted, and temporary. 

(b) Such signs shall be displayed no earlier than thirty (30) days 
prior to a voting day, and shall be removed within five (5) days after 
a voting day. 

(c) Such signs may not exceed six (6) square feet. 

(d) A maximum of two (2) signs per lot is allowed. 


5.15 Projecting Signs 
A sign which is affixed to a building, pole, or other structure and 
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which extends more than six (6) inches beyond the surface to which it 
is affixed. 


Projecting signs are not permitted. 


5.16 Public Service Signs 

A sign located for the purpose of public information, providing 
directions towards or indication of use not readily visible from the 
street (e.g. restrooms, telephone, gas station pump heads, etc.). 
Signs prohibiting trespass, hunting, and the like, and signs warning of 
danger, such as "High Voltage". Street name signs, and signs erected 
by the Town, County, or Commonwealth for the direction and control of 
Grates c. 

(a) Such signs necessary for public safety and and convenience shall 
not exceed two (2) square feet except for vehicular traffic control. 
(b) Such signs shall bear no advertising. 

(c) Such signs are not included in computing total sign area allowed 
by any part of this (Chapter) by-law. 


5.17 Wall and Roof Signs 

Roof and wall signs are defined in Section two (2). 

(a) No part of a wall or roof sign, including the display surface, 
shall project more than fifteen (15) inches from the surface of a 
building at which point the sign is attached. 

(b) Such sign shall not obscure architectural features of the 
building, not limited to features such as arches, sills, mouldings, 
cornices, and transoms. 

(c) Such sign shall not extend above the highest point of the roof, or 
parapet if one exists, nor beyond the ends of the wall to which it is 
attached. 

(d) Such signs shall have an total area not exceeding 1.5 square feet 
for each horizontal foot of building face parallel to a street line, or 
ten (10) percent of the wall area to which it is attached, whichever is 
less. Where a lot fronts on more than one street, and/or parking lots 
for the business, or water for marine service businesses, signs may be 
erected to face the respective streets, parking lots or water, and the 
aggregate sign area facing each street frontage, parking lot or water 
shall be calculated separately. The area of window signs shall be 
deducted per Section 5.18 (b). 

(e) A roof sign may be used in place of a wall sign. 

(£) Where two (2) or more wall or roof signs are affixed to one wall 
or roof, the gross sign area shall be the sum total area of all signs. 
(g) Wall or roof signs shall not extend higher than the highest point 
of the roof or top of the parapet wall of the principal building. 


5.18 Window and Neon Signs 

(See definition of window sign in Section 2.) 

(a) Window signs shall not exceed more than twenty-five (25) percent 
of the total window area of the wall of each business facing each 
street or parking lot in which they are displayed. 

(b) The area of such sign(s) in excess of two (2) square feet in area 
shall be deducted from the total area allowed for wall signs in Section 
Bl de 

(c) A maximum of two (2) (window) neon signs may be permitted per 
business.

6. DISTRICTS 


Districts shall mean zoning districts as set forth in Falmouth’s Zoning 
By-law. Allowable uses shall mean as allowed in the respective zoning 
district by the Falmouth zoning by-law. 


7. +#MAINTENANCE 


A sign shall be maintained in a secure and safe condition. If the 
Building Commissioner or his/her agent believes that a sign is not 
secure, safe, or in a good state of repair, written notice of this fact 
with a specified time for correction of the violation shall be given to 
the person responsible for the maintenance of the sign. If the defect 
in the sign is not corrected within the time specified, the Building 
Commissioner may revoke the sign permit and require the owner to remove 
the sign at his expense. Failure to comply will render the sign 
subject to the removal provisions of Section 3.8 and/or the sign owner 
may be found in violation of the sign by-law and be liable for 
penalties as specified in Section 4.6 


8. SEVERABILITY 


The provisions of this chapter are severable from each other and the 
invalidity of any provision or section shall not invalidate any other 
provision or section thereof.

Two themes in Town government absorbed the attention of the Board of 
Selectmen during the course of Fiscal Year 1991. The first of those 
themes was the continuing financial pressure to deliver service to the 
citizens of this community in the face of restricted revenues. Those 
restrictions continued with the decrease in state aid, in the general 
economic downturn, and reduction in motor vehicle excise taxes. With all 
of us feeling the pinch, the Town was forced to defer capital projects. 
In the estimate of the Board of Selectmen, this economic downturn is apt 
to affect Town services for the next several years. 

The second theme which dominated the time and energy of the Board of 
Selectmen was the actual implementation of the Falmouth home rule 
charter. A number of new features occurred during the course of the 
year. The switch from three Selectmen to five Selectmen overall was a 
very smooth’ transition. The Board assumed the duties and 
responsibilities of the Department of Public Works as of January 1, 
1991. This action served to further the centralizing of accountability 
as determined by the Town charter. 

A very significant activity for the five-member Board of Selectmen 
was the recruiting and selection of the new Town Administrator. 
Recruitment efforts produced more than 135 resumes of interested 
candidates. The Board appointed a screening committee composed of Anna 
Dean, Susan Goux, Barbara Wickenden, and Herman Koester, to examine all 
resumes and propose a group of 20 contenders for the position. The 
Board of Selectmen reduced candidates to a group of five, and conducted 
interviews, visited candidate communities, and on January 24, 1991, 
voted to appoint Peter F. Boyer as Falmouth’s first Town Administrator. 
The appointment of the Town Administrator marked the successful 
implementation of the new charter. Much of the attention of the Board 
following the appointment of the Administrator was spent on developing 
the working relationship necessary to the successful working of the new 
form of government. ; 

Transportation networks, traffic impacts, and parking issues have 
continued to be serious concerns for the Board. Following a very well 
attended symposium on these topics in October, 1990, on Martha’s 
Vineyard, the Board of Selectmen worked with the Cape Cod Commission to 
continue that dialogue at a day-long workshop held in Woods Hole in 
April, 1991. Falmouth’s representative to the Steamship Authority’s 
Board of Governors, James Smith, retired after 28 years of very active 
service, and was replaced by Robert Sayers. The Selectmen endorsed 
development of a parking sticker program for those parts of town where 
parking is a problem. 

The Board of Selectmen maintained an active presence on a regional 
level: Selectman Armstrong on the Cape Cod Commission as both Falmouth 
member and chairman, Selectman Valiela as Falmouth member on the 
Technical and Environmental Affairs Committee dealing with pollution 
problems at Otis, Selectman Labossiere on the Regional Transit 
Authority, and Selectman Elliott as chairman of the Board of Managers of 
the Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station. 

Many thanks to all our Town Employees and all the volunteers on the 
many Committees who have contributed to the success of our Town.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission continued to function with a heavy workload 
for FY 1991. This Commission is the second busiest Conservation 
Commission in the Commonwealth, surpassed only by the Town of 
Barnstable with numbers of projects. 


In 35 meetings, the Commission heard and acted on 163 Requests for 
Determination of Applicability, 110 Notices of Intent, 42 Amended Order 
of Conditions, 73 Certificates of Compliance, and 6 Time Extensions. 


There was little change in the Commission structure with Pamela S. 
Truesdale continuing to serve as Administrator and Cameron E. Gifford 
re-elected as Chairman. Judith G. Stetson and Roger Augusta were also 
re-elected as co-Vice—Chairmen. Cliff Brennan was appointed to replace 
outgoing Commissioner Bennett Tribken. 


The Commission was greatly pleased by two town meeting votes in 1991.At 
the December, 1990 fall town meeting, the Greelish parcel was acquired, 
in large part due to the commitment and generosity of the 300 
Committee. The purchase price on this important 9.8 acres located 
between Deer Pond and the town-owned Mares Pond well site was $150,000. 
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The 300 Committee offered $50,000 to its acquisition, lowering the cost 
to the town to $100,000. Additionally, at the April, 1991 town meeting, 
the Baptiste Lane parcel was transferred to the Commission from the 
Board of Selectmen. This 6.9 acres is now protected as permanent open 
space. 


The Conservation Commission embarked on an exciting white cedar swamp 
revegetation project on town property. This project is being conducted 
under the supervision and guidance of Dr. Aimlee Laderman, of MBL and 
Yale University, whose expertise is atlantic white cedar swamps. The 
revegetation project consists of a 1/4 acre plot within an excavated 
gravel pit, directly adjacent to an existing cedar swamp. With 
cooperation from Dept. of Public Works, Dept. of Natural Resources and 
the Commission, the area was prepared and planted for approximately 
$1,000, most of which was sponsored by the Commission. Dr. Laderman 
will conduct long-term research on this plot to determine the 
feasibility of reclaiming gravel pits for future revegetation projects. 


The Commission continued to work on the management of town-owned 
properties. Trail layouts and modest parking areas were approved for 
the Green Corner parcel on Ransom Road and the Whelden parcel off 
Davisville Road. Each year, the Commission hopes to open up more 
parcels for public access, working towards this goal with the 
invaluable assistance of the 300 Committee, the land steward program 
and the Natural Resources Dept. The cranberry bogs owned by the town, 
managed by the Commission and operated by the Handy Cranberry Trust 
produced 3999 barrels of cranberries, producing a_ revenue of 
$39,990.00. 


The buildable lots with the most severe wetlands problems have been 
left for last to develop. This often results in litigation when the 
Commission denies a building or desired changes on the lots, based on 
the environmental regulations a project must meet. The town needs to be 
aware of the increased cost of litigation, as the Commission is forced 
to make tough decisions on these lots. Serious problems also exist in 
the condition of our salt ponds. This Commission is troubled and 
concerned about the water quality in these ponds, and is actively 
working on potential solutions - both long and_ short’ term. 
Unfortunately, there are no easy answers to the eutrophication, no 
"quick fix". It will take time, patience and the commitment of all 
landowners whose properties affect the ponds to join in the solutions.

AFFIRMATIVE ACTION OFFICE 


This is the third straight year that we have reached and surpassed the 
6% parity goal. Our present figure remains around 8%.The Town has hired 
30 individuals and 10% have been minorities. 


We have received more calls relating to housing issues. The calls have 
more then doubled from 22 to 57. We have also received more work 
related discrimination complaints than in the previous year. 


Recipients of our second Certificates of Merit, presented by the Town 
Affirmative Action Committee went to Falmouth school teacher Ramona V. 
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DeFillippis, along with Teri L. Frady, the Company Director of the 
Chowderhead Theater, and members of the cast of "Somebody’s Calling My 
Name". They are; Karen Dudley, Lionel E. Hall Jr., Dennis Hansford, 
Gertrude Rivers,’ and designer Maria Lane. The Award is presented in 
appreciation and admiration for standing up for the rights of their 
fellow citizens 


The Municipal Fuel Depot and the Falmouth Technology Park are the two 
major projects that our Contract Compliance Officer monitored to assure 
full minority and women participation.

1, 1990 through June 30, 1991. 

This fiscal year was the last year of the Board of Public Works, which 
was dissolved on December 31st, 1990, due to the adoption of the new 
Town Charter. The Department now operates under the direction of the 
Town Administrator and Board of Selectmen. The last Commissioners of 
Public Works that served on the Board were Chairman John Vidal, James 
McDonough, and John S. Elliott. 


ROADS 

The three year Four Million Dollar ($4,000,000.) road bond saw its 
completion in the summer of 1990. Sandwich Road from Route 28 to 
Boxberry Hill Road was the last major road completed under this 
program. This total program reconstructed 15.7 miles of major Town 
roads over a three year period. 


Using Chapter 90 funds, which are seventy-five percent (75%) State 
funded, the Highway division re-built 3.2 miles of local roads, 
including portions of Seacoast Shores Boulevard, Teaticket Path, Hayway 
Road, Jericho Path, Lucerne Avenue, Acapesket Road and the entire 
lengths of Gunning Point Road and Wood Neck Road. The total estimated 
cost of these projects was Six Hundred Fifty-Nine Thousand Dollars 
($659,000.), of which twenty-five percent (25%) was local matching 
funds. 


For the second year in a row, the Department has been unable to secure 
local major road funds for resurfacing and major road maintenance, thus 
deferring needed road work. 


The Highway Division completed the installation of twenty-nine (29) 
leaching catch basins on various Town roads in addition to drainage 
facilities on the above roads done under Chapter 90. 


BRIDGES 

Due to limited funding, no work was done on the Town’s major bridges, 
except some improvements to approach guide rails. Engineering continued 
on the Nashawena Street Bridge, with hearings scheduled in the next 
fiscal year. 
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SOLID WASTE 

The Department continues to operate the Disposal Area with its 
own equipment and personnel. Improvements have been made in recycling 
wastes that were normally buried in the past. Refuse now being recycled 
out is metal, tires, mattresses and box springs, waste oil, and leaves 
are being composted. In May 1991, the Department installed roll-off 
containers at this site to capture household wastes for shipment to the 
Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station. Approximately sixty (60) tons per 
week of this waste is now going to the Transfer Station. The Town 
recycled seven thousand three hundred eighty-two (7,382) gallons of 
waste oil at a cost of One Thousand Nine Hundred Dollars ($1,900). 
Total Disposal Area revenue for fiscal year 1991 was One Hundred 
Eighty-Six Thousand one Dollars ($186,001.). 

The Upper Cape Regional Transfer Station handled a total of 
37,005 tons through the facility, of which Falmouth’s tonnage was 
18,421 tons or about 49.8 percent. 


EQUIPMENT 

Again due to the tight fiscal conditions facing the Town, no new 
equipment or truck purchases were made this fiscal year. The Department 
has rolling stock with a replacement value well in excess of one 
million dollars, and it is important this be replaced on a scheduled 
basis in accordance with the five year capital equipment program. 
ENGINEERING 

Survey and engineering was done on Seacoast Shores Boulevard, 
Lucerne Avenue, Jericho Path, Gunning Point Road, Hayway Road, 
Teaticket Path, Acapesket Road and Wood Neck Road, prior to road 
construction. The new Municipal Fuel Center was also designed in house. 
The division supported the Park Division in layout and engineering of a 
new soccer field and parking lot. 

The Pavement Management System continues to be updated with new 
data as roads are brought up to standard. The Disposal Area continued 
to be monitored by assessing volume consumed and volume available, with 
the aim to be able to project landfill life. The Division prepared and 
submitted to DEP the permit application to comply with the new Solid 
Waste Management Facility Regulations. 

Plan reviews, designs and field inspections were performed to 
support the Water, Park and Highway divisions, as well as_ the 
Conservation Commission, Board of Appeals, School Superintendent, 
Selectmen, and Waterways Committee. 

Having changed our Assessor maps to include house numbers in 
1990, this has proven to be a plus for our Department. We still are 
trying to make our maps as accurate as possible and correcting house 
numbers where appropriate is an immediate goal. The Building Department 
and Assessor’s office receive updated house numbering list quarterly so 
that they may update their own maps accordingly. 

A comprehensive set of Street Opening Regulations, with 
appropriate fee schedule, was adopted by the Board of Public Works on 
December 19, 1990 and was effective January 01, 1991. The regulation 
governs the opening and excavation within Town rights of way and 
imposes requirements for the protection of life and property in 
connection with work within the Town. In Fiscal year 1991, 164 street 
opening permits were issued, with 133 of these to utility companies. 

Traffic related problems were passed through the Division and 
recommendations presented to the Town Traffic Study Committee. Effort 
continues to improve traffic flow and regulations throughout Town. 

As in the past, a substantial amount of technical support was 
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provided to the general public during the course of the year, both over 
the telephone and visits to the office. 


TREE WARDEN, PARKS AND SCHOOL GROUNDS DIVISION 
GOODWILL PARK 

A dramatic increase in Park usage was recorded due to the newly 
constructed Park Pavillion and Beach enlargement projects in the Spring 
of 1989. Group permit issuance was also on the increase, with the 
highest usage occurring in the months of May and June. 
SCHOOL GROUNDS 

Several major projects were undertaken at various School 
Grounds. Among them were the assistance given to convert the Mullen 
Hall School electrical service to an underground power feed. The North 
Falmouth School had a large parking lot added to the rear of the school 
and barrier fencing was added to the newly constructed bus access road 
there. The East Falmouth School had some newly constructed asphalt 
walks and a two acre softball field was rebuilt there. 
TREE PLANTING/ARBOR DAY 

April 26th was the Annual Arbor Day Celebration. A large 8" 
English Oak was transplanted to the Old Town Hall site on Main Street. 
The Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification and Falmouth Garden Club 
helped to sponsor the event and financed the tree seedling give-away 
(1250 trees). 
TREE DIVISION 

The Tree Division, along with their other duties, provided all 
the clearing work along roads that were improved and resurfaced. Dutch 
Elm disease was again prevalent in many sections of Town, the hardest 
hit area being Woods Hole. A total of twenty-seven (27) public trees 
were cut and removed. 
PARKS 

Planning was undertaken for major playground improvements to the 
Woods Hole Ballpark. The Taft’s Playground Committee was formed and 
sponsored by the Woods Hole Community Association and the playground 
given as a gift to the Town in honor of Taft Morris, a Woods Hole Child 
who died in February of 1989. The playground will feature handicap 
accessibility and a wooden take off of the Nobska Lighthouse. 
Adopt-a-Garden was started in May and was a cooperative effort between 
the Falmouth Council for Civic Beautification and H. V. Lawrence. 
TOWN FOREST 

The Falmouth Town Forest was one of the Tree Farms featured in 
"Massachusetts Forests" fifty (50) years of growing trees, which was 
printed for the 50th year anniversary of the American Tree Farm System. 


WATER AND SEWER DIVISION 
FALMOUTH WATER SYSTEM 


During 1990 the Falmouth water system continued expansion with 
0.973 miles of new water mains, 12 new fire hydrants and 99 new water 
service connections added to the system. 

Implementation of the "Safe Drinking Water Act Amendments of 1986" 
is underway with special concern for the Surface Water Treatment Rule 
(SWIR) and its impact on the Long Pond reservoir. 

Compliance with other provisions of the Safe Drinking Water Act 
will result in substantial expenditures for additional personnel and 
operating expenses. 
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Construction of the Mares Pond well pumping station will commence 
during late 1991 and be completed during the summer of 1992. 


FALMOUTH SEWER SYSTEM 


During 1990 we continued to have operational problems with the 
Falmouth Wastewater Treatment Facility. The principal problems are 
with the aeration system and the infiltration basins. 

Wright-Pierce Engineers have been retained by the Town to 
investigate the problems and assist the Town with claims against the 
contractor and design engineer. This litigation is currently in 
progress.

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BUILDING AND ZONING DEPARTMENT 


There were several major changes made in fiscal year 1991 among Building 
Department personnel. John Alcorn, the former Building Commissioner, 
left in February to take another position after serving the Town of 
Falmouth for 4 years. He was replaced by Eladio Gore, one of the Local 
Inspectors who has been with the town since February 1988. The Local 
Inspector’s position was filled in June with the appointment of Joseph 
Innamorati, who had worked in the private sector for many years. His 
experience included the supervision of several large local projects, one 
of them being the Falmouth Recreation Building. 


The fiscal year saw the enactment of a new Sign By-law, a year-long 
project. This included several public meetings in which both local 
business people and town officials worked at providing a comprehensive 
and fair document. Administration of the new sign by-law includes the 
Design Review Committee serving to provide advisory recommendations to 
the Building Commissioner and the Board of Selectmen. 


A noticeable increase in the number of complaints to the Building 
Department has resulted in the need to limit investigation and 
enforcement only to written requests by an aggrieved person or a town 
board. Life safety issues shall always take priority and be given 
immediate attention. 


The 1990-1991 fiscal year was another busy year for building activity in 
Falmouth, with 5,294 permits issued for building, electrical, plumbing 
and gas construction activities. The various inspectors made 11,254 
inspections during the fiscal year. 


Some of the noteworthy projects that permits were issued for: The Town 
of Falmouth Harbormaster Building, May Institute, Radio tower, MBL 
Research Lab, Church of the Nazarene, MBL Carpentry Shop and Office, Five 
(5) new retail stores in the Falmouth Mall, Cape Cod Associates addition, 
Falmouth Housing Authority, First Congregational Church addition and 
Falmouth’s first Pig Farm. 


Some noteworthy alterations, additions, relocations and/or expansions 
included the National Academy of Science, Morse Pond School addition, St. 
Patrick’s Church, John Wesley Methodist Church, St. Thomas Chapel, Mobil 
Gas Station on Davis Straits, Dunkin Donut drive-up, Bus Shelter on Water 
Street, wheelchair lifts at North Falmouth Elementary and East Falmouth 
Elementary Schools and Mass. Housing Assistance Corp. Children’s 
Educational Center, Domenic’s Restaurant, Laureen’s, LeRoux and Roland’s 
Tailoring.

ZONING BOARD OF APPEALS 


By statute, the Board of Appeals is empowered to do the following: 

1. Hear and decide appeals from orders or decisions of the 
Building Commissioner or any other administrative official; 

2. Hear and decide applications for special permits under the 
zoning by-law; and 

3. Hear and decide petitions for variances. 


In the first type of case, the Board of Appeals acts as a 
quasi-judicial body and determines whether the decision or order of the 
administrative official is legally correct. In the case of an 
application for a special permit, a limited amount of discretion may be 
exercised by the Board with standards set in the by-law or judicial 
decisions. In the case of a petition for a variance, the authority of 
the Board of Appeals is limited to cases where the Board finds that 
owing to circumstances relating to the soil conditions, shape or 
topography of the land or structures and especially affecting such land 
or structures but not affecting generally the zoning district in which 
it is located, a literal enforcement of the provisions of the by-law 
would involve substantial hardship, and that desirable relief may be 
granted without substantial detriment to the public good and without 
nullifying or substantially derogating from the intent or purpose of 
the by-law. 


During the fiscal year of 1991, the Board of Appeals met 30 times and 
had a total of 91 cases. Of the 91 cases, 65 were special permit 
requests, 6 were variance requests, and 17 were appeals from decisions 
or orders of the Building Commissioner. The Board had one case under 
Chapter 40B, a modification to the Comprehensive Permit from Falmouth 
Housing Trust, Inc. which the Board granted permission to construct a 
total of 24 affordable housing units. There were 2 cases which were 
remands of cases which are in pending litigation. 


The Board of Appeals would like to express its appreciation to Frank K. 
Duffy, Town Counsel, for his advice to the Board of Appeals on its many 
complex cases. Four of the decisions were appealed to Land Court. The 
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Board would also like to thank the many Town Boards, Agents, and 
Departments for their continued advice and input. 


In September 1990, Martin W. Cohen resigned after many years of 
dedicated service to the Board and the community. Alternate member 
Priscilla Roslansky was appointed to serve as a regular member and was 
elected Clerk of the Board. The Board welcomed Attorney Christopher G. 
Lebherz as their new alternate member. As the result of Chris’ 
enthusiasm and attendance, he has already participated in several 
decisions. All of the regular members have an outstanding attendance. 
Board members decided to maintain the same slate of officers due to 
their fine job. 


The Board, in most cases, has 3 months in which to render a decision. 
This Board is trying to maintain a policy of rendering a decision as 
soen after the hearing as practically possible, in some cases, even the 
night of the hearing. This has resulted in a similar number of cases 
heard this year with 25% fewer meetings. One of our main goals is to 
expedite our process and better serve the public.

PERSONNEL BOARD 


Due to fiscal constraints, for the third consecutive year, no new 
positions were created by Town Meeting. The Board continued its 
practice of submitting these and reclassification requests to the 
legislative body to define a history of proven need and to illustrate 
to Town Meeting the scope and number of services provided by the Town 
have increased. Nine existing positions were reclassified due to 
increased responsibilities. The Employment function reflected the 
economy with 27 new employees hired and 24 promotions earned. 


Negotiating employee contracts proved an interesting task given the 
budgetary conditions. Members of AFSCME and the Falmouth Library 
Association agreed to a $600. lump sum payment not to be included in 
the wage schedule for FY 91. A wage increase of 4% to be calculated 
into the wage schedule and made effective on 1/1/92 was negotiated for 
FY 92. The Public Employee Local 1249 (D.P.W.) and the International 
Association of Fire Fighters, Local 1397 agreed to a 4% increase in the 
wage schedule effective 1/1/91. The Town has not reached agreement 
with the Falmouth Police Federation and the Superior Officers 
Association as of October, 1991. 


There are 646 subscribers enrolled in the health and hospitalization 
plan, Blue Cross Blue Shield. 106 scribers’ pensions are insufficient 
to cover the insurance premium. The Personnel Department billed and 
received payment of $142,194.54 during FY 91 for those retirees. Two 
retirees are unable to pay for their insurance and arrangements were 
made with their respective church affiliation for payment so they can 
continue their coverage. 


The study relative to the Fire Department was completed and submitted 
this year. The study assessed the resources, emergency medical 
services (ambulance), staffing and organizational structure of the 
department and made significant long and short range recommendations. 
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Most of the recommendations of the report require financial support and 
therefore we are currently unable to implement them. However, the 
Personnel Board urges the administration to establish a plan of 
implementation once the Town is able to afford it. Key among the 
recommendations are increasing space at Headquarters, creating civilian 
dispatcher positions so fire fighters and EMT personnel are available, 
eliminating one-man stations by increasing the size of the on-duty 
crew, strenghtening initial response, controlling call backs and their 
costs, and redefining the term, ‘'minimum manning’. The consultants, 
both fire professionals, were very impressed by the level of the 
commitment of our fire fighters and of the expertise with which our 
emergency response teams provide service. 


It is with pride and regret that I file this, the final Annual Report 
of the Personnel Board. As Chairman, I was proceded by a list of 
distinguished town servants: John Mac Gilvray, John R. Martin, Dr. 
Arthur Nutt, Arthur T. Henderson, Stanley O. Fisher, Raymond C. 
Knispel, Daniel Botelho, Vincent F. Ricci, Samuel W. Vincent, William 
Banks, Lt. Col. James F. Ridley, Audrey J. Dorsey, Robert W. Tribou, 
Herbert Kornbliet, Mary L. Flynn. 


The Board was created as a result of the establishment of a pay 
classification plan requested by the Finance Committee at the 1954 
Annual Town Meeting. Its function then as now, was to represent both 
the taxpayers and the employees of the Town to ensure "...a fair and 
equitable balance point for the mutual interests of both groups" 
(Annual Report, 1955). Article 132 of the 1956 Annual Town Meeting was 
accepted and the recommendation to adopt the Salary Administration Plan 
(SAP) created the Personnel Board with an operating budget of $750.00. 
The first Annual Report of the five-member Board appeared in 1957. Its 
members were John Mac Gilvray, Chairman, J. Monroe Hamlen, Clerk, Ellen 
Tilden, Joseph Motta and Cedric K. Hadley. The clerical staff of the 
School Department was included in our SAP to ensure equitable wages for 
similar duties throughout Town service. This practice is worthy of 
consideration for reinstatement. The Town Hall custodian received a 
raise to $56.00 per week. 


The Board recommended the acceptance of a referendum in 1958 that the 
Town provide for group medical-surgical insurance for employees. In 
1959 the establishment of longevity increments was approved, as were 
the the positions of Police Captain and Childrens’ Librarian. 


In 1963 an article requesting liberalization of the vacation plan to 
allow 3 weeks of vacation without loss of pay to employees after 10 
years of service. In 1964 a uniform work week consisting of 40 hours 
for labor groups and 37.50 hours for clerical employees was 
established. In 1965 the positions within the Police and Fire 
Departments were incorporated into the SAP. As a result of the passage 
of the Collective Bargaining Act, the Falmouth Police Association and 
Local 1397 of the International Association of Fire Fighters gained 
recognition in 1968 as the sole bargaining agents for their respective 
members. 


In 1970 formal meetings with the Finance Committee were established to 
foster better communications between the two Boards. In 1972 the Board 
of Selectmen delegated the Labor Relations responsibility to the 
Personnel Board for the negotiation of union contracts. In order to 
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aide in its work load, the position of Personnel Officer was created, 
and Alice K. Romano was hired. The Board also increased its membership 
from 7 to 9 members to provide additional assistance. The transition 
from manual to computerized payroll procedures was completed in March 
1975. In July, 1978 Unemployment Compensation was extended to 
Municipal Employees and the Board assumed the responsibility of 
monitoring this benefit. This year, all Personnel files of employees 
were consolidated within the Personnel Office. 


The first contracts with AFSCME and the Falmouth Library Association 
were completed in 1979. The Personnel Board assumed responsibility for 
Group Health, Life, and Long Term Disability insurances in 1982. This 
was also the year in which the Personnel Officer was designated as the 
Town’s Affirmative Action Officer, a responsibility held until July, 
1987 when a separate, permanent position of Affirmative Action Officer 
was created. 


1987 was the year in which Town Meeting voted to fund a Staff 
Development Program so that managers, supervisors and staff could 
improve their teamwork and goal-setting skills. Three successful 
programs have been offered and it is hoped this program will be 
refunded. 1987 was also the year the Personnel Board received funding 
for two important studies which were awarded to the Massachusetts 
Municipal Consulting Group. The first was a reclassification study of 
the wage and salary plan for AFSCME, DPW, Library and non-aligned 
positions. 106 positions, affecting 181 employees were reclassified and 
an additional step was added to the wage schedule. The second study 
provided an analysis of the organizational structure of Town 
administration, and became a basis for the Home Rule Charter 
Commission. So, in a way, the Board signed its own death warrant - but 
very willingly. In the new organizational structure the Personnel 
Director reports directly to the Town Administrator, which is as it 
should be. 


In parting, I wish to thank my predecessors on the Board who 
established a credible resource effectively carrying out its mandate to 
fairly serve both the taxpayers of the Town and the employees who serve 
them. We are proud of the accomplishments we have made and 
disappointed at the projects we were unable to accomplish. We are 
confident the Town Administrator, with the active support of department 
heads and the remaining boards and committees, will prove a cohesive 
and efficient catalyst for the effective management of our town as we 
enter the twenty-first century.

EMERGENCY RESPONSE TASK FORCE 


The oil spill that resulted from the grounding of the vessel, Bermuda Star, 
revealed that there was a need for an Emergency Response plan to deal with 
the release of hazardous materials into the waters of Buzzards Bay and 
Vineyard Sound. 


The Board of Selectman appointed the Emergency Response Task Force to deal 
with the problem. 


The goal of the E.R.T.F. plan is to assemble within two (2) hours the 
resources necessary to minimize damage from a hazardous materials incident 
and to propose regulation necessary to reduce these occurrences. 


Local resources were identified and a draft Standard Operating Procedure was 
established. The Task Force will continue with the development of the plan 
and the possiblity of using this plan for incidents anywhere in town. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 
During the last Fiscal Year the Falmouth Fire Department responded to three 
thousand, two hundred, seventy-seven (3,277) incidents. This represents a 


3.4% increase over FY 1990. 


The Fire Alarm Division placed in service the new bucket truck which enabled 
the department to complete many projects that were pending. 


The Fire Prevention Bureau continues to provide outstanding service to the 
public on matters of fire safety. Deputy Chief Brodeur, Fire Prevention 
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Officer Edward DeMello and Fire Inspector Valerio are to be commended for 
their dedication to that principal. 


Specifications were devéloped and bids requested for the replacement of our 
disable aerial ladder. The bid was awarded to Greenwood Fire Apparatus with 
an anticipated delivery of July, 1991.

FALMOUTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Drugs continue to be the scourge of society. The department continues 
to focus its resources towards the restraint of drugs and the crimes it 
perpetuates such as larcenies and burglaries. Fifty-six houses were 
under surveillance during FYE 91 and twelve of those were searched 
through the execution of search warrants. Forty-two arrests were made 
for infractions of drug laws. 


The Falmouth Police Department received 20,834 calls for services; 
14,479 required police investigations resulting in 9,776 court cases. 
Crimes against property continued to be a major concern as the cost of 
theft and vandalism of personal property reported was $1,552,000. The 
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reported number of crimes gainst property was 2,557; 315 incidents were 
cleared by arrests and court complaints. Crimes against persons were 
321; 101 offenses were cleared by arrests and court complaints. The 
majority of these crimes were Simple Assault and Batteries. The police 
department’s investigations of crimes against persons and crimes 
against property resulted in 597 Protective Custody detentions. 


982 motor vehicle accidents were investigated by the department which 
included one fatality. 8,065 motor vehicle citations that were issued; 
235 were for operating under the influence of alcohol. The sum of 
$135,100 was turned over to the Town of Falmouth from the Barnstable 
District Court as its share from revenue generated by criminal motor 
vehicle, non-criminal motor vehicle and by-law citations during FYE 91. 


Juvenile Officer Cheryl Atherton-—Cunha reports that there has been an 
increase in juvenile crime, particularly assault and battery cases. 
There is also a rise in reported child abuse cases. Crimes are being 
committed by children at a younger age. The approximate ages are 10 t0 
12 years old. Sixteen classes of sixth graders were graduated from the 
D.A.R.E. (Drug Abuse Resistance Education) program and five lessons 
presented in each fifth grade classroom. 


Safety Officer Robert Ronayne continues to give seminars to civic 
groups and schools on bike, gun and traffic safety. He has assisted 
the Juvenile Officer with the D.A.R.E. program as she has assisted him 
with the bike program. He is presently in the process of 
re-instituting the bike registration program with the assistance of his 
predecessor Sgt. Andras Nyari. Officer Percy Kennedy is putting a 
computer program together which will aid in the efficiency of the 
program. 


Training for senior officers as well as recruits is a continuous 
process. Captain Don L. Price, Training Officer, reports that three 
recruit officers, John Havey, Jeffrey Smith and Charles Marken, 
completed a 16 week recruit training class at the Barnstable Police 
Training Academy. Thirty five officers attended forty hours of 
in-service training at the Barnstable and Plymouth Police Academies. 
In-house training consisted of twenty-two hours of selected L.E.T.N. 
(Law Enforcement Television Network) programs. Nine officers were 
re-certified as infrared breath test operators. All officers 
re-qualified with their firearms and our policy on use of force was 
reinforced. Officer Roman Medeiros was certified to instruct firearms 
after attending a six day instructors course at Camp Curtis Guild. All 
patrol officers received copies of the state’s new Domestic Abuse law 
and received additional training on the subject during roll call. 
Through the FBI, Special Agent Robert Murphy conducted a four hour 
in-service training on Civil Rights and Civil Liabilities at which all 
officers were required to attend. 


Two officers involved with the youths in community sports are Officer 
Paul Robidoux who manages the Falmouth Police baseball team and Sgt. 
Craig Clarkson who manages the Cape Verdean Club baseball team, both in 
the Babe Ruth League. Sgt. Clarkson is to be congratulated for guiding 
the Cape Verdean Club to the Babe Ruth League Championship. Both 
officers are to be commended for volunteering their time and for 
developing excellent rapport with the youths. K-9 Officer Rufino 
Gonsalves received a commendation for volunteering his time at the dog 
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pound teaching the public how to care for and handle dogs. The 
Falmouth Police Department softball team won the 1991 Cape Cod Police 
League championship. 


Crime Prevention Officer Sgt. Gary Wemett reports that Burglary 
reduction continues to be the primary goal of the Crime Prevention 
Unit. The calendar year 1990 resulted in some 856 reported instances 
of breaking & entering. Seacoast Shores, through a very effective 
crime watch program reduced their B&E statistics from 55 in 1990 to 14. 
Coordination of police patrols combined with citizen input at the 
monthly meetings has proven to be a very effective way to stymie 
criminal activity before its inception. Bi-weekly crime watch meetings 
with a coalition of citizens, police representatives, housing authority 
personnel, school administrators landlords et al all worked hand in 
hand to help alleviate crime problems in the Barrows Rd., Leonard Dr. 
and Royal Circle area of East Falmouth. Two officers were sent for 
special training on so called "gangs and gang activity". Various other 
meetings were held this year for village and community association 
groups. The Crime Prevention Unit has given specialized seminars to 
the elderly and to women’s groups who are often victimized in different 
ways, such as bunco schemes and self-protection regimens. 


Sgt. William McManamin, the department’s traffic specialist, reports 
that there were approximately 25 requests for street signs addressed 
this year ranging from "no parking" to various speed limit signs. 
Parking problems will be somewhat relieved in Woods Hole when the 
Steamship Authority acquires more property for parking outside the 
village. The experimental resident parking sticker program is still 
being planned and may show some fruits later this year. Plans to ease 
the congestion from summer traffic are being addressed with other 
departments, private businesses and individual citizens with 
improvement of traffic over our roads during the tourist season as the 
goal. 


The department’s two K-9 units consists of Officer Robert B. 
Murray/Wolfgang and Officer Rufino L. Gonsalves/Sarge. These units 
have conducted demonstrations within the Town of Falmouth including the 
Spanish class at the First Congregational Church, U Mass Amherst Class, 
Barnstable County Fair and other community groups. The K-9 units have 
received commendations from the department for their proficiency in the 
discharge of their duty and community involvement. The K-9 Units have 
accounted for seven felony arrests ranging from armed robbery to 
attempted murder; however, Officers Murray and Gonsalves have achieved 
their greatest satisfaction when they locate a missing child. 


At the annual Police Breakfast the following individuals received 
Civilian Awards for their courage and contributions to the community. 
Thomas D. Hutchinson of Falmouth for disabling an unmanned, out of 
control boat which was circling two youths in Great Harbor. Charles H. 
Burridge, Falmouth’s Assistant Harbor Master, for administering first 
aid to a man’s injuries which were incurred in a boating accident, 
stabilizing him until help could arrive. Milissa Lima and Claudette 
Raymond of Falmouth for aiding in the apprehension of an accused 
murderer. Sean C. Morse of Falmouth for aiding with lifesaving 
measures to help save the life of an infant who had stopped breathing. 
John Hayes, a retired FBI agent, who volunteers his time in the 
Detective Division several days a week performing auxiliary services, 
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answering telephones and maintaining photo records. Doralee Tavares 
who is a Sr. Office Assistant Clerk in the Falmouth Police Department's 
Central Records received her award for using her initiative in 
instituting a program which was very effective in collecting 
approximately $10,000 from multiple traffic violators. The Falmouth 
Auxiliary Police for their many hours of volunteering at parades, races 
and fireworks. They are also busy week-ends in their own cruiser 
inspecting buildings, public housing, other public buildings and 
assisting in traffic control at accident scenes. 


Commendation awards at the Annual Police Breakfast were awarded to 
Officer Michael A. McGillvary for successfully instructing a man over 
the police communication center telephone how to administer CPR to a 
baby who was not breathing. Patrolman ul A. Wolfe, Jr., Paul E. 
Driscoll and K/9 Unit Officer Robert Murray and Wolfgang for their 
astute observations and perseverance which resulted in the apprehension 
of four youths who were involved in the theft of a motor vehicle. 
Officer Rufino Gonsalves for volunteering his time to the Friends of 
the Falmouth Dog Pound, giving instruction in the care and handling of 
dogs. 


Officer of the year was awarded to Detective Robert W. Nolan. Det. 
Nolan has demonstrated his dedication to duty in executing many search 
warrants which resulted in numerous arrests and convictions of 
individuals for trafficking drugs. Detective Nolan often works long 
hours and deals with people who are often under the influence of drugs 
which could lead to dangerous intimidating situations. Det. Nolan is 
an asset to the Town of Falmouth Police Department and to the 
community. 


The automation of Central Records has greatly enhanced personnel in 
processing the demands made upon the office. The "in-house stand 
alone" computer system is growing into a electronic data storage medium 
which will comply with the industry standard of providing a five year 
online law enforcement data base. Personnel are undergoing training 
and the office has taken on a new life of its own. Although striving 
to become self sufficient Central Records will endeavor to maintain 
its’ relationship with the town of Falmouth data processing department. 
This relationship has enhanced the police department in the acquisition 
of computer hardware, software and software support. 

Managing the police department is a concerted effort with all of the 
ranking officers of the department and to them I extend my expression 
of gratitude.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Under the provisions of the Charter the Finance Committee continues 
to be charged with the responsibility of recommending on all articles to 
be considered at Town Meetings including the operating budget. Budget 
requests for Fiscal Year 1992 totalled $48,132,319. with Town Meeting 
approving $44,814,271. which included a $400,000. Proposition 2 1/2 
Capital Exclusion in the School Department budget. There were 5 other 
articles voted as Capital Exclusions. At the Annual Town Election in 
May only the the School Department question and Article 33 which 
requested $45,000. for repairs to Rescue 37 were approved. 

The committee is also charged with preparing a summary of the 
Capital Improvements Plan, holding a public hearing on the plan and 
making a recommendation to Town Meeting. We are working with the Town 
Administrator, Department Heads, and Selectmen to formulate this Capital 
Improvement Plan and hope to begin these hearings in early 1992.

FALMOUTH SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
The School Committee had an active year as it continued the effort 


of setting policy to guide the operation of the school system. The 
Committee met twice each month and initiated the practice of holding at 


least one meeting per month in a different school. It gave the 
Committee the opportunity to meet with parents, staff and students and 
to visit classrooms to see the accomplishments of students. This 


arrangement has been well received. 

Much of the year was involved in contract negotiations with the four 
bargaining units represented by the Falmouth Educator’s Association. 
After thirteen months of negotiating, a settlement was reached. It was 
one which was fair both to the town and to the employees. 

At the annual Town Election in May, two new members were elected: 
Susan E. Augusta and Robert B. Fredericks. Douglas Souza was re-elected 
to a second three year term. Long time Committee members, John DeMello 
and Susan Oleszko-Szuts, did not seek re-election. 

The Committee’s goal is to provide a quality education for all 
students despite tight economic times. Balancing increased enrollments 
with decreased revenues is not an easy task. A budget of $19,295,346 
funded the school for the year. This represented less money than 
requested. We were fortunate to have an override voted at the Town 
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Election for $400,000 for major maintenance projects. 

The Committee continues to focus on its mission of setting 
educational policy which is consistent with the needs of the Town. We 
will continue to work hard to make a strong school system even stronger. 
Thank you for your support, and we hope you will continue to assist us 
in our work.

SUPERINTENDENT’ S REPORT 


TEACHING EXCELLENCE ACTIVATES MINDS was the theme of the 1990-1991 
academic year. With the additions and renovations completed at the East 
Falmouth and North Falmouth Schools, the schools became fully utilized. 
For the first time in a number of years, the four elementary schools had 
sufficient space to accommodate all programs and students. 


Teachers performance is an important element of the system. Efforts to 
make the evaluation process even more effective were continued. We 
managed an evaluation process that observes and conferences with every 
non-tenured teacher and half the tenured staff on a rotating basis each 
year. The end result produced a formal written report covering 45 
specific areas of responsibility. Teachers and administrators are 
committed to excellence in teaching. 


Fiscal constraints continued to make our work more difficult. We have 
decreased revenues which make it more difficult to provide programs and 
services which have always made Falmouth a special system. I do not 
know how much longer we can continue at this level without a better 
financial base. The expectations of the community are at an all-time 
high. We need to match these with sufficient funding. The limitations 
of Proposition 2 1/2, increased costs, increased enrollments, and poor 
economic times are impacting all town services. Hopefully, the state 
will initiate a financial reform program which will benefit all cities 
and towns in the commonwealth. 


The following staff members retired after many years of valuable service 
to the community: Francis Farley, Chapter One Director; Shirley 
Perkins, Grade 4 Teacher at Mullen-Hall; and Marion Smith, Grade 3 
Teacher at Mullen-Hall. We wish them the best, and thank them for their 
many years of service. 


FALMOUTH HIGH SCHOOL - The school began operation under a new form of 
decision-making called School Based Management. A group of teachers, 
parents and students were selected to serve as the major decision-making 
body of the school. This group, along with the principal, began 
research into a possible restructuring of the educational program at the 
school. During the 1991-1992 school year, additional research, school 
presentations and potential models will be developed for a possible 
phase-in program during the 1992-1993 school year. 


The graduating class of 1991 fared well as the following statistics 
reveal: 1 National Merit Finalist; 11 National Merit Commended Students; 
422 SAT Verbal Score; 458 SAT Math Score; 81% Taking SAT Test. 
Eighty-two percent of the graduating class are planning to continue 
their education beyond high school. 
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LAWRENCE SCHOOL - This year saw a successful completion of the second 
year of teaming structure for students and staff. Many team projects 
crossed academic lines and provided the opportunity to incorporate 
enrichment activities that were not feasible prior to the team 
organization. 


In areas of career education, a series of seminars in Women in Science 
were held to inform seventh and eighth grade girls of scientific career 
opportunities available in the Falmouth community. 


Heritage Plantation was host to seventh grade social studies classes to 
view the exhibition of "Art, Architecture, and Power in Mesoamerica." 
This was one of three exhibits presented by the Plantation as part of 
the celebration marking the 500th anniversary of the voyage of 
Christopher Columbus. 


MORSE POND SCHOOL - The student population at Morse Pond School for the 
first time since it has become a grade 5 and 6 school exceeded 700 
students. The two portable classrooms that had been part of Morse Pond 
for over eighteen years were replaced this year with two new permanent 
classrooms which are a wonderful addition to our building. An old 
storage closet was converted by members of the Morse Pond community of 
parents and teachers, and the National Marine Fisheries Services into a 
Science Discovery Room. This partnership team changed the closet into a 
hands-on, technology based, live specimen room where Fisheries 
scientists, parents, teachers and children explore the world of science 
together. 


The Math Enrichment Program had a fifth and sixth grade Math Olympiad 
Team. Out of 2,752 schools participating in the Math Olympiad, our 
sixth grade team was honored with Outstanding Achievement Awards. These 
students placed in the top 10% of all participating teams in the U.S.A. 
and 21 countries world-wide. 


MULLEN-HALL SCHOOL - The school year began with the complete loss of 
electricity to the Mullen building, which was restored five months 
later. With the positive capital exclusion vote, along with the 
existing budgeted maintenance fund, continued renovations to the 
facility are planned for the summer months, to include work on ceilings, 
floors, windows, heating, and electrical systems. 


The educational program at Mullen-Hall focused upon integrating the 
instruction of curriculum into core themes in a way that was relevant 
and meaningful to children. The two week Earth Day unit, the week long 
Handicapped Awareness program, field trips to Sturbridge Village and 
Plimouth Plantation, along with classroom visits from Heritage 
Plantation, the Thornton Burgess Society, the Enchanted Circle Theater 
and the Massachusetts Horticultural Society all helped to make learning 
come alive. Special days during the year allow children and staff to 
incorporate activities related to a single theme into a single day and 
included the Halloween Parade, Teddy Bear Day, Hat Day, Dress Up Day, 
the 100th Day, Jean’s Day and Election Day. 


TEATICKET SCHOOL - The redistricting of nearly two hundred pupils to the 
North and East Falmouth Schools left room at Teaticket School for the 
following changes: 1) Chapter I moved out of the hall and into their 
own classroom for the first time in many years; 2) Music and Art each 
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had their own classroom; 3) Two Special Education classes were added, 
and behavior class and a non-categorical class for kindergarten through 
grade four pupils. Cooperative learning, intercultural activities, and 
student programs for parents were common practice in all grades. 


Eight members of the staff received their masters degree from Lesley 
College. A Sallie Mae First Year Teacher Award application was 
submitted for Kathy Laird, a third grade teacher at Teaticket. 
Superintendent Robert V. Antonucci received a letter this September 
announcing Kathy was one of two teachers in Massachusetts and one of 100 
in the country to receive the award. 


EAST FALMOUTH SCHOOL - The year began with an enrollment of 491 
students, an increase of 65 over the previous year. Many of the 
students were from Teaticket School, as a result of redistricting, and 
the new integrated Pre-School Language Program. 


Students were encouraged to care about others with a school-wide food 
collection for the Falmouth Service Center; letters, Valentine cards, 
and cookies were sent to armed service people in the Persian Gulf; 
donations were made to the Cape Cod Times Needy Fund from the 
kindergarten class which collected bottles and cans in the fall; and a 
$214 donation to Children’s Hospital by students who participated in the 
All Kids Craft Fair. Environmental awareness was encouraged with 
recycling efforts, including having the school be a collection point for 
recycling, and the celebration of Earth Day with many activities. 


NORTH FALMOUTH SCHOOL - The year opened with 150 new students, 
stretching our school population to 485 students. Added was a new 
kindergarten session, a second, third and fourth grade class and two 
outstanding special needs programs, the K-4 non-categorical classroom 
and the Pre-School Language Development Program. The rapidly expanding 
student population and staff has enriched and enhanced our school. 


Over the year students, staff, and parents were involved in a variety of 
exciting and rewarding experiences. The reading incentive program, A 
Million Minutes of Reading, was a_ school-wide community program 
involving students, parents and staff in a common goal of reading a 
million minutes. A Latchkey Program serving 15 to 20 students per day 
was started. A World Peace assembly was held to recognize the important 
work of our armed services in the Persian Gulf. 


CONCLUSION - Once again, we have had an exciting and challenging year. 
The success achieved is a direct result of the active involvement of the 
parents, staff, students and community at large. As a result of the 
good fiscal planning in the past years, we did not experience the 
drastic problems seen in other communities. We appreciate all you do 
and encourage you to stay active, remain involved, and be committed to 
the children of the Town.

PLANNING BOARD 


Requests for plan approvals continued to decline in FY ‘91, 
symptomatic of a worsening economy. The Planning Board met 38 times; 
its sub- committees having met 95 times. The board approved 12 
Preliminary Plans and 9 Definitive Plans creating 24 lots, and endorsed 
42 plans as not requiring Planning Board approval which created an 
additional 32 lots, for a total of 51 new house lots and 5 new 
industrial lots...about half the number approved last year. In 
addition, the board approved 6 Special Permits and 4 Site Plans. 

Zoning Bylaw amendments recommended by the Planning Board and 
adopted by Town Meeting included a prohibition on parking lots in front 
yards, specific parking lot design requirements, updated earthmoving 
regulations, and the removal of sign enforcement from zoning to the 
general bylaws. The board was also instrumental in the establishment of 
a Design Review Committee to advise the Town on ways new development can 
be reasonably improved to be more aesthetically appropriate. 

FY 1991 saw the implementation of the Cape Cod Commission Act which 
impacted the direction of long-range planning in the Town. The board 
made numerous comments to influence the Regional Policy Plan, and 
assisted the Selectmen in establishing a Local Planning Committee to 
oversee the development of a Local Comprehensive Plan for Falmouth. As 
a result, the goals and policies for sections of the plan dealing with 
transportation, water resources, wetlands and wildlife habitat have been 
drafted, and sections regarding land use, growth management, economic 
development, open space, housing, and community character are close 
behind. Two valuable studies were completed: one which determines an 
estimate of population growth in the Town under the present zoning, the 
other which examines the sources of Nitrogen pollution in Green Pond. 
In addition, the Planning Board was awarded a grant to map the Coastal 
Zone along Buzzards Bay. 

As a result of changes in the charter which reduces the number of 
Planning Board members, John Crocker and Jan Packish were unable to 
continue as board members. The Planning Board wishes to thank them for 
their service to the Town. William C. Parks, Jr. was elected Chairman 
of the board in May; and Janet H. Hand was elected Clerk/Secretary. The 
board also thanks the many volunteers who have contributed valuable 
resources to the various committees of the Planning Board, and the 
members of other Town boards and committees with whom we look forward to 
working in the coming year. 


FALMOUTH CONTRIBUTORY RETIREMENT SYSTEM 


The Falmouth Contributory Retirement System ranked #3 out of 107 
Massachusetts retirement funds for the year ending December 31, 1990 
with a total portfolio investment return of 7.09%. The assets of the 
system totaled in excess of $ 15 million and were invested in high 
quality fixed income securities and equities overseen by the Falmouth 
Retirement Board and the retirement system’s investment manager, State 
Street Bank & Trust. 

Based on the Falmouth Retirement Board’s recommendation, Falmouth 
Town Meeting accepted legislation providing greater benefits for its 504 
active members and 218 retirees. Such benefits included lifting the $ 
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30,000 salary cap on calculation of retirement allowances for members 
enrolling in the system after January 1, 1979 and allowing members to 
continue to gain creditable service for employment beyond the age of 
seventy. 

During the year 1990, sixteen applications for retirement benefits 
were processed along with sixty-eight requests for return of accumulated 
deductions. Sixty-six new members were enrolled into the system.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


From July 1, 1990 through June 30, 1991, Veterans, their widows, 
dependent children and parents of World War I and II, Korean Conflict, 
Vietnam and the Persian Gulf were aided in accordance with Chapter 115 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

One World War I, forty World War II, seven Korean and five Vietnam 
Veterans died during the year in Falmouth. Twenty-eight of these 
veterans were buried at the V.A. Massachusetts National Cemetery. The 
widows and dependent parents and/or children were assisted in preparing 
the necessary forms for pensions, burial allowance, Social Security 
claims and grave markers. 

Thirteen markers have been applied for and received, for local 
cemeteries. Suitable markers and flags for all Veterans intered in 
local cemeteries have been taken care and there were four indigent 
veteran burials. 

Approximately seventy-five VA eligibility verification reports were 
completed by this department to insure continuation of VA pensions for 
Veterans and their dependents. 

This office has processed one Vietnam Veteran’s application for 
Massachusetts State Bonus, and aided approximately seven hundred and 
fifty Veterans and dependents in filing for education benefits, on the 
job training, pensions, VA mortgages, tax abatements and many other 
benefits throughout the year, accounting for over $3,000,000.00 in 
Federal VA benefits coming into this town. 

It was a very busy year due to the War in the Persian Gulf. 
Operation Desert Storm/Desert Shield started on August 2, 1990 and in 
October 1990 we participated in "Operation Uplift", preparing packages 
for the Christmas holidays. Falmouth was well represented in the Gulf 
by approximately 50 local servicemen. Desert Storm Families of Cape Cod 
had a very active group in Falmouth, led by Jean Simoneau and Mary 
McCleary, who met three time a month at VFW Post 2569. On April 14, 
1991 the group sponsored a Welcome Home Parade which was very well 
attended. As a member of the Desert Storm Medal Committee, meetings 
were held with Desert Storm Families and the Barnstable County 
Commissioners to plan a medal presentation ceremony for July 4, 1991. 
This was a County wide activity at which forty-eight medals were 
presented to local veterans who served in the Gulf. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the members of the American 
Legion, Amvets, Disabled American Veterans and the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars for their assistance in decorating veterans graves for Memorial 
Day, and the Veterans Council Committee for all their help. 


PRUDENCE P. BROUSSEAU, VETERANS AGENT 
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VETERANS COUNCIL COMMITTEE 


From July 1990 - June 1991, the Committee met on the third Monday 
monthly, except for December, July and August. 

Veterans Day ceremonies were held on November 11, 1990 at Memorial 
Lane. Wreaths were laid at the two monuments by representatives of the 
Veterans’ organizations. The Company of Minute and Militia rendered a 
musket volley, taps were played by a bugler from the Falmouth High 
School band and prayers were offered at the beginning and end of the 
ceremonies by Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans Chaplain. The 
ceremonies were repeated at Deacons Pond in memory of Naval veterans. 

Geraniums and American flags were placed on properly marked 
Veterans’ graves and memorials in the Town on Memorial Day weekend. A 
parade was held from the Village Green to Memorial Lane, led by the US 
Coast Guard, Air Station Cape Cod. Falmouth elementary school students 
and members of the veterans’ organizations laid wreaths at the two 
monuments and the individual veterans’ markers on Memorial Lane; America 
the Beautiful and the Navy Hymn were sung by the Greater Falmouth Mostly 
All Men’s Choir led by Tom Goux, Director. The volley was fired by the 
Falmouth Company of Minute & Militia; taps were rendered by a member of 
the Falmouth High School band; opening and closing prayers were given by 
Rev. Fr. Francis X. Wallace, Veterans’ Chaplain; the National Anthem and 
a medley of patriotic songs were played by the combined Falmouth High 
School, Junior High School and Morse Pond bands. The Guest Speaker, a 
returning Desert Storm Veteran, was Capt. Stephen Emerson, 
Inspector-—Instructor Weapons Company, lst Btn., 25th Marine Division. 

Both our Veterans Day and Memorial Day ceremonies had increased 
participation and attendance. It was wonderful to see such enthusiasm 
return to our ceremonies. Following both the Memorial Day and Veterans 
Day ceremonies collations were held at VFW Post 2569 in Teaticket. 

Due to the increased cost of geraniums for the graves and decorating 
the memorials, our committee raised the money through fund raisers and 
the help of some of our local merchants and once again, Dougs Country 
Florist donated the wreaths for both Veterans Day and Memorial Day. We 
would like to take this opportunity to express our sincere thanks and 
appreciation to all those who willingly gave their time to make this 
such a memorable year.

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HARBOR MASTER DEPARTMENT 


The Department has been working on tightening up the mooring areas 
in all our harbors. We have permitted 220 new moorings; 159 in harbors 
without waiting list and 61 in harbors with waiting lists. Our new 
office facility has worked out very well in our day to day operations.

FALMOUTH PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Library circulation is now on computer linking a 14 member library 
network. Users have one card and can use the collections of all 
participating libraries. Books can be reserved in other libraries and 
delivered to users in their local library, thus widening access to 
materials. Efficiencies in purchasing and in collection development are 
being addressed on a Cape-wide level. 

On a negative note, the library system reduced hours by 34% due to 
lack of funding, thus not meeting the state minimum standards for hours 
of service for libraries in our population group.

As a regional library we qualified for a $16,333 federal grant for 
materials and equipment. We also qualified for an upgrade in fax 
equipment and for reference periodical/business indexes on CD Rom. As a 
network member, we participated in the successful grant for technical 
upgrades to the main computer system. Currently we are filing for 
assistance for upgrading young adult services, and as a network member, 
for upgrade telecommunications. 

The library undergoes regular planning and goal setting on both the 
local level and as a state-funded regional library. It has on file a 
five-year personnel staffing plan, a service prioritization plan, and 
goals for each department within the organization. 

Special thanks go to the many volunteers and supporters who assist 
the staff in providing library service to the community.

Two longtime members, Julia Taylor and Roy Cooke, chose 
not to run for re-election, thus the Board has three new members. 

Hours open to the public were reduced 34% from the preceding year. 
It was both challenging and futile to attempt to save all types of 
clientele users in determining schedules. Thus, after a user survey, 
the library will be operating on a summer and winter schedule. 
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The electrical fixtures at the Main library were converted to 
lower-wattage bulbs at no cost to the library. A savings of 50,000 kw is 
expected. Interior carpet replacements, painting, and rearrangement of 
special collections and furniture all served to improve aesthetics at a 
minimum cost. A grant award for shelving and purchase of used furniture 
made the improvements possible. Also, the same grant provided for 
replacements of a microfilm reader/printer, a computer, and an upgrade 
of a computer reference index. 

High School senior achievement awards were given in seven academic 
areas. The meeting room policy was revised. Trustees and staff 
participated in a service prioritizations and in goal-setting. Passes 
to 5 museums are available. 

In FY’92 we will unfortunately be dealing with a 38% reduction in 
the "Materials" budget. However, we also see the formation of a 
"Friends" group, a more efficient use of staff with the automation, and 
common goal-setting and problem-solving by all Falmouth 
libraries—public, school, and private. 

Trustees appreciate the interest and productivity of the volunteers 
and also thank the DPW for maintaining the grounds.

WOODS HOLE PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Woods Hole Library had an active year settling into its 
reconstructed building, beginning in the summer of 1990. Circulation 
increased by 27% over the previous year to a high of 17,791 items. The 
additional space for books enabled the library to add 1,003 items to the 
collection including some audio and video tapes. Of the total number, 
573 were purchased with library finds and 431 were gifts or were 
purchased with gift money. 

Because of a cutback in the town’s appropriation, one part-time 
staff position was eliminated. A volunteers’ group was organized to 
provide help to the library in both its daily and special events 
activities. Benefits and fund raising events, always a tradition at the 
library, continued with five chamber and folk music concerts, three book 
sales, a plant sale, and a book signing party. 

A new meeting room policy was established to allow local groups to 
use the library’s meeting rooms for their gatherings both during and 
outside of library hours. A new patron registration system enabled the 
library to circulate books more efficiently and reduce book loss. 

Programs for the Woods Hole community, such as films, children’s 
programs, services to Headstart, and delivery of books to patrons at 
home, continued during both summer and winter.

WEST FALMOUTH LIBRARY 


During the period June 1990-1991, the circulation of books at the 
West Falmouth Library totalled 10,868, an increase of 1,558 over last 
year. During the year 327 volumes were added and 2,773 were withdrawn. 
154 books were added to the juvenile collection and many large print 
books were added to meet the demands of our patrons. The library now 
has a total of 9,518 books. 

At the present time there are 436 registered members of the library 
and the library is opened 21 hours a week throughout the year. 
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The Arthur M. Hennessy, Jr. Memorial Scholarship Award which is 
administered by the library was presented to Catherine Cook, who is 
attending Parson’s School of Design. 

Many needed small repairs were tended to in the kitchen/bath and 
hallway areas. Large repairs, such as a new roof, have had to be 
postponed. 

The library continues to be a center of activity for the West 
Falmouth community. There is a story/craft hour for young children, a 
book discussion group that meets once a month and a weekly bridge group. 
In addition, the library also sponsors a speakers program, the Annual 
Art Show, the Annual Book Sale and the Holiday hours tour. The West 
Falmouth Pre-school continues to use the downstairs classroom. 

The dedication of our volunteers, the Trustees and the librarians, 
Ann Ellis and Roseleen Egan, help to make the library a very important 
part oaf the West Falmouth community.

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EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 


The Board of Selectmen officially changed the name of Falmouth 
Civil Defense to the Office of Emergency Preparedness (OEP), bringing 
the agency more in line with its primary focus: to respond to 
emergencies created by natural forces and widespread threats to the 
population from hazardous materials releases. Under that focus the 
Director has participated as a member of the Emergency Spill Task 
Force, created to identify how the town resources would be marshalled 
to respond to a massive spill threatening the coastal shorelines. As 
part of the response, the agency’s van could serve as a mobile 
communications unit, with a stationery Emergency Operating Center (EOC) 
located in Town Hall in the basement meeting room, where a 
communications network has already been established. 

The OEP responded to its first emergency of the year in late 
December, an unusually high tidal rise that flooded coastal roads and 
had the potential to cause property damage in low-lying areas. The EOC 
went on standby alert with just two directors present. Radio stations 
were given announcements to make. Since schools were in session, people 
in low lying areas were invited to evacuate to the nearest school until 
the waters receded. Schools made arrangements to return any children to 
school and notify parents, if a bus could not get through to leave 
children off. FARA continues to be a very important group associated 
with the agency, with its members providing the necessary communication 
expertise during emergencies. 

The emergency response van, a 1971 International Harvester, spent a 
good part of the year out of service for repairs, and is reaching the 
end of its serviceability. Thanks to Wayne Dudley and George Hinckley 
it has responded to a variety of requests: to provide loud-speaking 
capability for several large parades and the Falmouth Road Race; to 
provide warm food and drink during severe fires and mutual aid 
‘responses. The Salvation Army provides the supplies for the food 
services, paid for by public contributions. If anyone reading this has 
a stretch van or delivery van in reasonable condition they would be 
willing to contribute to the agency, we would be most grateful, so that 
the present level of service can be continued. To make the operations 
of the agency more efficient, extensive equipment maintenance and 
upgrading have been carried out, and improved storage facilities built. 
The generator that provides the only source of power in Town Hall has 
required major repairs. The underground tank supplying fuel to the 
generator is twenty-six years old and by law must be replaced within 
four years. Before it can be removed, however, either a replacement 
generator or fuel supply must be in place. In the meantime wells must 
be driven and tests made according to town Board of Health regulations. 

The Director has discussed some long range plans with the new Town 
Administrator, and established goals for the agency, consistent with 
the newly completed Comprehensive Emergency Management Plan that covers 
the activities of the Town during a major emergency. Our ability to 
respond to emergency sheltering needs is severely hampered by lack of 
appropriate equipment and sufficient volunteers to properly handle 
large numbers of people. For example, the present supply of army cots, 
about 105, are old and musty, and need replenishing. In these days of 
shrinking budgets and low volunteerism, how to bring about the changes 
needed is of great concern.

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HAZARDOUS MATERIALS COORDINATOR 


The position of Haz/mat Coordinator came under the jurisdiction of 
the newly appointed Board of Health in this fiscal year. A job 
description was written defining the scope of the position of 
Coordinator, and a vote of Town Meeting established $10,000 to fund the 
position. Other votes at Town Meeting created funding of $50,000 for 
two or more Household Hazardous Waste collections. On May 18 the first 
collection in three years was held at the Lawrence Junior High School 
parking lot with over 500 cars and an estimated 530 households 
participating. Twenty volunteers assisted in traffic control. The 
following categories were collected at a cost of $27,595 by the 
contractor Triumvirate Environmental, Inc.: 


16-55 gal drums of consolidated oil paint 

4-55 gal drums of consolidated organic solvents such as as 
paint thinner, kerosene and gasoline. 

6-5 gal buckets of poisons 

45-55 gal drums of lab packed pesticides, herbicides and 
corrosive household chemicals 

3-5 gal bucket of dry cells and button batteries 

7-55 gal drums of aerosol 


A second collection is planned for August 24 to provide summer 
residents who missed the first one an opportunity to get rid of their 
household waste. A sample lab activity related to Household Hazardous 
Waste and the collection was sent to 200 Falmouth K-6 teachers. 
Detailed instructions were also mailed out to local associations 
describing how they might carry out a paint swap and reduce the amount 
of paint to be disposed of in the collection. Falmouth Radio and 
Ortin’s continue to be collection sites for drycells and button 
batteries, and townspeople should take their exhausted batteries there 
for future recycling. Waste oil and lead storage batteries continue to 
be accepted at the town landfill. About 50 gal of oil brought to the 
collection along with about a dozen car batteries were transported to 
the landfill after the collection. 

The education process about environmental concerns has_ been 
facilitated by the Falmouth Enterprise publishing a bimonthly colum, 
"The Green Scene", devoted to matters related to preservation of 
natural resources, conservation, wetlands and hazardous materials. 
Unfortunately, illegal dumping of oil and paint continues on roadsides 
and on public lands. Another focus of this year’s work has been to 
locate and register underground tanks not already on the town’s roster. 
In cooperation with the County Board of Health notices are mailed 
yearly to tank owners whose tanks must be tested or removed, according 
to local Board of Health regulations. These regulations also say that 
local suppliers of fuel are required to notify the Board of any 
unregistered tanks on their delivery routes. A mailed reminder of this 
has brought in nearly 100 new registrations. The town and School 
Department have also begun the removal of many of its underground tanks 
with funds approved by Town Meeting. Underground fuel tanks continue to 
be a major concern relative to ground water contamination, and state 
regulations will require additional devices to monitor for leaks in a 
few years. The Coordinator responds to all tank removals when the Fire 
Department detects contamination during the removal process. 

The Coordinator continues serving as an ex officio member of the 
Solid Waste Advisory Committee, and as the Right-to-Know Coordinator 
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for the town. She has responded to literally hundreds of phone calls 
from townspeople concerned with how to safely store and dispose of 
chemicals, or interested in the nature of chemicals in the products 
they use. She also provides expertise about the nature of chemicals and 
cooperates with the Fire Department, Health agents, Natural Resources 
and Conservation Administrator in responding to spills that may harm 
the environment. 

A concerted effort is being made to convince the Department of 
Environmental Protection to permit more latitude in collecting oil 
paint and antifreeze at special times at the landfill and hold them for 
future collections. Present regulations do not permit this, and so far 
they are not willing to relax such regulations. Hopefully as the County 
and Cape Cod Commission get more involved in this process future 
changes will come about.

The Committee elected Robert T. Joy as Chairperson for 1990-1991, 
Kim Carman was re-elected as Vice Chairman and Treasurer, and David P. 
Sampson was elected as Secretary. Student Representatives were Mikkael 
Wilton and Kerry Rogalin. 

High School enrollment, as of October 1, 1990 consisted of 
seventy-four (74) students from Bourne, One hundred five (105) from 
Falmouth, seventeen (17) from Marion, fifty two (52) from Sandwich, and 
one hundred ninety four (194) from Wareham. An additional nineteen (19) 
students were enrolled in the Licensed Practical Nurses Program and (10) 
students were tuitioned from the Town of Plymouth. 

Post graduate and non-high school students, first from our sending 
towns, then on a space available basis from out-of-district, were 
admitted to various shops, paying an hourly tuition fee for skills 
training. Admission of these students was a new venture this year and 
appears to have significant potential for the future. We have found 
that substantial numbers of currently out of school adults are in need 
of additional occupational training. 

The Board of Registration of Nursing has granted approval for 
expansion to thirty students in the 1991-1992 LPN class. The School 
Committee has approved a tuition increase to $2500.00 per student 
effective September 1991. 

Building improvements included the rebuilding of walk-in freezers in 
the Culinary Department and Cafeteria, and the completion of a storage 
building for boats and marine equipment being repaired. Replacement of 
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outdated equipment through local and grant funding sources had occured 
in he Automotive, Auto Body and Electronics Programs. 

Outside projects included a shelter for Goodwill Park in Falmouth 
and completion of the Forestdale Baptist Church Parsonage. 

For the 2nd year in a row, the school hosted the State VICA 
Competition. Two Upper Cape Cod Regional students were statewide 
medalists and earned the opportunity to compete at the National level in 
Louisville, Kentucky in June. Also, student Tracey Barnes was elected 
State Vice President of VICA for 1991-1992. 

Kluz, Inc. completed a survey of the building structure, and major 


equipment systems. The building, now 22 years old is generally in 
excellent condition, several items are, however, in need of immediate 
attention. Major concerns are the peeling of foundation stucco 


associated with roof damage, settling of the building at specific 
corners, chimney repairs, fire alarm system, handicapped accessibility, 
heating and ventilation in shops, dust filtration in masonry, and roof 
repairs. 

Radon testing of the entire school facility was conducted and all 
sections passed with the exception of one area which is slightly above 
acceptable limits. This area will be re-tested. 

In December of 1990 the school was presented an award by Governor 
Michael Dukakis for having an outstanding Drop—Out Prevention Program. 
Utilizing both local and state grant funds, school officials continue to 
provide support services to students exhibiting drop-out potential. 

Review of the School Committee Policy Manual is on-going, the School 
Committee, working with consultants from the Massachusetts Association 
of School Committees is reviewing and updating all current policies and 
making additions where necessary. 

Special Needs student enrollment has become significant. 
Educational plans for these students require Support Classes, Team 
Teaching, Resource Rooms, and vocational Special Needs Programs. A 
Vocational Transitional Program provides students who have significant 
behavioral problems the opportunity to learn appropriate tasks, related 
behavior and skill development in a small setting preparing them fort 
mainstreaming. 

Meeting with local school officials, Mass. Maritime Academy, Cape 
Cod Technical School, and Cape Cod Community College relative to 
alternative enrollment configurations and articulation have been 
conducted during the year to provide Upper Cape Cod Regional graduates 
with advanced standing in the job market and in college level programs. 
A Tech Prep grant combining Cape Cod Community College, Cape Cod Tech 
and Upper Cape Cod Regional had been received to plan a program which 
would begin in grade 11 and culminate with an Associate’s Degree from 
Cape.Cod Community College. 

Federal and State Grants have provided assistance with 
administrative and teaching salaries, supplies, in-service, student 
assistance, unemployment benefits, brochures and capital acquisitions 
totaling nearly $525,000. 

Michael Cicoria, CPA completed the schools audit for 1989-1990 and 
este the 1990-1991 audit for expected completion in the fall of 

The Towns serious financial shortfall, coupled with fixed costs such 
as health insurance, utilities, and insurance have impacted heavily on 
school programs and staff for 1991-1992. The uncertainty of the receipt 
of State Aid also created a delay in decision making. The FY92 Budget 
was re-certified to the towns with a NET Operating Budget assessed at 
$2,158,176.00 and a NET Capital Budget assessed at $50,000.00. 
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After fifteen years of service to Upper Cape Regional Vocational- 
Technical School and the Town of Wareham, Chairperson Robert T. Joy 
choose to not seek re-election at the end of his term of office. The 
Committee expresses their thanks and appreciation to Mr. Joy for his 
service, dedication and support our efforts, and the administration and 
other school employees who continue to contribute to the success of 
Upper Cape Regional Vocational—Technical School.

During the past year we dispensed $6,915 in grants to further the 
arts in the Town. Most of this sum went to 13 applicants for regular 
Arts Lottery Grants and the PASS program for students mandated by the 
State Arts Lottery Law. We also instituted a new Program of Career 
Development Awards for artists in the Town, and two grants were made in 
this category. 

We also developed and published during the year a "Guide to Artists" 
in the Town. Copies of this are in the Library and its branches. Our 
older "Guide to the Arts" was also updated and distributed widely in 
Town. 
The State budget cuts will severly affect our operations during the 
coming year unless we manage to raise funds locally.

The second 2 year session of the Barnstable County Assembly of 
Delegates has emphasized cooperation between its members and the County 
Commissioners with positive results for the County. 

The operating budget for Fiscal Year 1992 was presented as a 
"program" budget for the first time. making costs and priorities clear. 
The Commissioners, the Selectmen on the Advisory Board, and _ the 
Assembly’s Standing committee on the Budget worked together to produce a 
realistic, balanced budget for County functions. 

Responding to widespread citizen concern, the Assembly requested 
that the Commissioners establish guidelines for the implementation of a 
county-wide household hazardous waste collection program. The Cape Cod 
Commission staff has produced a comprehensive proposal which the 
Assembly has referred to the Standing Committee on Natural Resources for 
hearings. 

The Assembly adopted a Resolution to support the designation of 
Stellwagen Bank as a National Marine Sanctuary and will continue to work 
with the County Commissioners to design a response to the potential 
problems posed by the MWRA outfall pipe. 

Another Resolution creates a County consortium to allow Barnstable 
County to apply for federal funds made available through the 1990 
Cranston-Gonsalez National Affordable Housing Act. Individual towns on 
Cape Cod are not eligible for these funds so this is a logical area for 
regional government action. 

The greatest long-term effect on Cape Cod will probably come from 
the Assembly’s adoption, in line with the Cape Cod Commission Act, of 
the Regional Policy Plan. The Plan will guide environmental protection 
and economic growth in Barnstable County. While reviewing the Regional 
Policy Plan, the Assembly established a new Standing Committee on 
Economic Affairs to work on regional approaches to economic development.

SOLID WASTE ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


In 1990-91 the Solid Waste Advisory Committee continued to monitor 
solid waste developments in Falmouth and in the region. A member of the 
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committee serves on the Cape Cod Commission Recycling Advisory 
Committee. 

Each year Falmouth generates about 49,000 tons of solid waste with a 
total annual disposal cost, - including curbside collection, operation 
of the landfill, the Otis Transfer Station, transportation to SEMass, 
tipping fees, recycling expenses, and household hazardous waste 
collection, — of approximately $1.3 million. 

Since capping the current facility and opening the projected new, 
lined landfill will entail a huge capital outlay, the committee regards 
the Falmouth landfill as a valuable town resource to be preserved as 
long as possible. (The capital cost of a new landfill, payable in the 
first year of operation, is estimated to be $1,070,000.) 

During FY 1990, the first full year of SEMass operation, however, 
only 41% of Falmouth solid waste was shipped to SEMass, 5% was recycled, 
and 54% continued to be landfilled. 

Following joint meetings of the Solid Waste Advisory and Recycling 
Committees, attended by representatives from the Beach Committee and the 
DPW, the DPW further increased its effort to divert solid waste from the 
landfill to SEMass. The DPW now provides roll-off containers at the 
landfill, on an experimental basis, for household waste and for the 600 
Tons of trash collected by the Beach Committee each summer. The DPW also 
took over handling and shipping some of the materials collected by the 
Recycling Committee. 

Leaf composting and white metal collection currently account for 
most of Falmoutho’s recycled tonnage. Expanded recycling of other 
materials will be required soon. New state regulations require removal 
from the waste stream of recyclable glass by December, 1992 and 
newsprint by December, 1994. 

Since the only feasible way to accomplish these goals is through 
curbside collection, the next curbside collection contract must provide 
for curbside collection of recyclables. Furthermore, since curbside 
collection will increase tonnages 10 to 50-fold, it is obvious that it 
will be necessary to devise and implement a system to process, 
transport, and market these materials on a large scale. 

The committee has recommended, therefore, that responsibility for 
solid waste and recycling be further consolidated within the DPW and 
that a managerial position be created to supervise these expanded 
operations.

WOODS HOLE, MARTHA’S VINEYARD, and NANTUCKET 
STEAMSHIP AUTHORITY 


This is my first annual report as Falmouth’s Member to the Steamship 
Authority. 

For their support and encouragement, I wish to thank the Board of 
Selectmen, Peter Boyer, Steamship Authority employees and their 
relatives, friends and neighbors who--together—-make up our Community of 
Falmouth. 

I have learned that filling the shoes of Jimmy Smith is a prodigious 
task. I’ll keep on meeting personally-—-as much as_ possible—-with 
organizations and individuals who have legitimate concerns about the 
Steamship Authority so we all will better understand each other. 
Tensions, unfortunately, exist in our community over what is perceived 
about the Steamship Authority and what is real. I firmly believe that 
better communication is the surest route to understanding the goals and 
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responsibilities of the Steamship Authority. This communication, with 
legitimate feedback, is the surest counter to _ destructive 
misinformation. 

The State Department of Public Works reported that for the period of 
June through September 1990 (1991 figures are not yet available) 
6,295,740 vehicles travelled onto the Cape over Bourne and Sagamore 
Bridges. (That’s a one-way official traffic count.) During that same 
four-month period, the Steamship Authority transported and/or parked 
221,562 of these vehicles from Woods Hole and Hyannis, leaving 6,074,178 
for Cape towns to cope with that had nothing to do with Steamship 
Authority operations. I mention these State figures because it is my 
contention that as long as the Steamship Authority is singled out as the 
culprit for traffic problems, little will ever be done about the six 
million-plus other vehicles arriving on the Cape during the tourist 
months. During 1990, the Steamship Authority had a net income of 
$405,375. Operating revenues totalled $29,159,927; operating expenses 
totalled $27,406,136 plus another $1,739,185 was expended to cover 
interest on outstanding bonds. While rates increased modestly, there 
was one meaningful reduction: for the first time, year round senior 
citizen residents of Falmouth and Barnstable were extended half-fare 
privileges. 

The nearly $1.5 million in various purchases helped Falmouth 
businesses keep and create jobs. The remaining $150,000 or so would go a 
long way toward meeting the year-round salaries of at least half a dozen 
of our schoolteachers. In my report next year, I hope to be able to 
report that stepped up communication with the public has overcome the 
unfortunate effects of misinformation. 


ROBERT A. SAYERS 
REPORT OF THE PUBLIC ACCESS COMMITTEE 


The committee has finalized it’s inventory of all Town owned land. 
Currently this information is being inputted into the Town’s computer 
system by Marge Donovan. The committee has been working very closely 
with the Town Planner on this project. To help identify the Town’s land 
for it’s citizens. 

The committee has decided to undertake two projects to achieve this 
goal. The first will be to produce a book of maps showing the Town owned 
land and the access to them. Also all fresh and salt water parcels will 
be depicted. We are using the State of Massachusetts Public Access Book 
as a guide. We will have an Article in the next Annual Town Meeting 
asking for funds to accomplish this goal. 

Our second project is to make and install signs stating "PUBLIC 
ACCESS" on some of the "PRIME" locations through out the Town. With the 
help of the Falmouth Fisherman Association, Bud Miskell of the Wood 
Lumber Company, and the D.P.W. for creating our proto type, we will 
begin this Fall installing these signs. We would like to _ thank 
Mr.George Calise and his staff for helping locate the proper areas for 
placement of these signs. 


JOSEPH A. NETTO III 
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Falmouth Recycling Committee 


The trend most evident this year was increased cooperation within 
the Town of Falmouth, and between Falmouth and other towns. The 
Recycling Committee, the Solid Waste Advisory Committee and _ the 
Department of Public Works have worked together more closely than 
previously. An inter-municipal agreement under which Barnstable would 
help Falmouth market glass is nearing completion. At the same time, the 
Barnstable County Recycling Advisory Committee has been working toward a 
county-wide program. The Enterprise sponsored a newsprint drive in 
recognition of Earth Day. This has all been particularly encouraging in 
a year when it has become more and more "a buyer’s market". 

We added two new categories to recycling this year: a) uncolored 
high-density polyethylene (HDPE), for which we have signed our first 
contract. It has proved to be both labor-intensive and 
education-intensive, but the public has taken to it enthusiastically. At 
the other end of the spectrum has been b) tin cans - they require hardly 
any handling, and the DPW takes care of notifying the trucker. 

We added a depot at East Falmouth school, and took on a greater 
part of the depot at Falmouth Academy. Each depot comes with a group of 
dedicated volunteers. We also consolidated the North Falmouth and West 
Falmouth depots for efficiency. 

The Recycling Committee has worked harder on outreach this year. 
We sponsored a public forum in February. Members have given several 
talks, including talks to school children. Thanks to printing donated 
by New Wave and Wilson printing companies, flyers have been widely 
distributed.

FALMOUTH HUMAN SERVICES 


Counseling - households received counseling and casework services: 110 
new clients; 32 reopened cases; 46 cases carried over from FY 90; and 55 
involved in groups. Intake increased by 30% of FY 89. 

Friendly Visitors - 75 elderly/disabled residents were visited weekly by 
71 volunteers. For the fourth year a grant, this time in the amount of 
$6744., came from Elder Services of Cape Cod and the Islands and funded 
the program coordinator position. 

Federal Surplus Foods - An average of 297 households received dairy, 
grain, and vegetable products quarterly through this joint program of the 
U.S. Dept. of Agriculture, Mass. Dept. of Education, and the Town. 
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Early Childbearing Program 97 Falmouth residents were served in this 
program for pregnant and parenting teens co-sponsored by Healthcare of 
S.E. Mass. Both individual casework and support groups were available to 
program participants, 
Affordable Housing - The department continued to provide rent free space 
to the local housing partnership, the Falmouth Housing Trust, as well as 
technical and support assistance. A Committee was established by the 
department and the Trust to develop a single room occupancy residence for 
15-20 low income singles. Construction financing was secured for the 
model home at Longshank affordable homes site donated by the Town to the 
Trust for this purpose. 
Community Organization Staff participated in efforts: by the Cape & 
Islands District Attorney’s office to conduct a civil rights conference; 
by Cape Codders Against Racism to explore further multi-cultural 
education efforts with Cape School districts; by the Falmouth—Mashpee 
Teen Pregnancy Prevention Coalition to do comprehensive planning; by the 
Community Action Committee to ensure non-discriminatory treatment of 
shelter residents in the housing market. 
Contracts Nine non-profit human service agencies served 1464 Falmouth 
residents on an hourly or daily basis; INDEPENDENCE HOUSE (battered 
women’s program); HOUSING ASSISTANCE CORPORATION (family shelter); 
NAUSET WORKSHOP (work training for disabled); CAPE COD COUNCIL ON 
ALCOHOL & DRUG DEPENDENCE, INC.(substance abuse); THE THORNE CLINIC INC. 
(counseling for families & children); CENTER FOR INDIVIDUAL 7 FAMILY 
SERVICES, INC. (substance abuse counseling); CAPE COD CHILD DEVELOPMENT 
PROGRAM, INC. (day care and Head Start); LEGAL SERVICES OF CAPE COD & 
ISLANDS, INC. (Elder Law Project); CAPE & ISLANDS SELF-RELIANCE CORP. 
(energy and food self-sufficiency). Annual Town Meeting in April voted 
to provide Town support to SIGHT LOSS SERVICES, INC. (support for the 
visually impaired) beginning in FY '92. Al contractor service reports 
are on file at the department’s offices. 
Administration/Budget With the change in Town government voted in the 
Falmouth Charter, the Human Services Committee members were appointed by 
the Board of Selectmen. Mr. Paul Olenick and Ms. Jeanne Goldman were 
relected Chairperson and Vice-Chairperson. For the second year a grant 
submitted to the Mass. Small Cities program for a multi-agency human 
services center was not awarded. The Elder Services grant through the 
Senior Aide program for a part time secretary was utilized to hire Carol 
Drumgoole of Falmouth Heights. The Annual Town Meeting approved a budget 
for FY '91/92 of $219,149. 
Personnel Pamela McGruire of W. Falmouth and Nancy Sowell of Hatchville 
served in the department as social work interns from the Boston 
University Graduate School of Social Work from Sept. 1990 to May 1991. 
Continued level funding by the Town and less availability of state 
and federal resources as well as the continuation of an economic downturn 
created a greater demand for services by residents during the year. The 
Committee and the staff of Falmouth Human Services continued to priori- 
tize services for those demonstrating the need while still attempting to 
provide any Falmouth resident with information and referral. The Human 
Services Committee and the staff of the department thank the taxpayers of 


Falmouth and Town Meeting members for their ongoing support in these 
difficult economic times.

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HISTORICAL DISTRICTS COMMISSION 


It is the policy of the HDC to meet on the first Wednesday (holiday 
permitting) of each month. In addition, meetings have been posted and 
held in the intervals when circumstances and need require it. 
Twenty-four meetings were held during the past fiscal year and 66 
applications acted upon. Eighty proposed changes were reviewed, and 
Certificates of Appropriateness, generally with modifications, 
stipulations or conditions were granted for most.

Hoping to better serve applicants, the Commission drafted an 


amendment to its legislation, Ch. 654 , which would authorize the 
Selectmen to appoint two alternate members to serve on the body in 
addition to its five regular members. The article was endorsed by 


Special Town Meeting, October 2990, and by the State Legislature in 1991. 
While the change is yet to be implemented, the expectation is that with 
alternates to call upon when needed there will be greater flexibility in 
the scheduling of hearings. 

Many factors are weighed in the process of making decisions and 
issues are not always clear cut. This year has been no different from 
previous ones in that respect. Technology and economics, not to mention 
personal choice, exert a constant tug of war with the interest of 
preservation. Compromise is the frequent outcome. The Building 
Department has been very cooperative in our behalf, but there is no 
question that jobs not requiring a building permit do slip by. It is the 
feeling of the Commission that in spite of these problems, it has 
performed well in working to preserve the character of our extensive 
historic districts.

COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Council on Aging, in coordination with other agencies, provides 
the following services and programs at the Town of Falmouth Senior Center 
which has been established as the focal point in the Community for the 
delivery of these services: Health Screening and Blood Pressure 
monitoring; Medicare-Medex, Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Legal and Financial 
counselling; Certified Health Benefit Counseling (SHINE Program), and 
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assistance with health insurance claims forms; Income Tax assistance, 
tax seminars, Meals on Wheels, Friendly Visitors, Support Groups, Arts & 
Crafts, Annual Picnic, monthly parties, exercize class, walking group, 
social events, Bazaars, and White Elephant sales, Fuel Assistance, Mini 
Bus service, Intergenerational Spelling Bee, tours and trips, volunteer 
opportunities and Outreach Program. The Council also participates in the 
RSVP Program, the Elder Service Corps and the Senior Aide Program. 

During the period of this report, the Council provided the following 
services and programs for the Senior residents of Falmouth; 19 25 
persons took part in Center activities; 4, 606 persons were provided free 
transportation by the Council on Aging Mini Bus Services; 222 persons 
were issued Senior Citizen Identification cards, and 25,146 copies of the 
Center newsletter were mailed to the approximately 4,500 persons 
registered at the Center. The 1991 census figures indicate 7,307 Falmouth 
residents were 60 years or older which is 27% of the population. 

A Volunteer Recognition Ceremony acknowledging the dedicated 
volunteer services of 88 individuals was held. Each received a letter of 
appreciation from our State elected officials and the Board of Selectmen. 
The monetary value of their volunteer hours amounted to $50,838. 

In addition, the Council on Aging received donations totaling 
$3,689., for the Mini Bus Fund and $870., for the Postage Fund. These 
funds, deposited with the Town Treasurer, will help defray the cost of 
the Programs for which they were designated. 

The Council on Aging Outreach Program has continued to contact senior 
residents through door to door visitation and telephone interviews - 350 
individuals were referred to other agencies, 450 individuals were 
contacted, and 2,100 persons ere provided with general information 
services. This program is made possible by a grant of $10,219. from the 
Executive Office of Elder Affairs. 

The Council wants to express its appreciation to the many individuals 
for monetary contributions and also to the many who devote their time and 
talent in support of Council objectives. This volunteer effort 
represents a sizeable savings to the taxpayers of Falmouth. The Council 
also wishes to express its appreciation to the Board of Selectmen, Town 
Administrator, and the Finance Committee for their support and leadership 
during the past year.

BIKEWAYS COMMITTEE 


The Bikeways Committee had another busy year in 1991. Much progress 
has been made on the extension of the Shining Sea Bikeway. In the Fall of 
1990, volunteers did the initial clearing of the railroad right-of-way 
that is on Town property between Locust Street and the Train Depot. Mr. 
Don Taft, an engineering professional, volunteered to draw the 
engineering plans for the extension. Plans for Phase I from Locust 
Street to Depot Avenue should be completed in the Fall of 1991. The 
search for financing for the project will be vigorously pursued upon 
completion of the engineering plans. Private citizens in the Town have 
established a "Friends of the Bikeway Committee" whose goal is to raise 
money for the bikeway extension. Many good things are coming together, 
and hopefully we will continue to progress toward our goal in 1992. 

The training and education of Falmouth’s school children on property 
bicycle use and safety has been an important part of the Bikeways 
Committee’s agenda. The Teaticket School PTO, and the Bikeways Committee 
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conducted a veery successful "Bike Rodeo" for elementary school children 
in June of 1991. Over 90 children participated in the Rodeo. Bicycles 
were given a safety inspection, and registered with the Police 
Department. Prizes (including nine helmets) and refreshments were donated 
by local business men. 

The Committee has promoted bicycle safety in the Town. The Shining 
Sea Bikeway has posted Rules & Regulations to inform users how to safely 
use the path without endangering others. Mr. Warren Sass, a bicycle 
advocate, has provided articles to the Enterprise on bicycle safety. 
Adelphia Cable, Channel 13 Public Access, has aired bicycle safety tapes 
provided by the Committee. 

The Committee gave final approval to the additional Bike Routes in 
Town. The routes included routes across the northern part of Falmouth, to 
Mashpee, through Falmouth Center, and another route to Woods Hole. The 
1992 budget has funds to provide signs for about half of the new routes. 
The Bike Routes have been established for experienced riders who know how 
to ride with automobile traffic. The Shining Sea Bikepath is the 
recreational path suitable for use by less experienced riders. 

Mountain bike use and interest has increased rapidly in the last few 
years. Several citizens have approached the Committee to discuss their 
use on Town land. The Committee has studied the issue, and surveyed 
possible areas for mountain bike trails. The Committee expects to 
develop a formal mountain bike program in 1992. 

The Bikeways Committee worked closely with the Cape Cod Commission on 
the transportation portion of the Regional Policy Plan. The final policy 
plan included many comments from our Committee which provided a strong 
policy on bicycle use, safety, and future development. 

The Committee would like to thank the Falmouth High School National 
Honor Society for their assistance in the Spring cleanup of the Bikepath. 
We would also like to thank Lou Ferreira, Lois Griffin and Maxine Morris 
who ended their terms on the Committee this year, for their enthusiasm 
and hard work over the years.

BEACH COMMITTEE 


The 1990 Summer Season will be remembered as the summer of change. 
Changes in the areas of our Sticker Policy and Swim Program became the 
focus of our Committee for the 1990 Summer Season. The Committee 
revamped its resident/taxpayer sticker purchase policy. The goal was to 
improve the Guidelines for issuing the sticker as well as to establish a 
fair and equitable system of sticker distribution that would defer the 
possibility of abuse. We are happy to report that this new policy worked 
tremendously and our staff issued over 12,000 Resident/Taxpayer stickers. 

Due to fiscal restraints, the Committee was faced with the difficult 
task of trying to maintain the current level of services with less 
available funds. To this end, the Committee decided to close the beaches 
a week early in order to maintain the current Swim Program. This 
decision allowed for over 600 youngsters to participate in a regarding 
experience as well as develop strong swimming techniques. Unfortunately, 
the weather for the last week of the season including the Labor Day 
weekend was gorgeous, beautiful weather, coupled with the lack of 
available personnel resulted in a very difficult experience for all 
involved. 

The Committee also opened its beaches to outside activities. A 
Volleyball Tournament was held at Old Silver Beach which was a tremendous 
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success. The Committee again worked hand and hand with the Falmouth Road 
Race Board of Directors to ensure that the beaches and individuals using 
the beaches during that day would adhere to the Rules and Regulations of 
the Falmouth Beach Committee. 

Our Annual Swim Meet was held at Massachusetts Maritime Academy pool 
and once again it was a great success. This event was held before a 
standing room only crowd of anxious youths, proud and beaming parents, 
and excited teachers and friends. As always, each beach was well 
represented by team members, but of course, only one team could be the 
champions. This year winners were from the Falmouth Heights Beach and 
the M.B.L. Beach. 

In closing, we would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
number of individuals and departments that have provided us with an 
incredible amount of assistance and guidance. Our thanks to the Finance 
Committee for their understanding, the Board of Selectmen for their 
continued cooperation, the Department of Public Works for their patience 
and technical input, the Conservation Commission with who we share 
beaches and a common respect for our natural environment, and our entire 
staff who have worked countless hours to assure that each visitor had the 
opportunity to enjoy themselves on our Beaches.

SEALER OF WEIGHTS & MEASURES 


In accordance with the laws of the Commonwealth, testing and sealing 
of weighing and measuring devices were conducted in the Town of Falmouth. 
The State’s Division of Standards provided assistance and equipment for 
the testing of large capacity truck scales and oil truck meters. 

A total of 605 weighing and measuring devices were tested for 
accuracy and condition. Those devices that met the prescribed standards 
were sealed; some were adjusted and sealed; and some were condemned. 

The sum of $5,944.00 was collected in fees as of June 30, 1991 and 
deposited with the Town Treasurer. 

The State prohibits the sale of advertising of wood by the cord. 
Wood will be advertised and sold by the cubic foot, and a bill of sale 
must be presented to the consumer by the seller with the buyer’s name and 
address, plus amount of wood in cubic feet, and the total price. For 
thew consumer’s protection, when wood is delivered we suggest measuring 
the wood before it is accepted and paid for. 

I would like to acknowledge the cooperation of the State Division of 
Standards and especially inspectors Jack Walsh and Tom Hansbury of that 
office. 


James M.Crossen, Sealer of Weights & Measures 
DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL RESOURCES 


During Fiscal Year 1991, the Department of Natural Resources made 
1,420 field inspections of hunters, 1,710 field inspections of 
shellfishmen and 1,198 field inspections of fishermen. Because of these 
and other law enforcement efforts we made 5 arrests, summoned 24 people 
to court on criminal charges, and cited an additional 95 for minor 
environmental infractions 

In addition to our law enforcement functions, the Department of 
Natural Resources has developed a series of new environmental programs 
listed below: 

White Cedar Swamp Replication 

In a Joint effort with the Conservation Commission and the Department of 
Public Works, Parks Department and Dr. Aimlee Laderman of Yale 
University’s School of Forestry and Environmental Studies, we have 
established the first known white cedar swamp replication project. The 
area of this project will hopefully serve as a vegetative buffer to 
protect an existing white cedar swamp, which is under State and Federal 
environmental protection. 

Wildlife Emergency Care 

Through the volunteer efforts of two local women, (Nadia Morgan and Buffy 
Curtis) and Orenda Wildlife Trust, we have established a wildlife medical 
care system for sick, orphaned and injured animals. So far this year 
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over 59 animals ranging from baby opossums to song sparrow have been 
received into this system. 

Quail Propagation 

We have been issued wildlife propagator permits by the state for the 
purpose of hatching and raising quail So far we have raised several 
covey. It is our hope to release the quail into protected areas so they 
may safely multiply and fan out through the Town. 

Deer Tick Study 

With the assistance of Dr. Samuel Telford of the Harvard School of Public 
Health, we have examined the population of deer tick in Falmouth. 
Systematic deer tick collection was made throughout the Town in the Fall 
and the Spring. The subsequent analysis revealed that Falmouth has a 
small deer tick population which has a level of Lyme disease infection of 
453. In coastal Massachusetts infection levels in adult ticks 
populations range from 35% to 70%. 

Raptor Education Program 

We rescued and have been caring for an osprey that now appears to be 
permanently injured. Recently we have been granted State and Federal 
Permits that will enable us to keep this eagle for educational purposes. 
It is our intent to have him available to the Waquoit Bay National 
Estumarine Research Reserve and our local schools for raptor education 
program that we hope to have going by Spring. 

Canine Care 

The level of care at the Dog Pound has greatly improved. This is almost 
entirely due to the efforts of the Friends of the Falmouth Pound. In 
conjunction with them we have established a resolving account under State 
law. This revolving account channels Town monies from dog adoption fees 
to the spaying and neutering of Town acquired dogs. In the past six 
months 45 dogs have received this service through this account. During 
FY '91, the Friends of the Falmouth Pound have spent over $6,000., on the 
medical needs of pound dogs, this includes all routine shots and heart 
worm testing. In FY’91, a total of 148 dogs went out to adoption. It 
also should be noted that Channel 13, in conjunction with our animal 
control officer and the Friends of the Falmouth Pound, put out two half 
hour television programs on the care and services which the Town and the 
Friends of Pound provide.

FALMOUTH SUBSTANCE ABUSE COMMISSION 


Created in 1987, the Falmouth Substance Abuse Commission is charged 
"to address the Alcohol and Drug Abuse problem among the Town’s youth 
and adult population". During FyY’91, Commissioners volunteered more 
than 850 hours of their time and undertook the following initiatives to 
implement the Commission’s purposes: 
—Advocated and supported the adoption of a Town Employee Assistance 
Program (EAP). Town Employees and their families, the EAP provides a 
screening and referral service for problems including substance abuse, 
that adversely affect job performance. 
—Continued_ awareness initiatives in public schools These included: 
publishing public awareness notices during high school prom week, 
training in AIDS awareness for all school administrators, counselors, 
and nurses; teacher training at annual Regional Student Assistance 
Program Conference as well as support and guidance for the Falmouth High 
School Student Assistance Program. 


-Organized and produced a_ year Intended for adults and youth, 
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professional clinicians presented a variety of programs on substance 
abuse issues. 


—Supported and advocated the Drug Awareness Resistance Education ( DARE ) 
Program through the Falmouth Police Department and Public Schools. 


-Fostered additional public substance abuse awareness through: the 
purchase of multi-media materials for the Falmouth Public Library; 
training of summer lifeguards for the Beach Committee; and distribution 
of the pamphlet, "You don’t Have to Face Alcohol and Other Drug Problems 
Alone", to medical and health professionals. Media spots for radio 
broadcast were also prepared. 

With Additional finance support from North Falmouth Village 
Association, the Commission sponsored the presentation of the children’s 
musical, "Safety Kids: Play It Smart - Stay Safe from Drugs" at all four 
of the fTown’s' elementary schools. The Commission also_ shared 
sponsorship of the "Cape Cod Cares Concert" in July 19909as both a 
fund-raiser and a public awareness opportunity. 


Out of our experiences in FY'91, the Commission strongly recommends, in 


FY’92 and the following fiscal years, that the Town: 
1) Continue full funding of the Employee Assistance Program (EAP), 


encourage its widest use by Town employees and their families, and 
support full participation in the EAP’s Town Steering Committee; 

2) Fund a Tenant Assistance Program (TAP) for the elderly and low 
income persons living in the Town’s public housing facilities; and 

3) Continue to train public school health professionals in clinical 
recognition and referral procedures as well as to train all public 
school teachers and administrators in their responsibilities and 
liabilities regarding substance abuse.

FALMOUTH HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The Falmouth Housing Authority was formed in 1948 to support local 
affordable housing initiatives to assist in providing needed rental 
housing opportunities with the support of the Dept. of Housing & Urban 
Development (HUD) and the State Executive Office of Communities and 
Development (EOCD). The policy of the Falmouth Housing Authority is to 
operate a low rent Elderly and Family Housing, to determine and establish 
eligibility and rent requirements and to provide decent, safe and 
Sanitary housing. To accomplish this task, the Authority employs 16 in 
personnel (13 permanent and 3 temporary). 

The Board of Commissioners consist of five members, one appointed by 
the Governor and four elected by the Town of Falmouth. They are required 
by law to make policy decisions on current and future programs, to 
determine how they are to be administered and to obtain and protect 
monies needed to keep them operating. The Authority is a public 
corporation on which commissioners serve as governing directors. 


Falmouth Chapter 689 
The Chapter 689 Unit located at 43 Rose Morin Drive will be completed on 


October 29, 1991. A management director has been selected by the 
Department of Mental Health (DMH). The Housing Authority owns and 
maintains the facility. The DMH manages the facility, selects and 
controls the length of stay for the eight residents. This house is to 
shelter eight chronically mentally ill residents in two apartments. For 
periods ranging from months to years, this will be their home and the 
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design and construction of it will emphasize home qualities. The 
characteristics that are contained in the image of home such as privacy 
and opportunities for social interaction through routines, leisure and 
special occasions are critical. At the same time, all spaces and 
functions will provide educational opportunities for developing living 
skills and coping. 

There will be a staff on duty whenever there are residents at home. 
Staff's primary purpose is to interact with the residents, although there 
is also an administrative function. 


Family Housing 


Twenty-five homes scattered throughout Falmouth are managed by the 
Authority. Twenty-two homes are occupied. Rental payments are 27% of 
gross income after deductions. Three units are in need of modernization 
and are vacant due to the inability to meet Housing Quality Standards. 
The Authority is awaiting funding authorization or permission to sell the 
units. 

The Authority is authorized to subsidize 537 private dwellings for 
very low income families in Falmouth: 250 are state funded; 287 
federally funded. Dwellings must meet the State Sanitary Code 
requirements and the monthly rental must be within the established fair 
market rent. 

Families are responsible for locating the dwelling and leases are 
executed between the family and owner. The family’s rental contribution 
is 27% of net income for state subsidized dwellings after deductions and 
30% of gross income for federally subsidized units. The Authority 
executes a subsidy contract with the owner for the difference between the 
family’s contribution and the full contract rent. Residents have 
priority on the State waiting list. 


Transitional Housing Demonstration Project 
The Falmouth Housing Authority has agreed to participate in a 


Transitional Housing Demonstration Project to be operated by the Cape Cod 
Collaborative which includes the Dennis Housing Authority, Sandwich 
Housing Authority, Bourne Housing Authority, Barnstable Housing Authority 
and the Falmouth Housing Authority. The Falmouth Housing Authority has 
agreed to supply, on or about November 1, 1991, one Chapter 705 
four-bedroom house to this program. The family placed in this unit will 
be trained to obtain an education and gainful employment that will permit 
them to become independent, and hopefully leave the welfare rolls.

From June 24th through August 8th, 1991, 1,500 bushels of quahaugs were 
purchased from New Bedford Outer Harbor and relayed into a section of Great 
pond for propagation and natural depuration. 


OYSTER TRANSPLANT 

The oysters that were transplanted onto Bourne’s Pond for propagation 
and natural depuration did real well and were enjoyed by the Family 
shellfishmen. I am sorry to report that I have not found any offspring or 
"spat" from this transplant to date, but I will try another transplant. 


AID FOR ALEWIVES 

The restoration of a section of the Coonamessett herring run was 
completed by clearing and hand digging by me in order for the herring to 
pass freely. We had a good run of fish returning to spawn this year into 
Coonamessett Pond. On June 25, 1991, very large schools of small young fry 
started migratory run from the spawning ground out to sea. Many of them 
met their death due to lack of water in the stream caused by vandalism, 
moderate drought, and perhaps the operation of the Coonamessett wells which 
could be expected to lengthen the duration of the dry stream bed. 

The decrease in water flow this past Spring concerns me. At this 
writing, there is no ground water being discharged into the stream between 
the pond outlet and Hatchville Road, approximately 1,000 feet. This section 
of the river bed is dry making it impossible for the young fry to make 
their annual fall migratory run from Coonamessett Pond out to the sea. I 
have noted that the water table is 30 inches below the dry stream bed. I 
will make every effort in the future to help this wonderful fisheries by 
keeping this herring run alive. 

Wetlands projects were reviewed by me in order to protect our resources 
and to try to minimize adverse effects on the marine fisheries and land 
containing shellfish. 

For the record, on July 26, 1990, I observed thousands of blue crabs 
out of water along the shoreline at the head of Waquoit Bay. On July 27th 
thousands of blue crabs made their way back into deep water. Green Pond 
was also in trouble at that time. There were large areas of discolored 
water changing from milky off-white to black. The soft shell clams were 
under stress with their necks sticking out of the sediment. Along the 
shoreline in the intertidal zone large number of dead seed clams were 
showing. At present the theory seems to stand that the bay and pond had 
low levels of dissolved oxygen. 

In 1991, the Mass. Division of Marine Fisheries has re-examined the 
shellfish growing areas throughout the Town. As a result of these 
examinations, some of our shellfish growing areas have been reclassified to 
"Seasonally Prohibited" for the harvesting of shellfish. A list of 
seasonally closed areas are shown on a shellfish map in the Town Hall. I I 
will continue to work with the Division of Marine Fisheries monitoring 
these areas and they will determine when they can be re-opened. 

I wish to thank the citizens of the Town of Falmouth and all 


departments for their understanding and cooperation with the emergency 
closures throughout the year.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 


The Health Department performed inspections of all year-round, seasonal 
and temporary food service establishments, including temporary food 
concessions at various outdoor events. 

The Falmouth Board of Health conducted a Household Hazardous Waste 
Collection at the Lawrence School in May of 1991. A program of periodic 
household hazardous waste collections serves the community on several 
levels. Most importantly, it provides a legal and responsible means for the 
public to dispose of these materials that would not ordinarily be available 
to them as individual citizens. Secondly, the publicity before the 
collection and the report of the quantities and types of materials received 
at the collection are a means to focus the community’s attention on the 
problem of wastes derived form chemical containing consumer products. The 
community experiences a direct benefit through the immediate elimination of 
these hazardous wastes and will also realize a reduction in hazardous waste 
generation by individuals as public awareness increases. Regular household 
hazardous waste collections are a key element of this process. A report of 
the May, 1991, Household Hazardous Waste Collection is found in the report 
of the Hazardous Materials Coordinator. 

The Health Department maintains a supply of vaccines for the control of 
certain communicable diseases. These biological materials are supplied to 
the Town by the State Department of Public Health at no cost and are 
dispensed, on request, to local physicians, the Falmouth Hospital, the 
Falmouth School Department nursing staff and the nursing services under 
contract to the Board of Health. 

The State Department of Public Health provided 100% of the vaccines 
administered at the 1990 flu clinics conducted for the Town by the Visiting 
Nursing Association. A total of 1593 immunizations were administered at 
these clinics, an increase of 11%. The Health Department budgets additional 
funds for the purchase of vaccines and syringes to complement the State 
allotment in the event of a shortfall.
